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TIMOTHY  PICKERING  AND  THE 
FEDERALIST  PARTY,  1801-1804.

When  Timothy  Pickering  was  dismissed  from  the  cabi- 
net of  President  Adams  in  May,  1800,  it  was  with  much 
bitterness  of  soul  that  he  retired  to  his  lands  in  the  wilder- 
ness of  northeastern  Pennsylvania.  His  expulsion  was 
peremptory  and  unceremonious  to  say  the  least,1  but  it  was 
the  result  of  a series  of  personal  and  political  differences 
between  the  President  and  his  Secretary  of  State.2  In  the 
cabinet,  Pickering  had  been  the  official  spokesman  of  the 
“Essex  Junto,”  an  inner  circle  of  Massachusetts  Federal- 
ists, who  had  for  years  dominated  their  state  government 
and  had  led  the  national  government  to  adopt  the  policies 
of  a mercantile  aristocracy.3  Thus,  his  dismissal  was 
one  of  the  elements  in  the  decline  of  the  national  influ- 
ence of  Massachusetts  Federalism.  When  Jefferson  came

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into  power  in  1801,  the  destruction  of  that  influence  was 
practically  complete,  for  the  Republicanism  then  sweep- 
ing the  country  had  little  use  for  the  political  ideals  of 
the  commercial  class. 

In  retiring  to  Pennsylvania,  it  was  Pickering’s  purpose 
to  withdraw  permanently  from  politics  and  to  devote  his 
attention  to  the  development  of  some  tracts  of  land  which 
he  had  owned  for  several  years.  His  Massachusetts 
friends  uniformly  attempted  to  dissuade  him  from  this 
course  and  they  urged  him  to  return  to  his  native  state 
where  their  influence  could  secure  him  a public  office.4 
He  answered  that  they  exaggerated  the  difficulties  and 
hardships  of  living  in  the  wilderness.  He  was  willing 
to  accept  a public  office  in  the  national  government,  but 
he  recognized  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  hold 
one  under  Jefferson.  As  for  a seat  on  the  Massachusetts 
Supreme  Court,  he  could  not  accept  it  as  it  would  enable 
him  only  to  “starve  with  decency.”5  He  preferred  to 
proceed  with  his  land  projects  in  the  hope  that  they  would 
enable  him  to  acquire  a moderate  fortune.  Even  when 
two  of  his  friends,  Timothy  Williams  and  Samuel  Put- 
nam, made  a special  trip  to  Philadelphia  to  urge  him  to 
return  to  Massachusetts,  he  steadfastly  refused  to  aban- 
don his  plans.6 

During  the  summer  of  1800,  he  was  full  of  schemes 
for  the  development  of  his  property,  most  of  which  lay 
along  the  upper  Susquehanna  near  the  Hew  York  line. 
He  proposed  to  survey  it  and  subdivide  it  into  one  hun- 
dred acre  tracts  which  he  would  offer  for  sale.  In  order 
to  attract  settlers  and  to  increase  the  value  of  the  land, 
he  planned  to  build  a saw-mill  and  a grist-mill.7  In  addi- 
tion he  suggested  to  some  of  his  Philadelphia  friends  who

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owned  land  in  the  vicinity  of  his  own  that  they  co-operate 
with  him  in  the  building  of  roads  and  permit  him  to  act 
as  their  agent  in  the  survey  and  sale  of  their  property.8 
Unfortunately  he  lacked  the  capital  required  for  such 
work  and  had  to  apply  to  his  old  friends  in  Massachu- 
setts for  loans.  Although  they  disapproved  of  his  plans, 
they  came  to  his  aid  with  the  necessary  funds.9  Thus 
provided  with  money,  he  left  his  family  at  Easton,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  set  out  for  the  wilderness  where  he 
remained  until  early  winter.10 

Returning  to  Easton  in  December,  he  decided  to  make 
a visit  to  his  old  home  in  Salem,  possibly  with  the  idea 
that  he  might  be  able  to  sell  some  of  his  lands  there. 
While  he  was  in  Salem,  his  friends  naturally  tried  again 
to  get  him  to  give  up  his  land  schemes  and  to  return  to 
Massachusetts  to  live.  They  soon  learned  that  he  could 
not  easily  be  persuaded  to  surrender  his  project.  Con- 
sequently, a number  of  prominent  men,  interested  in  his 
welfare  and,  incidentally,  in  securing  his  political  serv- 
ices, banded  together  to  purchase  his  property.  As  their 
agent,  Samuel  Putnam  called  on  him  to  ask  at  what  price 
he  would  dispose  of  his  holdings.  In  reply,  Pickering 
gave  Putnam  a written  description  of  his  lands  and  stated 
the  cash  prices  for  which  he  would  be  willing  to  sell  them. 
Altogether  there  were  about  24,000  acres  which  he  valued 
at  $33,000.1:l  The  interested  men  quickly  agreed  to  his 
terms.  Thirty-four  of  them  subscribed  250  shares  at 
$100  a share  to  purchase  a three-quarter  interest  in  the 
property  while  Pickering  retained  the  rest.12  At  the 
same  time  he  was  appointed  agent  for  the  group  and 
authorized  to  sell  the  lands  on  commission  whenever  an

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opportunity  should  present  itself.13  This  transaction  en- 
abled him  to  clear  himself  of  debt  and  return  to  Massa- 
chusetts with  a cash  balance  of  $14,000.14  With  this 
sum  he  could  become  financially  independent  and  pur- 
chase a small  farm  in  Essex  County. 

In  November,  1801,  Timothy  Pickering  brought  his 
family  to  Salem  where  they  were  able  to  celebrate  Thanks- 
giving among  their  relatives  and  friends.  Early  in  the 
next  year  they  moved  to  a small  farm  in  Danvers  which 
they  had  leased.15  This  place  turned  out  to  be  unsatis- 
factory and  two  years  later  they  moved  to  another  rented 
farm  in  Upper  Beverly.  As  it  was  Pickering’s  desire  to 
purchase  a good  farm  with  a large  house,  he  kept  this 
only  until  he  could  find  a place  that  met  his  requirements. 
Finally  he  obtained  one  in  Wenham  and  purchased  it, 
moving  there  in  1806. 16  This  remained  his  home  for 
many  years. 

The  character  of  the  arrangement  which  made  possible 
Pickering’s  return  to  Massachusetts  is  obvious.  The  pur- 
chasers of  his  lands  had  no  real  desire  for  the  property 
and  did  not  expect  to  turn  it  to  account  as  all  of  them 
were  engaged  in  more  profitable  pursuits.  Their  real 
interest  lay  in  securing  his  return  with  the  expectation 
that  it  would  lead  to  his  re-entry  into  political  life  where 
he  could  perform  important  services  for  the  Federalist 
party.  Nearly  all  the  purchasers  were  well-to-do  Federal- 
ist merchants  and  lawyers  of  Boston  and  Salem.  Promi- 
nent among  them  were  two  members  of  the  “Essex 
Junto,”  George  Cabot  and  Stephen  Higginson.17  They

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were  men  who  recognized  the  relation  between  commerce 
and  politics.  In  Pickering  they  saw  a man  whose  devo- 
tion to  the  principles  of  Federalism  was  complete  and 
who  fully  identified  the  national  interest  with  the  inter- 
ests of  maritime  commerce.  To  return  him  to  political 
life  might  amply  repay  all  that  they  had  spent  to  bring 
him  back  to  Massachusetts.  That  this  was  their  purpose 
became  clear  enough  when  he  was  appointed  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  Essex  County  in 
1802 18  and  later  in  the  same  year  became  a candidate  for 
Congress.  The  Republicans,  of  course,  suspected  the  rea- 
son for  his  return  and  they  openly  declared: 

“He  was  only  obliged  to  become  an  inhabitant  of  Essex, 
to  be  set  up  as  a candidate  for  Congress,  to  lose  his  liveli- 
hood by  being  made  a Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  and  in  fine  to  persist  in  the  accomplishment  of  Hamil- 
ton’s old  scheme  of  MONARCHY ! ! !”19 

On  September  21  it  was  announced  that  the  Honorable 
Nathan  Read,  then  the  Representative  from  the  Essex 
South  District,  would  not  stand  for  re-election20  and 
three  days  later  Pickering  was  proposed  as  the  Federalist 
candidate  for  that  office.21  The  Republicans  countered 
shortly  with  the  nomination  of  Captain  Jacob  Crownin- 
shield,  a member  of  a distinguished  family  of  Salem  mer- 
chants.22 Up  to  this  time  Essex  County  had  always  been 
overwhelmingly  Federalist,23  but  now  there  were  indica- 
tions that  not  even  this  stronghold  of  Federalism  would 
be  able  to  resist  the  growing  popularity  of  Jefferson’s 
Republican  party.  It  was,  perhaps,  a recognition  of  this 
condition  that  led  the  Federalists  to  nominate  the  ex- 
Secretary  of  State  in  the  hope  that  the  prestige  of  his 
name  could  halt  the  rising  tide  of  Republicanism. 

The  campaign  was  one  of  violence,  characterized  by  the

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flow  of  abusive  language  from  the  organs  of  both  parties. 
The  leading  Federalist  paper  was  the  Salem  Gazette  and 
it  was  conducted  with  the  very  evident  aim  of  consciously 
serving  the  interests  of  the  most  “respectable”  people  of 
the  community.  The  Republicans  were  represented  by 
the  Essex  Register  which  was  as  ardent  in  its  attacks  on 
Federalism  as  the  Gazette  was  in  its  defence.24  Fore- 
most among  the  supporters  of  the  Register  and  Republi- 
canism was  a liberal  minister,  the  Reverend  William 
Bentley,  whose  understanding  of  political  problems  was 
quite  as  acute  as  his  handling  of  theological  questions. 
He  was  the  most  cultured  man  in  Salem  and  his  many 
interests  and  activities  were  worthy  of  a follower  of  the 
versatile  Jefferson.  His  politics  was  as  liberal  as  his 
religion  and  the  strength  of  democracy  among  the  upper 
classes  of  Salem  was  attributable  in  part  to  his  influence, 
for  among  his  parishioners  were  many  sea-captains  and 
merchants,  including  the  prominent  Crowninshield  fam- 
ily. He  was  a frequent  contributor  to  the  Register , usu- 
ally preparing  the  excellent  summary  of  foreign  news 
that  appeared  in  its  pages.  Many  of  its  political  editori- 
als were  ascribed  to  him  by  the  Federalists,  though  it  is 
doubtful  that  he  wrote  them.  For  Pickering  he  had  only 
the  greatest  contempt,  referring  to  him  in  his  Diary  as 

“that  pest  of  Society  . . . who  has  returned  to  curse  the 
neighborhood,  which  has  already  been  abused  by  his  contro- 
versies and  contraventions.”25 

As  Salem’s  chief  interest  lay  in  commerce  and  as  it 
was  the  most  important  town  of  the  district,  the  major 
efforts  of  the  parties  were  designed  to  capture  the  votes 
of  its  seafaring  people.  Electioneering  articles  signed  by 
“Tom  Steadybreeze,”  “Bill  Boltrope,”  and  “Bill  Bobstay” 
appeared  in  the  newspapers,  picturing  Pickering  either 
as  an  enemy  to  sailors’  rights  or  as  a protector  of  them, 
according  to  the  politics  of  the  writer.  “Bill  Boltrope1” 
declared  for  Pickering  and  said:

"...  though  the  jacobins  make  such  a hurly-burly  about 
liberty  and  equality,  I have  never  found  they  treated  those 
that  work  for  them  so  well  as  the  federalists,  except  now 
and  then  of  a town  meeting  day  when  they  are  mighty  pala- 
vering. ...  I never  could  like  these  all-talk-and-no-cider 
folks,  they  put  me  so  much  in  mind  of  Virginia  people, 
that  preach  about  liberty,  and  use  their  poor  black  devils 
like  so  many  dogs.  It  seems  to  me  that  nothing  good  ever 
came  out  of  Virginia  except  Washington  and  tobacco.”26 

To  this  sally  the  Register  replied : 

“ ‘Bill  Boltrope5  will  deserve  to  have  a rope  under  his  bill 
if  he  votes  for  a man  who  preferred  the  word  of  honor  of 
an  Englishman  to  the  solemn  oath  of  his  own  Countrymen — 
more  especially  when  he  can  bestow  his  suffrage  on  a Gentle- 
man who  has  risked  his  life  in  defence  of  American- Seamen — 
and  who  is  not  a Pickaroon.”27 

In  this  mudslinging  campaign,  the  Republicans  outdid 
their  rivals.  As  Pickering  had  had  a much  longer 
political  career  than  Crowninshield,  they  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  dig  up  all  the  questionable  acts  of  his  public 
life,  including  his  late  arrival  at  “Concord  Fight.”28  He 
was  attacked  as  a “known  and  open  reviler  of  Washington 
and  Adams,”29  as  an  opponent  of  peace  with  France,  an 
advocate  of  the  Alien  and  Sedition  Acts,  a supporter  of 
internal  revenue  taxes  and  the  increase  of  the  public  debt, 
and  a believer  in  monarchy.30  But  the  crowning  effort 
of  all  was  the  allegation  that  Robert  Liston,  the  British 
minister,  had  distributed  $500,000  among  British  parti- 
sans in  the  United  States,  among  whom  Pickering  was 
conspicuous.  Concerning  this  the  Register  asked, 

"...  Can  you  entirely  banish  from  your  breast,  the  idea 
that  our  ex-Secretary  might  receive  from  his  dear  friend  and 
intimate  companion  some  little  token,  some  small  gratuity, 
for  all  his  zealous  efforts  against  liberty  and  her  sons,  for 
all  his  attachments  to  the  interests  of  England,  . . . ?”31

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The  Gazette  issued  blanket  denials  of  every  charge 
against  Pickering  and  declared  that 

“Aspersion  and  vile  detraction  are  instruments  by  which 
pure  patriotism  and  sound  principles  were  driven  from  the 
seats  of  honor  to  make  room  for  hypocritical  pretensions  and 
rotten-hearted  republicanism.”32 

The  Register  s charge  of  Pickering’s  having  received  a 
British  pension  came  too  late  in  the  campaign  to  be  given 
an  adequate  answer  and  after  the  election  the  Federalists 
resorted  to  a libel  suit  against  Carlton,  the  editor.33  But 
the  Gazette  was  not  averse  to  the  use  of  strong  language 
and  declared  that  Crowninshield  was  “like  a piece  of  old 
rope,  the  more  you  try  to  splice  it,  the  worse  it  grows.”34 

The  election  itself  was  a riotous  affair  and  the  defeated 
Federalists  indulged  themselves  freely  in  charges  of  fraud 
that  could  not  be  proved.  Crowninshield  was  elected  by 
a vote  of  1,400  to  1,293.  His  success  rested  entirely  on 
his  ability  to  carry  the  seaport  towns  of  Salem,  Marble- 
head, and  Gloucester.  All  of  the  others  returned  majori- 
ties for  Pickering.35  Apparently  the  appeal  to  the  sailors 
had  worked  and  the  Federalists  had  been  discredited 
among  the  lower  classes  of  the  seaports.36  The  Federal- 
ists were  much  disappointed  in  the  result,  yet  the  Gazette 
maintained  that 

“The  vote  of  Monday  was  highly  honorable  to  Mr.  Picker- 
ing, though  it  did  not  secure  his  election.  He  had  the  sup- 
port of  the  property,  respectability  and  ancient  inhabitants 
of  this  district.”37 

The  Republicans,  of  course,  were  jubilant.  When  it  was 
learned  that  the  election  throughout  the  nation  had  been 
generally  favorable,  the  Register  announced  under  the 
heading  of  “Ship  Hews  Extra”:

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“We  are  happy  to  hear  that  the  fast  sailing  and  sound 
ship  Republican  Constitutionalist , on  the  1st  inst.  passed  the 
old  piratical  ship  Essex  Junto  under  jury  masts,  and  water 
logged  with  no  persons  on  board — the  Officers  and  crew,  with 
the  Rats,  having  deserted  her  just  in  season  to  save  their 
bacon.

Her  tender,  the  Picka- 
roon,  had  been  previously  chased  ashore  on  Cape  Despair  by 
the  Republican  ‘bomb  ketch/  We  are  told,  that  the  Essex 
Junto  belonged  to  the  House  of  Hamilton,  Pinckney,  Pick- 
ering, & Co.  She  was  not  insured  as  she  was  not  sea- 
worthy/538 

Feeling  keenly  the  result  of  an  election  which  had 
rejected  an  ex-Secretary  of  State,  Pickering  found  it 
necessary  to  vent  his  wrath  on  someone  and  the  subject 
of  his  choice  was  Carlton,  the  editor  of  the  Register, 
against  whom  he  instituted  libel  proceedings.39  The  suit 
was  denounced  by  the  Republicans  as  “persecution/540 
but  it  was  impossible  for  them  to  prove  that  Pickering 
had  received  money  from  Liston  as  Carlton  had  charged 
during  the  campaign.  In  the  end,  the  editor  was  con- 
victed and  sentenced  to  pay  a tine  of  $100  and  costs,  spend 
two  months  in  jail,  and  give  a bond  of  $800  to  keep  the 
peace  for  two  years.41 

Having  failed  to  place  their  favorite  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  after  they  had  spent  $25,000  to  bring  him 
back  to  Massachusetts,  the  arch-Federalist  faction  of  the 
state  now  laid  their  plans  to  get  him  into  the  Senate  and 
thus  provide  themselves  with  a spokesman  at  Washington. 
Hearing  a rumor  of  this  plan,  the  Essex  Register  pub- 
lished a lampoon  entitled  “The  Humble  Petition  of  the 
Essex  Junto,  to  the  Hon.  Jona.  Mason  and  Hon.  Dwight 
Foster,  Senators  of  the  IT.  States  for  Massachusetts/5 
which  called  on  the  above  named  Senators  to  resign  in 
order  that  “the  political  giant,  Timothy/5  might  be  sent 
to  the  Senate  to  represent  the  Junto.42  As  Mason5s  term

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was  to  expire  on  March  3,  1803,  his  resignation  was  not 
necessary  and  the  way  was  cleared  for  the  Essex  men  to 
propose  Pickering’s  name  to  the  Massachusetts  legislature. 
At  the  same  time  Fisher  Ames  and  John  Quincy  Adams 
were  mentioned  as  candidates.  Ames  refused  to  he  named, 
hut  Adams  was  not  at  all  averse  to  being  advanced  to  the 
national  Congress. 

The  Federalist  party  was  then  in  complete  control  of 
the  state  government,  possessing  clear  majorities  in  both 
houses  of  the  legislature,  but  the  party  itself  was  sharply 
divided  on  the  question  of  electing  a Senator.  The 
majority  favored  Adams,  but  the  “ Junto”  insisted  on 
Pickering.  At  length  a compromise  was  reached,  for  it 
appeared  that  two  Senators  would  be  chosen  that  year,  as 
Foster  was  planning  to  resign  his  seat.  This  situation 
made  possible  the  election  of  both  men.  But  even  then 
there  was  difficulty,  for  the  “ Junto”  wished  to  have  Pick- 
ering elected  for  the  six  year  term,  with  Adams  receiving 
the  remaining  two  years  of  Foster’s  term.  Obviously  this 
created  complications  when  Adams  was  clearly  the  more 
popular  of  the  two,  even  in  Massachusetts.43 

The  only  agreement  that  could  be  reached  by  a F ederal- 
ist  caucus  was  to  place  both  names  in  nomination  and  to 
support  Pickering  on  the  first  two  ballots.  Then,  if  no 
candidate  had  a majority,  the  members  of  the  caucus  and 
their  friends  would  vote  for  Adams  on  the  third  ballot. 
It  happened  that  Pickering  could  not  get  a majority,  but 
the  adherents  of  the  “ Junto”  were  unwilling  to  abandon 
him  and  a third  ballot  was  taken  without  resulting  in  a 
choice.  Finally,  on  the  fourth  attempt,  all  but  six  of  the 
Federalists  voted  for  Adams  and  a majority  was  secured. 
This  hesitation  to  support  him  aroused  Adams’  ire  and 
he  blamed  John  Lowell  and  Harrison  Gray  Otis  for  the 
delay  in  his  election.44  Pickering’s  anger  at  the  result 
can  only  be  imagined.  To  be  defeated  by  the  son  of  the 
man  who  had  driven  him  from  office  less  than  three  years 
earlier  was  a severe  blow  and  must  certainly  have 
increased  his  resentment  against  the  Adams  family.  All

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that  was  left  for  him  was  to  take  the  unexpired  term  of 
Dwight  Foster  and  to  this  he  was  duly  chosen  early  in 
March,  1803. 45 

When  Pickering  entered  the  Senate  in  the  fall,  the  for- 
tunes of  Federalism  were  at  a low  ebb.  Little  by  little 
the  party  was  being  shorn  of  its  power  as  its  representa- 
tion in  Congress  dwindled  and  Federalist  office-holders 
were  being  gradually  replaced  by  the  adherents  of  Jeffer- 
son. Especially  bitter  at  this  turn  of  events  were  the 
high  Federalists  of  New  England  against  whom  in  par- 
ticular Jefferson  aimed  his  “regeneracy  of  offices.”46  In 
this  condition,  their  state  of  mind  was  well  expressed  by 
Fisher  Ames  when  he  wrote, 

“.  . . democracy  is  only  the  isthmus  of  a middle  state  : 
it  is  nothing  of  itself.  Like  death  it  is  only  the  dismal 
passport  to  a more  dismal  hereafter.  Such  is  our  state.”47 

Thus  reduced  to  a weak  minority  in  the  national  gov- 
ernment, many  of  the  Federalists  were  ready  for  extreme 
measures  and  were  prepared  to  offer  the  most  intransi- 
geant  opposition  to  the  Jeffersonian  policies.  To  repre- 
sent them  in  this  opposition,  the  “ Junto”  could  scarcely 
have  chosen  a more  devoted  adherent  of  their  political  phi- 
losophy or  a more  sincere  hater  of  everything  tinged  with 
Jeffersonianism  than  Timothy  Pickering.  He  entered 
the  Senate  in  October  prepared  to  admit  no  compromise 
with  his  political  enemies.48

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However,  the  ability  of  the  Federalists  to  offer  an  effec- 
tive opposition  to  Jefferson  was  seriously  impaired  by 
their  own  internal  divisions.  The  schism  of  1800  had 
not  been  healed  and  the  party  was  still  split  between  the 
supporters  of  Hamilton  and  the  “ Junto”  and  the  more 
moderate  faction  which  had  followed  Adams.  Jefferson 
was  fully  conscious  of  this  state  of  affairs  and  hoped  to 
profit  from  it  by  attracting  the  moderates  to  the  support 
of  Republicanism  while  he  conducted  a vigorous  cam- 
paign against  the  “Essexmen.”  Federalists  recognized 
the  dangers  in  this  situation,  but  the  “ Junto,”  instead  of 
trying  to  heal  the  breach  in  the  party,  regarded  the  mod- 
erates as  only  a little  less  obnoxious  than  the  Jefferson- 
ians themselves  and  thus  lost  all  possibility  of  securing 
their  votes.  Outstanding  among  the  moderate  Federal- 
ists, who  were  relatively  weak  in  the  number  of  their 
leaders,  was  John  Quincy  Adams,  whom  the  “ Junto” 
regarded  with  great  suspicion.  Concerning  him,  Higgin- 
son  wrote  to  Pickering: 

“You  know  your  colleague,  his  character,  feeling  and 
views.  It  is  believed  that  he  will  be  more  crooked  than 
ever,  soured  by  the  loss  of  property  in  the  hands  of  Bird  & 
Co.  who  have  failed,  & by  the  shade  in  which  he  and  his 
father  are  inclosed,  some  think  he  will  try  to  recover  their 
lost  ground,  by  attempting  to  build  up  a party  of  moderate 
independent  men.  This  was  the  last  resort  of  his  father, 
but  it  did  not  and  can  [not]  succeed,  though  all  the  timid 
wavering  and  temporizing  of  both  Federalists  and  Jacobins 
should  be  invited  to  join,  others  think  he  will  endeavor  to 
conciliate  the  ruling  party  & get  again  into  office  under  their 
patronage;  but  this  is  a game  he  cannot  play  well  enough 
to  succeed.”49 

Such  factional  hostility  as  this  augured  ill  for  the  suc- 
cess of  the  party  and  it  was  to  prove  an  insuperable  handi- 
cap in  the  fight  against  Jefferson. 

By  all  odds  the  most  significant  problem  facing  the 
country  when  Congress  assembled  in  1803  was  the  Louisi- 
ana question.  When  the  purchase  of  the  territory  was 
first  announced,  it  was  hailed  with  delight,  even  in  the

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strongholds  of  Federalism.50  But  when  the  terms  of  the 
treaty  were  learned,  Federalists  began  to  complain  that 
the  purchase  price  was  too  great  and  that  the  acquisition 
of  the  new  territory  might  lead  to  a considerable  emigra- 
tion from  the  eastern  states.61  Others  declared  that  the 
Republican  party’s  French  sympathies  were  at  the  bottom 
of  the  transaction  and  that  the  United  States,  in  buying 
Louisiana,  was  aiding  “the  world’s  worst  foe  at  a moment 
when  its  best  friends  are  entitled  to  every  help.”52 

The  really  significant  cause  of  popular  Federalist  hos- 
tility, however,  lay  in  the  fact  that  the  Louisiana  Pur- 
chase was,  in  part,  a western  measure  designed  to  favor 
the  agricultural  interests  of  the  frontier  regions  and 
to  secure  the  support  of  the  West  for  the  Republican 
party.  It  seemed  that  the  new  acquisition  would  inevi- 
tably injure  the  interests  of  commerce,  Federalism,  and 
the  northeastern  states.  In  that  sense,  it  was  a sectional 
measure  and  aroused  sectional  resentment.  The  Salem 
Gazette  voiced  this  opinion  when  it  exclaimed, 

“Fifteen  Millions  of  Dollars  for  Louisiana ! This  is  a 
bargain  that  does  not  meet  with  unqualified  approval  in  the 
public  papers.  . . . Who  is  to  pay  the  money?  By  the 
present  system  of  revenue,  certainly  not  those  directly  bene- 
fitted  by  the  purchase.  The  money  will  be  raised,  not  on 
the  gilt  carriages  of  Virginians,  or  on  the  whiskey  of  Ken- 
tucky and  Tennessee;  but  on  the  opulence  of  the  middle,  the 
industry  and  enterprise  of  the  northern  states.”53 

Furthermore,  the  clause  of  the  treaty  which  provided  for 
the  incorporation  of  Louisiana  into  the  Union  threatened 
to  destroy  the  Kew  England  commercial  interests  as  a 
national  political  force,  for  new  states  west  of  the  Missis- 
sippi were  sure  to  become  allies  of  the  South  and  the  old 
West.  The  execution  of  this  clause,  said  the  Newbury- 
port  Herald , would  bring  about  a “Revolution  in  our  coun- 
try” involving  “a  complete  alteration  in  its  political  pow-

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ers  and  influences.”54  In  pursuing  this  line  of  attack, 
Federalist  papers  argued  that  the  treaty  was  unconstitu- 
tional because  the  Constitution  did  not  authorize  the  buy- 
ing of  territory55  and  because  the  Purchase  would  upset 
the  sectional  balance  of  power  on  which  the  existence  of 
the  Union  was  based.56  In  effect,  it  was  believed  that 
the  addition  of  Louisiana  practically  dissolved  the  Union 
by  this  destruction  of  the  sectional  balance.57 

Such  opinions  voiced  in  the  public  prints  were  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  those  held  by  the  party  leaders. 
Christopher  Gore,  for  example,  believed  that  as  a result 
of  the  Purchase,  the  end  of  the  Union  was  near. 

“Wise  men.”  he  wrote,  “should  turn  their  thoughts  to 
what  will  be  the  next  chapter  in  our  every  varying  systems; 
for  I really  believe  that  the  present  is  nearly  read  through, 
a few,  but  very  few  verses  remain;  and  those,  like  some  of 
the  old  testament  ones,  full  of  hard  names.”58 

Stephen  Higginson  told  Pickering  that  the  measure  was 
an  “essential  part”  of  a “deliberate  plan”  of  the  Vir- 
ginians “to  govern  and  depress  Uew  England”  and  urged 
him  and  his  Federalist  colleagues  to  oppose  the  Repub- 
licans “with  vigor  and  firmness.”59 

In  October,  while  the  Federalist  papers  were  denounc- 
ing the  treaty,  Congress  assembled  at  Washington  and 
turned  first  to  deal  with  the  Louisiana  question.  The 
Federalists  had  no  chance  to  defeat  the  treaty  and  the 
measures  associated  with  it  as  the  Republicans  outnum- 
bered them  in  both  houses  of  Congress.  The  Senate 
quickly  voted,  without  much  discussion,  to  ratify  the 
treaty,60  but  when  a bill  to  approve  a stock  issue  of 
$11,250,000  to  cover  the  payments  to  France  came  before 
it,  the  Federalist  opposition  opened  its  attack  on  the 
administration.  This  attack  was  made  on  the  same  line

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that  the  Federalists  in  the  House  had  taken  a week  earlier 
in  the  debate  on  a bill  enabling  the  President  to  take  pos- 
session of  Louisiana.61  The  basis  of  this  opposition  as 
brought  out  in  the  debates  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
was  well  summarized  by  Manasseh  Cutler,  the  Federalist 
Representative  from  the  Essex  FTorth  District  when  he 
wrote : 

“I  am  among  ye  number  opposed — for  I am  clearly  of 
opinion  that  ye  Treaty  is  unconstitutional — that  ye  sum 
given  is  too  much — & that  in  its  operation,  it  will  be  inju- 
rious to  ye  interests,  & particularly  the  commerce  of  ye 
Eastern  States.  There  is  no  evidence  that  Spain  has  con- 
cented  to  this  treaty,  but  strong  suspicion  that  ye  Spanish 
Government  is  opposed  to  ye  purchase.  It  may  eventually 
involve  us  in  war  with  Spain.”62 

It  was  in  pursuance  of  this  same  line  of  argument  that 
the  Senate  Federalists  attacked  the  administration’s  bill 
to  create  the  $11,250,000  stock  issue.  Inasmuch  as  the 
treaty  had  already  been  ratified  and  both  houses  had  over- 
whelmingly voted  a bill  enabling  the  President  to  take 
possession  of  Louisiana,  this  opposition  could  not  have 
hoped  to  defeat  the  bill ; its  main  purpose  must  have  been 
to  give  further  publicity  to  the  Federalist  cause,  hoping 
thereby  to  build  up  a,  strong  public  opinion  in  the  northern 
states  to  support  the  party  leaders  in  later  projects.  The 
major  speeches  against  the  bill  were  delivered  by  Picker- 
ing and  Uriah  Tracy,  a Connecticut  Senator,  whose  Fed- 
eralism and  sectional  feeling  were  as  ardent  as  his  col- 
league’s. The  administration  speakers  had  declared  that 
the  passage  of  the  bill  was  obligatory,  for  the  treaty  had 
been  duly  ratified  and  had  thus  become  part  of  the  law 
of  the  land.  From  this  opinion  Pickering  dissented,  be- 
lieving that  a treaty,  to  be  binding,  must  not  violate  the 
Constitution  as  this  one  certainly  did.  There  was  no 
question,  he  thought,  of  the  right  of  the  government  to 
acquire  territory  by  purchase  or  conquest  and  to  govern 
it  as  a dependent  province,  but  it  had  no  constitutional

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right  to  incorporate  such  territory  into  the  Union.  He 
could  not  accept  the  clause  authorizing  Congress  to  admit 
new  states  as  a justification  for  this  provision  of  the 
treaty,  for  he  declared  that  the  Constitution  had  contem- 
plated only  the  creation  of  new  states  out  of  the  original 
territory  of  the  nation  and  not  the  incorporation  of  a 
foreign  country  into  the  Union.  He  believed,  quite  cor- 
rectly, that  the  administration  thought  that  this  article 
was  unconstitutional  and  that  it  would  require  a constitu- 
tional amendment.68  However,  he  disagreed  with  Jeffer- 
son’s idea  that  a simple  amendment  was  sufficient;  in  this 
case  he  believed  that  the  consent  of  each  state  was  neces- 
sary, just  as  a commercial  house  in  admitting  a new  part- 
ner required  the  consent  of  all  of  its  members.  Such  con- 
sent, he  was  free  to  declare,  could  never  be  obtained.64 

Outside  of  its  unconstitutional  character,  the  cession 
was  open  to  other  objections,  said  the  Hew  England 
leader.  He  believed  that  the  title  of  France  to  Louisiana 
was  deficient  and  that  Spain  could  reasonably  object  to 
the  transfer.  In  that  case,  war  between  the  United  States 
and  Spain  would  almost  surely  be  the  result  and,  inas- 
much as  France  was  the  ally  of  Spain,  that  nation,  as 
soon  as  the  war  with  Great  Britain  was  off  her  hands, 
would  join  the  Spaniards  in  trying  to  wrest  the  territory 
from  the  United  States.  In  fact,  he  was  convinced  that 
France  had  negotiated  the  treaty  with  this  end  in  view, 
for  he  looked  upon  her  as  the  most  perfidious  of  nations. 
Furthermore,  the  boundaries  of  Louisiana  were  very  ob- 
scurely defined  in  the  treaty  and  this,  too,  he  believed, 
was  purposely  intended  to  provoke  later  difficulties.  Alto- 
gether, he  could  see  nothing  in  the  cession  but  the  pros- 
pect of  future  trouble  for  the  United  States,65 

Tracy  likewise  thought  the  treaty  unconstitutional,  but 
he  rested  his  arguments  less  on  the  literal  breach  of  the

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Constitution  than  on  what  he  conceived  to  be  a violation 
of  the  principle  of  the  Union. 

“The  principle  of  admission,  in  the  case  of  Louisiana,” 
he  said,  “is  the  same  as  if  it  contained  ten  millions  of  inhabi- 
tants; and  the  principles  of  these  people  are  probably  as 
hostile  to  our  government,  in  the  true  construction,  as  they 
can  be,  and  the  relative  strength  which  this  admission  gives 
to  a Southern  and  Western  interest,  is  contradictory  to  the 
principles  of  our  original  Union,  as  any  can  be,  however 
strongly  stated.” 

Inevitably,  he  thought,  it  would  mean  the  destruction  of 
the  balance  of  sectional  interests  which  the  Constitution 
was  calculated  to  maintain.  Like  Pickering,  he  believed 
that  the  consent  of  the  individual  states  was  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  treaty  and  he  declared: 

“.  . . this  universal  consent  I am  positive  can  never  be 
obtained  to  such  a pernicious  measure  as  the  admission  of 
Louisiana,  of  a world,  and  such  a world,  into  our  Union. 
This  would  be  absorbing  the  Northern  States,  and  render- 
ing them  insignificant  in  the  Union,  as  they  ought  to  be, 
if,  by  their  own  consent,  the  measure  should  be  adopted.”66 

Some  of  the  supporters  of  the  administration  found 
the  arguments  of  the  New  Englanders  embarrassing,  for 
at  the  time  of  the  Alien  and  Sedition  Acts  a few  years 
earlier,  they  had  themselves  championed  a constitutional 
theory  not  unlike  that  of  Pickering  and  Tracy,  but  there 
were  others,  especially  from  the  West,  who  felt  none  of 
that  embarrassment.  One  of  them,  Senator  Breckinridge 
of  Kentucky,  declared  that  the  right  of  the  President  and 
Congress  to  acquire  territory  in  the  name  of  the  nation 
was  unlimited.  In  answer  to  the  argument  that  the  ces- 
sion endangered  the  existence  of  the  Union,  he  threatened 
the  secession  of  the  West  if  the  measure  were  not  passed.67 

Thus  did  the  leaders  of  sectional  political  opinion  pro- 
claim their  extreme  views.  Midway  between  them  stood 
John  Quincy  Adams  whose  moderation  was  proof  enough 
that  extremists  like  Pickering  and  Tracy  were  far  from 
having  the  united  support  of  their  own  section  and  their 
own  party.  Like  them,  he  had  constitutional  objections  to

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the  treaty,  but  unlike  them  he  believed  that  a simple  con- 
stitutional amendment  was  the  proper  solution  of  the  prob- 
lem, which  was  precisely  the  view  held  by  Jefferson.  In 
further  contrast  to  the  high  Federalists,  Adams  approved 
the  Purchase  as  a measure  of  public  policy  and  he  hoped 
that  the  discussion  would  end  “in  our  full,  undisturbed 
and  undisputed  possession  of  the  ceded  territory.”68 

The  opposition  of  the  Federalists  was,  however,  doomed 
to  end  in  defeat.  When  the  bill  was  put  to  a vote,  it  was 
passed,  twenty-six  to  five.  Only  Hillhouse  of  Connecticut 
and  Wells  and  White  of  Delaware  voted  with  Pickering 
and  Tracy  against  it.69  Although  the  Hew  Hampshire 
Senators,  Plumer  and  Olcott,  had  opposed  the  ratification 
of  the  treaty,  believing  that  the  cession  would  dwarf  the 
interests  of  Hew  England  and  lead  to  its  separation  from 
the  Union,70  they  now  voted  with  the  majority  because 
they  believed  that  ratification  made  obligatory  the  passage 
of  the  bills  to  carry  out  the  treaty.71 

Inasmuch  as  the  Louisiana  question  was  the  most  im- 
portant cause  of  the  plans  for  secession  which  occupied  so 
large  a place  in  the  minds  of  Pickering  and  his  friends 
shortly  after  this,  it  is  worthwhile  to  inquire  whether 
failure  to  block  the  treaty  and  the  measures  associated 
with  it  produced  that  reaction  in  them  immediately.  Ap- 
parently it  did  not.  In  spite  of  Pickering’s  bitter  opposi- 
tion to  the  Louisiana  bill,  he  preferred  to  see  that  region 
under  the  control  of  the  United  States  rather  than  of 
France.  Hearly  three  weeks  after  the  Senate  debate  of 
Hovember  third  he  wrote  to  Caleb  Strong  that  the  cession 
would  be  “productive  of  fewer  evils  than  Louisiana  in  the 
hands  of  France.”  He  predicted  that  eventually  Louisi- 
ana would  support  a great  population  which  would  unite 
with  the  people  between  the  Alleghenies  and  the  Missis- 
sippi and  separate  from  the  eastern  states. 

“This  event,  however,  is  remote,”  he  said.  “The  naviga-

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tion  of  the  Atlantic  States  will  be  essential  to  the  dwellers 
in  the  Mississippi  regions.  This  commercial  intercourse  will 
be  mutually  beneficial : and  while  they  will  find  their  advan- 
tage in  it,  the  Atlantic  States  may  control  and  effectually 
regulate  the  navigation  and  commerce  of  those  regions.” 

On  the  other  hand,  if  France  were  to  continue  in  posses- 
sion of  Louisiana,  he  predicted  that  French  control  of  the 
river  would  “at  no  distant  time”  force  the  Americans  east 
of  the  Mississippi  to  secede  and  join  the  French.  “Thus,” 
he  said,  “our  Union  would  be  severed  and  we  would  lose 
control  of  the  commerce  of  the  Mississippi  valley.”72 
Although  other  Federalist  leaders  approved  of  the 
stand  which  Pickering  had  taken  in  Congress,  they,  too, 
were  unwilling  to  carry  their  opposition  further  at  this 
time.  Richard  Peters  wrote  that  if  he  had  been  in  Con- 
gress, he  would  have  voted  for  the  treaty,  but  with  a pro- 
test against  all  the  things  which  were  wrong  in  it.73 
Governor  Strong  congratulated  the  Senator  on  opposing 
the  cession,  as  he  believed  that  any  enlargement  of  the 
Union  must  lead  to  dissolution,  but  he  advocated  no  further 
steps  of  opposition.74  Higginson  viewed  the  cession  with 
alarm  as  he  saw  the  Republicans  gaining  strength  in  every 
part  of  the  nation,  but  he  contented  himself  with  urging 
a firm  and  united  opposition  to  administration  measures.75 
Cabot  reported  that  he  was  greatly  pleased  with  Picker- 
ing’s speech,  although  he  bewailed  the  declining  influence 
of  Federalism  and  declared  that  he  was  “mortified”  at 
John  Quincy  Adams’  support  of  the  administration.76 
Rufus  King  had  the  same  constitutional  objections  to  the 
treaty  as  Pickering.  He,  too,  feared  the  increase  in 
strength  which  the  Republicans  would  gain  and  he  sug- 
gested that  this  might  be  partially  offset  by  an  amend- 
ment to  destroy  the  slave  representation  enjoyed  bv  the 
South.77 

Following  the  ratification  of  the  Louisiana  Treaty  and

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the  adoption  of  measures  to  complete  the  cession,  the  ad- 
ministration forces  turned  to  the  consideration  of  other 
policies  which  seriously  irritated  and  disturbed  the  New 
England  Federalists.  The  most  important  of  these  ques- 
tions were  the  Twelfth  Amendment,  the  impeachment  of 
the  judges,  and  bills  for  the  organization  and  government 
of  Louisiana.  In  each  case,  the  Republicans  were  victori- 
ous and,  in  consequence,  the  bitterness  of  the  Federalists 
increased. 

In  the  debate  on  the  amendment,  Pickering  and  Tracy 
again  led  the  opposition.  Pickering  denied  that  its  real 
purpose  was  to  prevent  a recurrence  of  the  situation  of 
1800  as  its  sponsors  had  claimed,  and  asserted  that  their 
real  intention  was  to  make  more  complete  the  rule  of  the 
dominant  section  and  the  majority  party.  The  existing 
constitutional  provision  for  the  choice  of  the  executive,  he 
said,  had  been  drawn  up  as  an  adjustment  of  the  balance 
of  power  among  the  states  and  any  alteration  would  be 
sure  to  destroy  that  balance.78  Hillhouse,  Tracy,  and 
White  presented  similar  arguments  and  emphasized  the 
potential  danger  of  the  amendment  to  the  rights  of  the' 
small  states.79  But  all  their  opposition  was  unavailing 
and  the  Senate  adopted  the  amendment  by  a party  vote.80 
On  this  occasion  John  Quincy  Adams  joined  the  other 
New  Englanders  in  voting  against  the  measure,  although 
he  favored  the  principle  of  naming  the  President  and 
Vice-President  separately.  His  objection  was  to  the 
clause  which  provided  for  the  submission  of  the  names  of 
the  three  leading  candidates  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  case  no  candidate  should  receive  a majority  in 
the  electoral  college  and  he  proposed  an  amendment  to 
substitute  “five”  for  “three.”  In  this  proposal  all  the 
New  England  Senators  but  Pickering  supported  him.81 
The  antipathy  between  the  two  men  was  so  great  that  they 
could  scarcely  agree  on  any  policy.82 

Failing  to  halt  the  amendment  in  Congress,  Pickering

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turned  to  the  states  in  a futile  attempt  to  defeat  ratifica- 
tion. To  this  end  he  distributed  among  his  influential 
friends  copies  of  his  own  and  Tracy’s  speeches  as  he  urged 
them  to  prevent  ratification.83  Though  his  friends  were 
prompt  to  thank  him  and  to  express  their  approval  of  his 
stand,84  nothing  was  accomplished. 

The  impeachment  of  the  judges  was  regarded  as  par- 
ticularly objectionable  and  was  correctly  interpreted  as  a 
means  of  depriving  the  Federalists  of  their  last  strong- 
hold in  the  government.  When  the  House  voted  to  begin 
its  inquiry  into  the  conduct  of  Chase  and  Peters,  Picker- 
ing told  Higginson, 

“I  further  understand,  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
party  to  impeach  every  judge,  who,  in  his  charges  to  Grand- 
Juries,  has  given  a political  opinion.”85 

To  Theodore  Lyman  he  reported  that  the  object  of  the 
administration  was  to  remove  the  Federalist  judges  who 
constituted  the  last  obstacle  in  the  way  of  Republican 
domination.  The  Republicans  aimed,  he  said,  at  making 
Congress  the  supreme  branch  of  the  government,  for  Ran- 
dolph had  announced  that,  should  the  impeachments  fail, 
the  President  would  remove  the  judges  on  the  address  of 
both  houses  of  Congress.  The  removal  of  the  present 
judges  and  the  appointment  of  Unprincipled  successors,” 
he  added,  would  complete  the  ruin  of  the  nation.86 

On  the  Louisiana  Government  Bill,  the  opposition  of 
the  Federalist  extremists  was  limited  to  the  clause  which 
permitted  the  existence  of  slavery  in  the  territory.  In 
other  respects  the  measure  was  satisfactory  to  them,  for 
it  set  up  a government  in  which  the  inhabitants  were 
treated  as  residents  of  a conquered  province  and  hence 
could  not  immediately  exercise  on  national  politics  the

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influence  which  Pickering  feared.  In  the  debates  on  the 
bill  he  took  a stand  definitely  opposed  to  any  extension  of 
self-government  to  the  territory.  He  described  its  people 
as  “incapable  of  performing  the  duties  or  enjoying  the 
blessings  of  a free  government.”  “They  are  too  ignorant 
to  elect  suitable  men,”  he  said.87  But  the  Hew  England- 
ers found  danger  in  the  admission  of  slavery  to  the  terri- 
tory. They  expressed  no  desire  to  free  the  slaves  already 
in  Louisiana,  but  wished  to  prevent  the  further  growth  of 
the  institution.  Hillhouse  thought  slavery  a serious  evil 
and  wished  to  check  it  wherever  possible.  He  held  that 
it  created  a danger  of  revolt  and  that  this  danger  was 
particularly  serious  in  the  Hew  Orleans  area  where  the 
blacks  already  outnumbered  the  whites.88  With  this  rea- 
soning Pickering  agreed  and  he  offered  to  support  an 
amendment  which  would  make  the  importation  of  slaves 
a criminal  act.89  This  amendment  was  lost.  Then  Hill- 
house  introduced  a substitute  which  would  restrict  the 
privilege  of  importation  to  United  States  citizens  who 
should  enter  the  territory  for  actual  settlement.  This  was 
unacceptable  to  Pickering  who  was  never  willing  to  com- 
promise, but  the  Senate  adopted  the  amendment  by  a 
heavy  majority.90  The  bill  was  then  passed  as  amended.91 

Obviously  the  real  reasons  for  the  opposition  to  the 
further  admission  of  slavery  were  not  those  which  Picker- 
ing and  Hillhouse  announced  publicly.  The  real  force 
behind  their  efforts  arose  from  their  fear  that  Louisiana 
would  eventually  be  a powerful  ally  of  Yirginia.  The 
territory  was  well  adapted  by  climate  to  the  use  of  slaves 
and  permission  to  introduce  them  would  lead  to  the  popu- 
lation of  the  region  by  Southerners.  Furthermore,  their 
political  power  would  be  enhanced  by  the  slave  representa- 
tion clause  of  the  Constitution.  The  Federalists  under- 
stood this  only  too  well  and  the  repeal  of  that  provision 
had  already  become  part  of  their  program. 

The  continued  triumphs  of  the  Republicans  threw  the 
Federalists  into  a condition  of  hopeless  despair.  The 
measures  which  they  had  opposed  so  strenuously  served

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only  to  increase  the  popularity  of  Jefferson,  a fact  which 
that  astute  leader  did  not  fail  to  note.  He  boasted  to 
Monroe  that  the  entire  nation,  with  the  exception  of  Dela- 
ware and  the  three  Hew  England  states  of  Connecticut, 
Massachusetts,  and  Hew  Hampshire,  had  been  won  by 
Republicanism  and  that  even  in  Hew  England  the  party 
was  gaining.92  As  the  prospects  for  a revival  of  Federal- 
ism and  a reassertion  of  Hew  England’s  influence  in  the 
Union  grew  blacker,  the  Federalist  leaders  turned  to  des- 
perate measures.  Late  in  January,  1804,  when  their 
failure  to  halt  the  tide  of  Jeffersonianism  was  apparent, 
the  extreme  Federalist  delegation  in  Washington  formu- 
lated plans  for  the  secession  of  Hew  England  and  under- 
took secretly  to  sound  out  the  opinions  of  political  leaders 
in  that  section. 

The  suggestion  of  disunion  was  not  new  in  Hew  Eng- 
land. In  1796  when  it  appeared  that  Thomas  Jefferson 
might  be  elected  to  the  Presidency,  certain  of  the  northern 
leaders  became  alarmed  and  asserted,  in  private  and  in 
public,  that  a severance  of  the  Union  would  be  preferable 
to  southern  domination  of  the  United  States  and  to  the 
influence  of  France,  exercised  through  the  policies  of  Jef- 
ferson.93 The  election  of  John  Adams  put  an  end  to  fur- 
ther consideration  of  this  project  and  it  was  not  revived 
in  1800  when  Jefferson  was  actually  elected.  Yet  some 
men  have  seen  in  this  incident  the  beginning  of  a long 
and  continuous  plot  to  effect  the  separation  of  Hew  Eng- 
land, a plot  which  existed  secretly  in  the  conversations  of 
a select  group  of  leaders  from  1796  until  after  the  Hart- 
ford Convention  in  1814,  but  which  found  overt  expres- 
sion only  in  the  activities  of  the  Federalists  of  Hew  Eng- 
land in  1804,  1808,  and  1814.94  This  opinion,  however,

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does  not  rest  upon  substantial  evidence  and  is  based 
largely  upon  the  views  of  men  who  were  bitter  enemies 
of  the  New  England  high  Federalists.  No  one  was  more 
deeply  involved  in  the  plans  of  the  Federalist  leaders  and 
in  later  years  no  one  was  more  extreme  in  disunionist 
feeling  than  Timothy  Pickering.  Yet,,  until  late  in  1803, 
no  trace  or  suggestion  of  secession  can  be  found  in  his 
public  or  private  writings.  Not  even  the  events  of  1800 
could  arouse  him  to  take  that  course. 

While  a definite  plan  to  bring  about  New  England 
secession  did  not  emerge  until  J anuary,  1804,  the  discus- 
sion over  Louisiana  in  the  fall  of  1803  did  bring  forth 
numerous  prophecies  that  the  acquisition  of  this  western 
territory  would  eventuallv  disolve  the  Union.  Some  even 
went  so  far  as  to  say  that  the  Purchase  had  already 
destroyed  the  Union  by  upsetting  the  balance  of  states 
within  the  nation.  William  Plumer  declared  in  October 
that  it  would  compel  the  eastern  states  “to  establish  a 
separate  and  independent  empire.”95  Christopher  Gore 
was  sure  that  it  meant  that  the  administration  would  rely 
entirely  on  western  and  southern  support  and  “leave  the 
Eastern  States  to  perish  ...  in  poverty  and  disgrace.”96 
It  was  this  consideration  that  had  led  him  to  declare  ear- 
lier that  “Wise  men  should  turn  their  thoughts  to  what 
is  to  be  the  next  chapter  in  our  every  varying  systems.”97 
To  Fisher  Ames  it  seemed  that  “Our  country  is  too  big 
for  union,  . . . .”98  In  December,  a few  weeks  after  the 
fight  over  Louisiana,  Pickering  expressed  a similar  opin- 
ion when  he  wrote  to  Pichard  Peters: 

“I  will  rather  anticipate  a new  confederacy,  exempt  from 
the  corrupt  and  corrupting  influence  and  oppression  of  the 
aristocratic  Democrats  of  the  South.  There  will  be — and 
our  children  at  farthest  will  see  it — a separation.  The  white 
and  black  population  will  mark  the  boundary.  The  British 
Provinces,  even  with  the  consent  of  Britain,  will  become 
members  of  the  Northern  Confederacy.  A continued  tyranny 
of  the  present  ruling  sect  will  precipitate  that  event.  The 
patience  of  good  citizens  is  now  nearly  exhausted.”99

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Even  in  the  public  prints,  the  idea  of  separation  was 
voiced,  for  the  Salem  Gazette  held  that  the  “old  Union” 
was  already  dissolved  by  the  destruction  of  the  old  bal- 
ance.100 Nor  was  the  opinion  restricted  to  Federalists  in 
New  England,  for  William  Rawle,  a party  leader  in  Penn- 
sylvania, predicted  that  the  northern  states  would  “prob- 
ably separate.”101 

From  the  expression  of  such  sentiments  as  these,  it  was 
but  a step  to  the  discussion  of  an  actual  plan  of  secession. 
This  step  was  taken  by  the  little  group  of  extremists  in 
Washington.  Besides  Pickering,  its  prominent  members 
were  James  Hillhouse,  Uriah  Tracy,  William  Plumer, 
and  Roger  Griswold.  How  many  more  may  have  been 
concerned  in  the  matter  is  a subject  for  conjecture,  but 
it  seems  unlikely  that  any  others  in  Washington  were 
taken  very  far  into  their  confidence.  At  any  rate,  the 
active  management  of  the  affair  was  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  this  circle  who  kept  the  business  shrouded  in  secrecy. 
In  private  conversation  they  drew  up  their  plans  and  then 
approached  the  party  leaders  outside  of  Congress.  With- 
out the  approval  of  Hamilton,  King,  Cabot,  and  a host  of 
lesser  lights,  the  scheme  had  slight  chance  of  success. 

To  George  Cabot,  the  recognized  leader  of  New  Eng- 
land Federalism,  Pickering  first  unfolded  the  project. 
In  a long  letter  of  January  29  he  set  forth  the  condition 
of  the  nation  as  it  related  to  the  fortunes  of  Federalism 
and  its  principles.  Everywhere  about  him  he  saw  men 
becoming  “apostates,  not  to  Federalism  merely,  but  to 
virtue,  religion,  and  good  government.”  The  attack  on 
the  judiciary,  which  had  just  begun,  he  believed  a pre- 
lude to  the  destruction  “of  every  influential  Federalist 
and  every  man  of  considerable  property,  who  is  not  of 
the  reigning  sect.”  For  this  condition  he  could  find  no 
remedy  but  separation. 

“The  people  of  the  East,”  he  said,  “cannot  reconcile  their 
habits,  views,  and  interests  with  those  of  the  South  and  West. 
The  latter  are  beginning  to  rule  with  a rod  of  iron.  When 
not  convenient  to  violate  the  Constitution,  it  must  be  altered ; 
and  it  will  be  made  to  assume  any  shape  as  an  instrument 
to  crush  the  Federalists.”

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On  the  other  hand,  secession  and  the  formation  of  a 
Northern  Confederacy  “would  unite  congenial  charac- 
ters.” Having  established  the  necessity  and  desirability 
of  this  course,  he  proceeded  to  outline  the  way  in  which 
it  might  be  peacefully  accomplished.  Massachusetts,  as 
the  strongest  Federalist  state,  must  take  the  first  step  and 
he  suggested  that  a declaration  from  the  state  legislature 
at  its  meeting  in  May  would  be  appropriate.  As  the 
legislature  of  Connecticut  was  to  meet  at  the  same  time 
and  that  of  New  Hampshire  a little  later,  he  felt  sure 
that  they  would  follow  the  lead  of  Massachusetts.  But 
this  was  not  enough.  A purely  New  England  Confed- 
eracy could  not  stand  by  itself  and  it  would  be  necessary 
to  secure  the  adherence  of  New  York  which  would  become 
the  center  of  the  Confederacy.  If  that  could  be  accom- 
plished, he  predicted  that  New  Jersey  and  Vermont  would 
shortly  join  the  new  government.  He  predicted,  too,  that 
Canada  and  Nova  Scotia  would  join  the  Confederacy  “at 
no  remote  period,  perhaps  without  delay,  and  with  the 
assent  of  Great  Britain.”  This  would  be  followed  by  a 
treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  between  Great  Britain  and 
the  Northern  League  which  would  be  highly  advantageous 
to  both  parties.  He  closed  by  asking  Cabot  whether  he 
thought  the  scheme  practicable  and  expedient.102 

Cabot’s  reply  indicated  that  little  help  was  to  be  ex- 
pected from  that  quarter.  He  appreciated  the  evils 
which  the  Senator  had  described,  but  he  felt  that  separa- 
tion would  be  no  remedy,  “ because  the  source  of  them  is 
in  the  political  theories  of  our  country  and  in  ourselves” 
Democracy  was  gaining  even  in  New  England  and  he 
said,  “I  hold  democracy  in  its  natural  operation,  to  be 
the  government  of  the  worst”  He  sympathized  with  the 
desire  for  separation  and  believed  that  it  would  inevitably 
come  about  at  a later  time,  but  his  objection  to  it  was 
that  it  would  do  no  good  unless  democracy  were  also 
rooted  out.  To  this  reason  for  disapproving  the  plan  he 
added  another,  that  it  was  not  practicable  unless  coming 
at  a time  when  some  extremely  unpopular  act  of  the 
administration,  such  as  a war  with  England,  would  arouse 
a general  revulsion  against  the  government.  Unless  this

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were  the  case,  he  held  that  any  attempt  at  secession  was 
bound  to  fail  and  that  such  failure  could  lead  only  to  the 
control  of  New  England  by  the  Republicans.103 

In  this  opinion  Cabot  was  supported  by  other  members 
of  the  Junto.  Ames,  Parsons,  Higginson,  and  Lyman 
had  been  consulted  and  while  all  of  them  felt  that  the 
existing  conditions  were  intolerable,  all  agreed  that 
Cabot’s  view  of  the  matter  was  correct.104  Lyman,  to 
whom  Pickering  had  written  directly  to  describe  the  same 
plan  which  he  had  outlined  to  Cabot,105  admitted  the 
existence  of  all  the  dangers  emphasized  by  Pickering,  but 
believed  that  an  attempt  at  secession  would  result  in  dis- 
aster.106 Higginson  and  Ames  were  equally  dubious  of 
its  success  and  wrote  that  no  effort  should  be  made.107 

While  Pickering  was  sounding  out  the  “ Junto,”  his 
associates  were  corresponding  with  their  friends  in  other 
parts  of  New  England.  Plumer  wrote  to  Bradford  Cilley, 
Oliver  Peabody,  and  other  New  Hampshire  leaders  to 
ask  their  opinions  of  the  project,  and  to  urge  them  to 
make  great  efforts  to  maintain  Federalist  supremacy  in 
the  March  election.  Their  replies  were  uniformly  dis- 
couraging and  Plumer  learned  that  the  people  as  a whole 
did  not  feel  the  necessity  of  action.  He  was  told  that 
commercial  men  deplored  the  possibility  of  secession  as  a 
measure  that  might  ruin  them.  Such  answers  prompted 
him  to  write: 

“The  love  of  money  will  be  our  ruin.  . . . If  New  Eng- 
land will  not  come  out  and  separate  from  this  mass  of 
Southern  corruption,  she  must  partake  of  their  plagues.”108 

At  the  same  time,  Griswold  and  Tracy  were  endeavoring 
to  stir  up  the  Connecticut  Federalists.109  From  this  state

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came  a more  favorable  response,  and  Judge  Tapping 
Reeve  reported  that  there  was  “a  very  general  opinion” 
that  some  means  must  be  devised  to  escape  the  ruin  which 
threatened  party  and  section.  In  his  mind  the  major 
difficulty  seemed  to  lie  in  deciding  on  a method  by  which 
secession  might  be  accomplished.  On  this  point  he  con- 
fessed that  he  was  wholly  in  the  dark,  but  he  suggested 
that  the  issue  might  be  raised  over  the  pending  constitu- 
tional amendment,  on  the  ground  that  its  passage  by  two- 
thirds  of  those  present  in  each  house  rather  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  entire  membership  was  unconstitutional.  As 
a preliminary  step  he  favored  a “bold  address”  from  the 
Federalist  Congressmen  to  their  constituents.  If  this 
were  issued  before  the  state  elections  of  that  spring,  he 
believed  that  it  would  be  of  great  effect  in  preparing  the 
people  for  further  measures.  It  should  be  followed,  he 
said,  by  appropriate  declarations  from  the  legislatures. 
Then,  if  the  responses  of  the  people  were  favorable,  the 
final  step  might  be  taken.110 

In  spite  of  the  apparent  lack  of  support,  the  little  band 
of  conspirators  was  not  willing  to  give  up  its  plan.  Only 
Connecticut  showed  any  strong  desire  to  go  through  with 
the  project  of  secession.  The  Massachusetts  and  Hew 
Hampshire  party  leaders  had  expressed  their  disapproval 
and  it  was  soon  learned  that  no  help  could  be  expected 
from  Hamilton  and  King  in  Hew  York.  Their  opposi- 
tion was  unreservedly  brought  out  by  the  next  stage  in 
the  conspiracy  which  proposed  a union  with  a faction  of 
northern  Republicans  under  the  leadership  of  Aaron  Burr. 
Burr  was  then  a candidate  for  the  governorship  of  Hew 
York  and  it  was  hoped  that  his  election,  with  the  sup- 
port of  Federalist  voters,  would  lead  to  a fusion  of  the 
Federalists  and  certain  elements  of  the  Republican  party 
in  the  northern  states  that  would  produce  a majority  party 
strong  enough  to  effect  secession.  Such  was  the  tenor  of 
the  proposals  made  by  Pickering  and  Griswold  in  March. 
To  Lyman,  Pickering  declared,  “This  will  break  the 
Democratic  phalanx  of  that  state,  and  prepare  the  way 
for  the  contemplated  event.”  To  King,  he  expressed  his

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opinion  that  it  would  enable  New  York  and  New  Jersey 
to  unite  with  the  five  New  England  states  if  separation 
should  take  place;  without  separation  he  saw  no  hope  for 
the  northern  states  to  escape  the  influence  of  the  Virginia 
Republicans.  Apparently  oblivious  to  the  advice  he  had 
received  from  Massachusetts,  he  asserted,  “I  do  not  know 
one  reflecting  Nov. Anglian  who  is  not  anxious  for  the 
Great  Event.”  Its  success,  he  believed,  was  sure,  unless 
“improper  delay”  should  defeat  it.  Griswold  was  some- 
what more  hesitant,  for  he  distrusted  Burr  and  feared 
that  many  Federalists  would  not  have  confidence  in  him. 
Furthermore,  all  of  Burr’s  remarks  had  been  so  guarded 
that  Griswold  could  feel  no  real  assurance  that  the  Vice- 
President,  if  successful  in  New  York,  would  follow  the 
course  desired  by  the  New  England  leaders.  Neverthe- 
less, he  favored  the  support  of  Burr. 

“If  we  remain  inactive,”  he  said,  “our  ruin  is  certain. 
By  supporting  Burr,  we  gain  some  support,  though  of  doubt- 
ful nature,  and  of  which  we  have  cause  enough  to  be  jealous. 
In  short  I see  nothing  else  for  us.”111 

Nothing  could  illustrate  better  the  desperation  of  the 
Federalists  in  Congress  than  this  plan.  While  leaders 
outside  had  disapproved  of  secession  from  the  first,  they 
now  became  actively  opposed  to  it.  Even  before  the  pro- 
posals of  Pickering  and  Griswold  were  made  known,  the 
acute  Hamilton  came  to  the  conclusion  that  Burr’s  can- 
didacy was  predicated  on  Federalist  support  and  that  it 
might  lead  to  the  erection  of  a Northern  Confederacy 
with  Aaron  Burr  as  president.  The  elevation  of  his  arch- 
enemy to  a post  of  such  importance  was  for  him  an 
unbearable  thought,  and  on  February  tenth  he  appeared 
at  a Federalist  meeting  in  Albany  to  oppose  plans  for 
the  support  of  Burr.  Pointing  out  that  jealousy  of  Jef- 
ferson and  Virginia  was  the  only  reason  for  giving  Fed- 
eralist aid  to  Burr,  he  declared  that  these  extreme  views 
were 

‘leading  to  an  opinion,  that  a dismemberment  of  the

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Union  was  expedient”  and  that  "it  would  probably  snit  Mr. 
Burr’s  views  to  promote  this  result,  to  be  the  head  of  the 
Northern  Confederacy;  and  placed  at  the  head  of  the  state 
of  New  York,  no  man  would  be  more  likely  to  succeed.”112 

That  Hamilton’s  view  was  correct  was  soon  borne  out  by 
the  New  York  Morning  Chronicle  which  asserted  that  the 
only  way  to  restore  northern  influence  in  the  Union  was 
to  elect  Aaron  Burr  governor  of  New  York.113  Follow- 
ing his  declaration  at  Albany,  Hamilton  approached 
Rufus  King  with  a proposal  that  he  run  for  the  governor- 
ship in  order  to  divert  the  Federalist  vote  from  Burr.114 
King,  however,  felt  that  the  objections  to  this  course  were 
"insurmountable”  and  he  refused  to  run.115 

However,  Hamilton  continued  to  do  all  in  his  power 
to  defeat  Burr.  What  his  real  motives  were  is  difficult 
to  say.  His  admirers  are  at  one  in  declaring  that  his 
reason  was  love  of  the  Union,  but  it  is  significant  that 
he  exerted  no  influence  to  halt  the  plans  of  the  secession- 
ists until  Burr’s  name  became  involved  in  their  schemes. 
His  hatred  of  Burr  is  well  known  to  have  been  so  strong 
that  nothing  could  have  been  more  distasteful  to  him  than 
the  success  of  his  ancient  enemy.  On  the  other  hand,  it 
seems  scarcely  fair,  in  the  face  of  his  known  political  prin- 
ciples, to  attribute  his  opposition  solely  to  his  enmity  for 
Burr.  Yet  his  support  of  the  Union  was  not  based  simply 
upon  patriotism,  for  in  1804  patriotism  did  not  imply  the 
same  belief  in  a united  American  nation  that  it  has  in 
more  recent  times.  Instead,  it  is  far  more  likely  that  he 
agreed  with  Cabot  in  not  condemning  disunion  per  se , but 
in  opposing  it  because  it  would  prove  no  cure  for 
democracy.  He  was  convinced  that  disunion  under  Burr’s 
leadership  would  only  promote  the  triumph  of  "Jacob- 
inism” in  the  North.116  Another  factor  worthy  of  con- 
sideration is  that  the  success  of  a plan  originating  with

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the  Pickering  group  would  have  destroyed  his  leadership 
of  the  party,  a result  scarcely  to  his  liking.  There  is  no 
single  explanation  of  his  course,  hut  rather,  his  action 
must  be  attributed  to  a variety  of  motives,  some  arising 
out  of  principle,  others  out  of  the  considerations  of  party 
politics. 

Cabot  also  threw'  his  weight  against  the  election  of 
Burr  and  in  March  wrote  to  Rufus  King  to  condemn  the 
union  of  the  Federalists  with  the  Vice-President.  While 
he  could  still  sympathize  with  Pickering  and  Griswold  in 
resenting  the  triumphs  of  Jeffersonianism,  he  was  con- 
vinced that  separation  was  no  proper  remedy.  “Our  evils 
must  be  borne  until  their  intolerability  generates  their 
cure  ” he  wrote.  As  for  the  Kew  York  election,  he  de- 
clared, “I  should  rejoice  to  see  Burr  win  the  race  in  your 
state,  but  I cannot  approve  of  aid  being  given  him  by  any 
of  the  leading  Federalists.”117 

Meanwhile  the  conspirators  went  on  with  their  plans. 
At  Washington  Burr  extended  to  them  as  much  encourage- 
ment as  he  could  without  definitely  committing  himself 
to  their  program.  On  occasion  he  entertained  them  at 
dinner  and  drew  from  them  statements  of  their  belief  in 
disunion.  Although  he  left  them  with  the  impression  that 
he  approved  their  plan,  he  carefully  avoided  any  specific 
agreement.  William  Plumer,  who  was  present  at  these 
dinners,  went  away  convinced  that  Burr  would  support 
the  project,  but  on  analyzing  his  remarks,  he  realized  that 
the  Vice-President  had  said  nothing  “that  necessarily 
implied  his  approbation.”118 

With  so  much  discussion  of  the  possibility  of  northern 
secession,  it  was  inevitable  that  news  of  the  plot  should 
come  to  the  notice  of  those  who  were  not  intended  to  hear 
of  it.  Among  others,  John  Quincy  Adams  learned  of  it 
and  a few  weeks  later  had  the  news  confirmed  in  the 
course  of  some  conversations  with  Rufus  King  in  Kew 
York.119  Gideon  Granger  also  learned  of  what  was  trans-

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piring  and  reported  his  discovery  to  Jefferson,  but  the 
President  refused  to  be  alarmed  at  the  prospect  of  this 
“bastard  system  of  federorepublicanism.77  He  was  con- 
vinced that  the  mass  of  the  Republicans  would  remain 
true  to  the  principles  of  the  party  and  thwart  the  ambi- 
tions of  its  enemies.120 

After  the  close  of  the  Congressional  session,  the  Fed- 
eralist plotters  gathered  in  Hew  York  to  continue  their 
conversations  and  complete  their  preparations.  Before 
they  could  proceed  with  their  plans,  two  tasks  remained 
to  be  performed : to  secure  a definite  agreement  with  Burr 
and  to  win  over  Hamilton  and  King.  In  each  case  they 
were  unsuccessful.  Burr  was  as  evasive  as  ever.  Gris- 
wold called  on  him  on  April  fourth,  but  received  no  fur- 
ther committment  than  a promise  that  he  would  “adminis- 
ter the  government  [of  Hew  York]  in  a manner  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Federaiists77  and  an  opinion  that  either  “the 
Horthern  States  must  be  governed  by  Virginia,  or  govern 
Virginia.77121  Yet  Griswold  and  his  friends  continued 
their  efforts  in  Burr7s  behalf  with  the  result  that  the 
greater  part  of  the  Hew  York  Federalists  voted  for  him 
in  utter  disregard  of  Hamilton’s  pleas.  But  Burr  was 
weak  within  his  own  party  and  consequently  lost  the  gov- 
ernorship. Although  he  blamed  Hamilton  for  it,  his  de- 
feat was  due  primarily  to  the  strength  of  the  Clinton 
Republicans.122 

At  the  home  of  Rufus  King,  the  confederates  held  sev- 
eral conversations  in  the  course  of  which  they  unfolded 
their  plans  and  their  belief  in  the  necessity  of  secession.123 
Pickering  attempted  personally  to  convert  Hamilton  and 
King  to  his  way  of  thinking,  but  neither  one  would  give 
his  approval  to  the  plan.124  They  deplored  the  existence 
of  conditions  which  diminished  the  influence  of  the

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northern  states  in  the  Union,  but  they  felt  that  secession 
would  be  “a  remedy  more  desperate  than  any  possible 
disease.”125  Failure  to  secure  either  a definite  agreement 
with  Burr  or  the  support  of  Hamilton  and  King  led  the 
Pickering  group  to  hold  its  plans  temporarily  in  abeyance. 
Arrangements  were  made  to  hold  a meeting  in  Boston  in 
the  early  autumn  when  further  measures  could  be  dis- 
cussed.126 

But  the  meeting  in  Boston  was  never  held.  The  duel 
between  Hamilton  and  Burr  in  July  made  the  latter  an 
outcast  and  forever  unacceptable  to  the  Federalists,  while 
Hamilton  became  a hero  and  a martyr  whose  words  were 
gospel  throughout  Hew  England  and  Hew  York.  His 
opinion  opposed  to  disunion  now  carried  more  weight  in 
extreme  Federalist  circles  than  his  influence  did  while 
he  was  still  alive.  If  he  had  lived  and  had  gone  to  the 
Boston  meeting,  as  the  plotters  said  he  had  promised  to 
do,  he  would  have  thrown  all  his  influence  against  dis- 
union, but  he  could  not  have  so  completely  stifled  all  fur- 
ther discussion  as  this  event  did.  On  the  night  before 
the  duel  he  penned  a short  note  to  Theodore  Sedgwick, 
expressing  his  final  opinion  that, 

“Dismemberment  of  our  Empire  will  be  a clear  sacrifice 
of  great  positive  advantages  without  any  counterbalancing 
good  ; administering  no  relief  to  our  real  disease,  which  is 
Democracy:  the  poison  of  which  by  a subdivision,  will  only 
be  more  concentrated  in  each  part,  and  consequently  the  more 
virulent.”127 

These  words  had  the  effect  which  Hamilton  undoubtedly 
intended  and  no  more  was  heard  of  the  plot  to  create  a 
Horthern  Confederacy  with  Aaron  Burr  as  president. 

Before  Hamilton's  death,  his  friend,  King,  had  set  out 
for  Boston  to  visit  several  friends  there  and,  incidentally, 
to  dissuade  the  Hew  Englanders  from  any  further  at- 
tempts at  secession.  In  Boston,  and  later  in  Salem  and 
Hewburyport,  the  Federalists  gave  him  a royal  welcome. 
What  passed  between  the  leaders  at  that  time  is  not  a

matter  of  record,  but  it  is  a fair  surmise  that  it  had  much 
to  do  with  the  abandonment  of  the  more  extreme  plans 
of  the  Federalists.  By  this  time,  Hamilton’s  death  was 
known  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  King  made  effec- 
tive use  of  what  he  knew  to  be  the  dead  leader’s  wishes.128 

Thus  ended  the  plan  for  the  formation  of  a Northern 
Confederacy,  a plan  which  Pickering  held  to  be  the  only 
real  remedy  for  the  declining  influence  of  New  England 
and  the  only  escape  from  the  policies  and  principles  of 
Thomas  J efferson,  which  he  sincerely  believed  to  be 
ruinous.  It  began  and  ended  as  a plot  known  only  to  a 
small  and  select  circle.  Years  passed  before  its  details 
ever  saw  the  light  of  day.  When  that  occurred,  all  those 
who  had  been  most  closely  connected  with  it  were  dead. 
Pickering  himself  never  mentioned  the  incident  again, 
save  possibly  to  his  closest  friends  in  private  conversa- 
tion. While  the  plan  remained  a secret,  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  many  of  its  details,  considered  then  as  steps 
toward  the  formation  of  a Northern  Confederacy,  were 
converted  into  measures  of  opposition  to  the  Embargo  in 
1808.  The  bold  appeal  of  Federalist  Congressmen  to 
their  constituents,  the  action  of  the  state  legislatures,  and 
the  reliance  on  the  likelihood  of  English  support  were  all 
prominent  features  of  the  later  movement.  While  there 
was  probably  no  direct  connection  between  the  two  epi- 
sodes in  the  sense  of  the  existence  of  a continuous  plot  to 
secure  the  secession  of  New  England,  the  methods  and 
ideas  developed  in  1804  provided  a line  of  action  in  1808. 

The  plot  of  1804  had  no  chance  of  success.  It  could 
not  even  have  served  as  an  effective  threat  to  Republican 
supremacy.  In  spite  of  the  acute  discontent  of  Pickering 
and  his  commercial  friends,  the  policies  of  Jefferson  were 
constantly  gaining  in  popularity,  even  in  New  England. 
On  returning  to  Salem  in  the  summer  of  1804,  Jacob 
Crowninshield  wrote  to  Jefferson, 

“Permit  me  to  embrace  this  occasion  of  assuring  you  that

The  general  measures  which  have  been  pur- 
sued are  considered  wise  and  proper,  and  if  calumny  has 
spread  her  vile  insinuations  we  may  be  certain  that  Federal-

Although  this  was  the  testimony  of  one  of  Pickering’s 
political  opponents,  it  must  be  accepted  as  substantially 
correct,  for  in  the  fall  of  1804,  Massachusetts  gave  a 
majority  of  3000  for  the  “Virginia  ticket”  in  the  na- 
tional election.130  The  cause  of  Federalism  had  suffered 
an  eclipse  in  New  England  and  it  was  not  to  be  revived 
as  an  effective  political  force  until  the  reaction  against 
the  Embargo  in  1808-09  gave  it  the  character  of  a popu- 
lar movement.  For  Pickering,  the  failure  of  Federalism 
meant  that  he  was  reduced  to  the  place  of  an  ineffective 
minority  leader.  He  had  been  brought  back  to  politics 
to  lead  a Federalist  revival  and  as  a means  to  that  end 
he  had  adopted  a desperate  and  extreme  course  which  was 
doomed  to  failure.  That  failure  served  only  to  make  him 
more  bitter  than  ever  against  Jefferson131  and  his  party 
and  to  leave  him  awaiting  a more  favorable  opportunity.

RUFUS  CHOATE  LETTERS. 


During  the  exciting  political  struggle  of  the  twenty- 
second  Congress  upon  the  question  of  tariff,  Rufus  Choate 
was  a member  from  Essex  County.  The  following  hitherto 
unpublished  letters  were  written  to  Jonathan  Shove,  of 
South  Danvers,  one  of  the  principal  men  of  that  town 
and  the  first  President  of  the  Warren  Bank.  They  are 
in  Mr.  Choate’s  virile  style,  as  he  communicated  his 
thoughts  to  a personal  friend.  The  original  letters  are  in 
the  Library  of  the  Essex  Institute. 


[To  Jonathan  Shove] 

Washington  3 June 
Sunday 

Dear  Jonathan 

You  see  how  much  we  have  all  needed  those  swords — 
& doubtless  your  regrets — like  mine  at  that  surrender  of 
them  are  renewed  & redoubled.  But  dirking  & pistoling  are 
pastimes — to  what  is  coming  now — I am  half  afraid  to  say 
to  you  & our  friend  Goodridge — what  I think  of  the  Tariff 
prospects  lest  it  might  affect  your  speculations — & then  if 
I turn  out  to  be  mistaken,  we  should  all  reflect  upon  our- 
selves. Judge  on  that  subject  as  well  as  you  can — & that 
is  as  well  as  human  capacity  can  judge.  But  the  posture  of 
things  is  this — McDuffie's  Bill  attracted  little  attention — 
He  made  a damned  crazy — vile — & nonsensical  speech  on  it 
— supporting  the  proposition  that  the  Cotton-planter  pays  all 
the  duty  &c.  This  is  foolish — & all  sides  except — perhaps — 
a half  dozen  of  his  colleagues  dissent  from  him — but  yet  he 
left  this  impression  on  the  House — that  S.  Car.  will  nullify 
it  if  something  is  not  done.  His  Bill  is  voted  down  (40  in 
favor  of  it).  Thereupon  on  Friday,  J.  Q.  Adams  moved 
his  Bill.  It  is  tomorrow  to  be  up  again  in  Committee — 
for  amendment.  It  repeals  the  law  of  ’28,  abolishes  the 
whole  principle  of  minimums,  lets  in  coarse  wool  free,  & is 
said  by  skillful  manufacturers  to  be  so  framed  as  to  destroy 
our  coarse,  cheap,  substantial  woollen  manufactures.  Not  one 
manufacturer  believes  we  can  live  under  it.  But  you  have 
seen  it.  Now  the  House  will  first  make  this  Bill  worse  & 
then  pass  it,  I fear,  1.  The  whole  Anti-Tariff  party — South 
— will  go  for  this  course.  2.  The  administration  is  for  it — 
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The  dread  of  the  party — the  desire  to  give  Jackson  the  ad- 
ditional glory  of  settling  this  great  controversy — the  cor- 
ruptions of  Jackson- Van-Bur enism — the  principle  of  whose 
policy  is  to  treat  everything — Bank — Industry — War — Peace 
or  National  Glory — as  a mere  instrument  of  personal  party 
operation  & advancement — this  carries  administration  men 
of  tariff  states.  Then  the  delusive  cry  of  “Union  in  danger” 
— “compromise”  etc.  will  rally  timid — & confused  minds 
who  can’t  see  that  half  protection — inadequate  protection — 
is  as  useless  as  half  a pair  of  scissors — or  as  to  be  almost  a 
Christian.  These  all  are  a Majority.  But  the  Lord  may 
disappoint  them  & Save  us. 

I wish  you  would  write  me — how  you  & Mr.  G.  stand — 
feel — how  your  stocks  of  wool  on  hand  are?  What  should 
you  say  to  no  duty  on  coarse  Smyrna  8-cent  wool?  Remem- 
ber by  the  way  you  can’t  keep  up  the  wool  business  unless 
the  woollen  manufacture  stands  strong.  Against  that  the 
heaviest  batting  is  planted.  May  the  gates  of  hell  never 
prevail. 

S.  [Carolina]  will  nullify  unless  the  vote  of  the  house 
indicates  such  a change  of  feeling — & gives  such  assurance 
of  success  ultimately  as  to  induce  them  to  yield — We  die  in 
the  last  ditch — I just  dined  with  Davis,  Bates,  Silsbee — our 
men — & Crawford  of  Pa.  They  concur  in  their  views  and 
feel  a little  disheartened. 

I advise  you  to  make  your  present  arrangements  on  the 
calculation  of  a great  shock  to  wool  & woollens — Show  this 
to  Mr  Goodridge — God  bless  & guide  you.

Dear  Jonathan 

I snatch  a moment  to  say  that  the  general  debate  goes  on 
no  voting  yet  & all  things  as  doubtful  as  ever  They  cannot 
harm  us,  blessed  be  God,  in  my  opinion — I addressed  the 
damned  rascals  on  Wednesday  with  whatever  of  fervor  and 
strength  I could  possibly  bring  out — (To  you  whose  friend- 
ship will  excuse  it  I will  say,  that  Lawrence  & Brown  sent 
me  a note  next  morning  congratulating  me  on  what  they 
call  my  “eminently  successful  effort  in  making  a great  im- 
pression on  the  house”  & urging  me  to  print  in  pamphlet 
& requesting  to  take  two  thousand  copies.  Old  Adams  told 
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Webster  & Everett — as  they  tell  me — it  was  the  best  speech 
which  he  had  heard  in  C.  etc.  But  this  is  wholly  confidential. 
Knowing  your  anxietly  for  the  great  cause — for  me — I took 
one  ground,  that  the  injury  we  should  do  to  individuals, 
more  or  less  directly  connected  with  our  manufacturing  & 
mechanical  industry- — to  the  nation  would  outweigh  immeas- 
urably any  rational  estimate  of  the  good  we  should  do  the 
South — I swear  I will  print — & send  you  & all  friends — 
Read  this  to  no  one — as  you  love  me.

We  are  dead  to  a man  against 
any  legislation — & have  all  spoken — I am  out  in  the  Intelli- 
gencer on  Monday  next — in  conciliatory  language — but  de- 
cided doctrine — God  knows  the  result — I guess  the  Bill  is 
killed — Nullification  is  as  dead  as  mutton — But  the  whole 
of  the  rest  of  the  Session  will  be  stormy — 1 will  send  you 
my  remarks — & tell  you  about  them  when  I get  home — No 
Northern  Clay  man  has  funked  a hair.

Dear  Shove 

Having  wished  you  a Merry  Christmas,  & reminded  you 
that  you  owe  me  a letter,  I hasten  to  say,  that  the  smoke 
here  begins  to  clear  away,  & that  we  can  see  a little  what 
is  before  us — This  week- — perhaps  tomorrow  comes  in  a Bill 
from  the  ways  & means — to  give  us  back  the  Tariff  of  1816 
— in  substance — That  committee  & that  on  Manufactures 
will  support  it — I think  it  will  pass  the  House — It  will  be 
brought  forward  as  the  administration  measure — & as  a 
measure  of  conciliation — The  whole  South — some  of  the  west 
— the  J ackson-V dn-Buren  men  every  where  will  go  for  it — 
It  will  be  put  thus  to  us  of  the  Manufacturers  party — “will 
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you  sacrifice  the  Union  to  preserve  the  woollen  mills  of 
N.  E.?”  They  will  be  told  on  the  one  side  is  nullification 
in  S.  C. — & a seceding  south — on  the  other — union — harmony 
& God  knows  what — The  real  truth  is — the  South  goes  all- 
together — This  specific  thing  Nullification  is  repudiated — so 
Calhoun  & Hamilton  are  unpopular — but  in  a resolute  deter- 
mination to  break  down  the  Tariff — in  a resolute  refusal  of 
power  to  the  Gen.  Govt. — in  a resolute  adherence  to  that 
whole  code  of  state  right  law  which  Jefferson  taught  & 
administered — they  are  together.  In  their  hearts  they  re- 
gard the  cause  & the  substance  of  the  doctrines  of  S.  C.  as 
their  own.  They  hope  she  will  triumph — That  is  will  break 
down  the  Tariff — & stay  in  the  Union — They  never  will  act 
to  coerce  her — I doubt  if  they  would  suffer  others — Slavery 
— planting — local  situation — old  politics — bind  these  all- 
together — & the  Presidents  Proclamation  was  just  as  badly 
received  at  Richmond  as  at  Columbia — The  long  & short  is — 
that  washing  their  hands  of  the  responsibility  of  bringing  it 
on,  the  other  Southern  States  mean  to — or  will — take  full 
advantage  of  this  position  of  Carolina — & they  will  compel 
us  to  choose  between  a repeal  of  the  Tariff — & a war  on 
Carolina,  unsupported  by  a single  Southern  Musket. 

There  you  are — The  choice  seems  to  be,  between  no  tariff 
— or  a useless  one — & Union — & this  tariff — a modified  but 
useful  one  & God  knows  what  consequences — I think,  by 
withdrawing  the  public  lands  proceeds  from  the  treasury — 
& judiciously  getting  off  2 or  3 mills  of  duty — prospectively 
— something  may  be  done  for  us  yet — But  all  is  rotten  & 
treacherous — the  darkest  day  in  my  opinion  since  1789. 

The  Proclamation  is  well  enough — But  between  ourselves 
it  means  nothing — S.  C.  revolts  & offers  to  return  to  duty— 
if  we  will  either  reduce  the  Tariff  to  a revenue  Standard  or 
call  a convention — See  Haynes  speech — Very  good  says  the 
President — his  cabinet — & the  whole  party — The  South  we 
will  down  with  the  Tariff  if  that  is  all — but  damn  your  eyes 
if  you  nullify!  That  is  the  whole  sum  & substance  of  all 
this  glorious  stand  of  the  administration — Shame  on  them. 

Sometimes  I could  solemnly  renounce  & abjure  all  attach- 
ment to  a Union  under  such  a Government  so  administered 
— But  that  is  wrong — I will  tell  you  however — that  the  Con- 
stitution as  you  & I construe  & would  administer  it — cannot 
be  executed. 

Please  show  this  to  Mr.  Goodridge — I sincerely  pity  all 
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who  trust  to  a steady  Tariff  of  prohibition.  In  peace  it  is 
all  over  with  such  a thing.  God  bless  you  all.  Love  & re- 
spects to  inquiring  friends.

Dear  Sir 

I want  you  & Mr.  Goodridge,  to  lay  your  two  long  heads 
together,  and  tell  me  why  the  duty  on  coarse  wool — not  grown 
here  should  not  be  reduced — I have  confidentially  learned 
that  the  Committee  on  Manufactures  will  report  such  a re- 
duction— & I want  your  views  fully  & particularly — Be  so 
good  as  to  furnish  me  the  requisite  information  by  answering 
these  questions. 

1.  What  countries  is  the  coarser  wool  brought  from,  & is 
fine  wool  brought  from  the  same  countries? 

2.  Do  we  produce  this  coarser  wool — how  coarse  compara- 
tively is  our  coarsest — why  do  we  not — shall  we  ever? 

3.  What  manufactures  is  this  coarse  wool  put  into? 

4.  In  what  way  exactly  will  the  free  importation  of  coarse 
wool  harm  our  wool  growers — Is  our  wool  now  worked  into 
clothes  which  this  coarse  wool  will  be  applied  to?  Is  there 
danger  that  fine  wool  will  be  imported  as  coarse  wool  ? 
[Wo — in  another  handwriting.] 

5.  How  has  the  Tariff  on  Wool — woollens — affected  the 
wool  growers  & wool  pullers?  [Very  favorably — in  another 
handwriting.] 

6.  To  what  establishments  does  your  wool  go  & by  what 
course  of  trade?  [Our  fine  wool  into  Sattinett  Cassimere 
& flannel  manufactories  & the  coarser  kinds  for  Baizes,  Book- 
ings & Hats,  &c. — in  another  handwriting.] 

I write  in  the  House,  & in  great  haste — and  beg  you  would 
not  merely  answer  these  questions — but  give  me  a complete 
view  of  the  whole  subject — One  word  further — If  you  can 
spare  this  duty  it  may  enable  the  manufacturer  of  woollens 
to  reduce  his — But  give  me  your  honest  dispassionate  views — 
at  length — stating  facts — etc — and  I will  ponder  it  as  if  it 
were  the  u words  of  life ” — with  best  regards  & love.

Washington  31  Jan.  1834 

Dear  Sir 

As  I know  you  bear  a true  Yankee  heart  in  your  bosom, 
and  that  you  have  an  anxious  eye  upon  the  course  & for- 
tunes of  Mr.  Webster,  I take  the  liberty  to  tell  you  that  he 
has  yeterday  & today  made  two  brief  but  open,  full  & most 
glorious  speeches  on  the  Bank  business.  You  will  have  seen 
Mr.  Wright’s  speech  of  yesterday  morning.  This  was  a 
carefully  prepared  expose  of  the  whole  Regency  & K.  C. 
policy  touching  the  pending  great  question.  It  was  unques- 
tionably the  joint  matured  effort  of  the  Orator.  The  Vice 
President  & of  the  immedaite  confidential  coterie  of  “the  Suc- 
cession” It  was  no  doubt  also  the  Executive  determination 
put  formally  forth.  This  was  read,  sung,  & said,  yesterday 
morning  by  Mr.  Wright.  Webster  followed  immediately  I 
should  think  for  half  an  hour.  Tallmadge  replied — W.  en- 
deavored to  answer  him  yesterday — but  Mr.  Grundy  got  leave 
to  make  his  speech.  This  morning  Webster  spoke  an  hour 
or  half  of  one  in  a style  of  the  most  vehement  impassioned 
& thrilling  eloquence  & argument — You  will  see  his  speech 
so  soon  that  I need  not  anticipate  with  a sketch  of  it — 
But  you  can  never  concieve  the  energy  & fire  with  which  he 
swept  before  him  the  Senate  & a crowded  audience — Some 
one  just  before  he  rose,  had  said  to  him  that  Mr.  Wright  in 
a recent  conversation  observed  “we  shall  carry  this  question 
with  the  people  for  the  poor  always  hate  the  rich ” — It  was 
to  this  he  refers  in  that  part  of  his  speech  that  will  strike 
you.  He  denounced  the  fraud  of  the  pretence  that  the  Bank 
was  an  instrument  & monopoly  of  the  rich  to  oppress  the 
poor  & urged  that  the  poorest  man — labor — labor,  labor, 
labor! — had  the  deepest  interest  in  the  establishment  of  safe 
uniform  currency — in  tones — & with  an  expression  of  face — 
which  would  have  convinced  all  but  the  “heart  of  thorough- 
bred politicians  & partisans” — Would  to  God  the  middling 
interests  of  the  country — sending  politicians  to  the  devil — 
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could  hear  such  an  advocate  of  policy  & institutions  so  vitally 
essential  to  them. 

I beg  you  to  consider  this  letter  perfectly  confidential — 
addressed  to  you  alone — I am  pained  to  see  any  coldness 
towards  the  great  man  of  our  country — our  true  friend — 
our  pride,  ornament  & tower  of  strength — in  the  Northern 
papers — No  one  desires  to  see  him  now  nominated  for  the 
office  of  President.  But  who  ever  does  not  desire  (torn) 
him  President  is  unworthy  of  the  confidence  of  New  Eng- 
land— And  I think  it  of  great  consequence  that  he  should 
be  prominently  held  forth — public  attention  drawn  to  him — 
his  claims  & efforts  more  particularly  & anxiously  dwelt 
upon — with  a view  to  ultimate  possible  action. 

We  rejoice  here  to  see  the  efforts  toward  composing  the 
anti-masonic  question — God  grant  we  may  reunite  our  friends 
in  Mass — & elsewhere  for  that  great  struggle  with  the  Re- 
gency which  is  coming.  Bemember — to  my  certain  knowl- 
edge there  was  never  for  a moment  a thought  or  a possibility 
of  a union  between  Mr  Webster  & the  Regency  & Anti  Bank — 
never  for  a moment.  I rely  on  you  not  to  publish  a word 
of  this

LETTER  FROM  EVELINA  BRAY  TO  JOHN 
GREENLEAE  WHITTIER. 


Marblehead,  1st.  of  the  5th  mo.  1840. 
To  John  Gr.  Whittier, 

I hesitate,  as  I place  this  sheet  before  me.  I know,  some 
wonld  hold  what  I am  about  to  do — improper.  Yet,  under 
the  present  circumstances,  I have  a strong  desire  to  be  in- 
dulged. If  I err,  I trust,  you  will  forgive  me. 

I have  watched  your  pathway,  and  have  read,  with  un- 
feigned satisfaction,  the  declarations  of  esteem  which  differ- 
ent occasions  have  called  forth,  towards  you,  from  the  good, 
and  the  benevolent. 

But,  recently,  I have  learned,  that  He,  who  has  given  you 
so  much  respect  among  men,  has  laid  His  hand  upon  you, 
& withdrawn  you  from  the  field  of  usefulness,  in  which  you 
were  endeavoring  faithfully  to  labor. 

It  is  this  knowledge,  which  makes  me  feel  a strong  desire 
to  send  this  to  you,  before  we  meet,  where  time  shall  be  no 
more. 

May  He,  who  giveth  the  sun  for  a light  by  day,  and  the 
ordinances  of  the  moon  and  stars,  for  a light  by  night,  fill 
your  mind  and  heart  with  peace,  so  that  you  may  be  enabled 
to  say,  “though  I walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of 
death,  I will  fear  no  evil;  for  thou  art  with  me;  thy  rod,  & 
thy  staff  they  comfort  me.” 

Fifteen  months  since,  you  honored  me  with  the  present 
of  a book  of  your  own  poems.  I avail  me  of  this  oppor- 
tunity, to  acknowledge  its  receipt.  I thank  you  for  a remem- 
brance, of  which  I feel  unworthy.

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In  regard  to  the  question  of  whether  Mr.  Whittier 
lived  in  Danvers  or  Amesbury  I have  come  across  an 
interesting  letter.  It  is  three  pages  dated  “Danvers,  10th 
June,  1881,”  addressed  to  “My  Dear  Friend.”  He  says 
“I  am  spending  much  of  my  time  at  this  place,  a charm- 
ing rural  spot,  40  minutes’  ride  from  Boston,  though  I 
regard  Amesbury  as  my  home.”  This  seems  pretty  con- 
clusive evidence  of  exactly  what  he  thought  the  condition 
was  in  1881. 

I lived  in  Danvers  from  1882  to  1888  quite  near  Oak: 
Knoll.  I think  it  was  the  feeling  of  the  neighbors  at  that 
time  that  Mr.  Whittier  was  regularly  living  there.  On 
my  rather  long  walks  home  from  school  I was  in  the 
habit,  with  the  consent  of  Mrs.  Woodman,  of  taking  a 
“short  cut”  across  the  Oak  Knoll  estate  and  I very  often 
would  see  Mr.  Whittier  on  the  piazza  or  walking  back 
and  forth  on  the  drive  in  front  of  the  house.  I know  that 
I always  regarded  him  as  one  of  the  regular  occupants 
there.  My  father  had  known  him  in  the  antislavery  days 
and  occasionally  strolled  over  and  had  a little  talk  with 
him. 

I remember  that  some  time  before  1882  Miss  Lucy 
Larcom,  who  was  doing  some  editorial  work  for  Mr. 
Whittier,  boarded  with  one  of  the  neighbors  for  a long 
time  so  as  to  be  near  him.  This  would  certainly  indicate 
that  he  was  not  simply  visiting  at  Oak  Knoll.  I think 
the  above  extract  from  the  letter  perhaps  pretty  well 
sums  up  the  situation.  He  .still  regarded  Amesbury  as 
his  home  but  spent  much  of  his  time  at  Danvers.  When 
a man  spends  “much”  of  his  time  for  fifteen  years  in  a 
place  I think  that  place  is  perfectly  justified  in  speaking 
of  him  as  a fellow  townsman  and  regarding  him  as  a 
resident.

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A record  of  expenses  incurred  in  building  eighteenth 
century  Derby  houses  in  Salem  has  been  discovered  in 
the  Richard  and  Elias  Hasket  Derby  ledgers,  now  in  the 
account  book  collection  of  the  Essex  Institute. 

The  first  is  called  the  “New  House”  erected  in  1763, 
and  is  doubtless  the  brick  house  built  by  Richard  Derby 
for  his  daughter  Martha  when  she  married  Dr.  John 
Prince.  It  was  known  later  as  the  Lawrence  house.

ACCOUNT  OF  PRIVATE  SCHOOLS  IN  SALEM  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  APRIL  1,  1868 
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PICKERING  AND  THE  EMBARGO.

From  the  failure  of  the  Federalist  plot  of  1804  until  the 
latter  part  of  1807,  the  public  career  of  Timothy  Picker- 
ing was  marked  by  great  inactivity.  Although  his  feeling 
against  the  Republican  administration  became  increasingly 
bitter,1  his  opposition  was  futile,  for  there  was  no  popular 
issue  of  any  consequence  which  could  give  him  the  oppor- 
tunity to  direct  a Federalist  reaction  against  Jefferson. 
In  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  his  second  administration, 
the  President’s  conduct  of  public  affairs  remained  pop- 
ular. In  Massachusetts  its  popularity  was  steadily  gain- 
ing and  in  1807  the  Republicans  won  complete  control  of 
the  state,  as  James  Sullivan  was  elected  governor  and  his 
party  secured  majorities  in  both  houses  of  the  legislature.2 
In  1805  Pickering  had  been  re-elected  to  the  Senate,  but 
the  narrow  majority  given  him  by  the  Massachusetts 
House  of  Representatives  was  proof  of  the  declining 
strength  of  Federalism  in  the  state.3  Under  such  circum- 
stances in  his  own  state,  and  with  the  Federalists  failing 
to  gain  elsewhere,  he  could  be  merely  the  leader  of  an 
ineffective  opposition  which  was  forced  to  wait  for  a 
more  favorable  occasion  to  open  a concerted  attack  on 
the  administration.

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That  occasion  came  in  December,  1807,  in  the  passage 
of  the  Embargo,  which  Pickering  regarded  as  the  crown- 
ing act  of  Jefferson’s  pro-French  and  anti-commercial 
policy.  He  had  long  been  convinced  that  the  administra- 
tion was  acting  nnder  the  dictation  of  France4  and  that 
its  measures,  taken  ostensibly  in  defence  of  American 
rights,  were  in  reality  designed  to  hinder  the  English, 
whom  he  believed  to  be  fighting  the  battles  of  civilization 
and  liberty  against  their  enemies,  the  French  under 
Napoleon.5  That  in  the  course  of  these  battles  Great 
Britain  should  find  it  necessary  to  seize  neutral  ships  and 
impress  neutral  seamen  seemed  to  him  inconsequential. 
If  this  involved  actual  injuries  to  the  rights  of  neutral 
nations,  he  was  sure  that  Britain  would  in  due  time  make 
proper  compensation  for  them. 

frWhy,  then  should  We  be  so  ardent  in  our  reclamations 
(pardon  the  Gallicism — no  other  word  is  at  hand)  against 
the  English  on  the  score  of  neutral  commerce?”  he  asked, 
“Why  add  to  her  distress,  when  she  is  fighting  our  battles 
with  her  own  blood  and  treasure  with  some  aid  in  the  latter, 
from  us  ? How  much  more  would  it  cost  to  maintain  a direct 
war  for  ourselves  ? — But  England  has  ungenerously  as  un- 
wisely ensnared  our  merchants,  & with  mercantile  jealousy, 
& privateering  rapacity,  seized  their  property:  granted.  So 
they  did  in  1793 : and  made  reparation  for  the  wrong.  So 
they  will  again,  if  our  Government,  coerced  by  the  prevailing 
sentiment  of  the  people,  should  institute  a proper  mission 
to  the  Court  of  London.”6 

This  attitude  was  brought  out  unmistakably  during  the 
discussion  of  the  Chesapeake  affair.  Not  even  this  direct 
affront  to  American  honor  could  convince  Pickering  that 
the  United  States  should  take  any  steps  in  its  own  defence

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which  might  inconvenience  the  British.  On  the  contrary, 
he  took  the  position  that  Captain  Barron  of  the  Chesa- 
peake had  been  wrong  in  refusing  to  surrender  the  men 
whom  he  knew,  as  Pickering  believed,  to  be  British  de- 
serters.7 Although  the  Senator  admitted  that  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  Leopard  had  violated  American  neutrality  in 
forcing  the  Chesapeake  to  submit  to  search,  he  declared 
that  the  British  had  offered  sufficient  apology  in  disavow- 
ing the  attack  and  promising  to  abstain  from  searching 
ships  of  war  in  the  future.  The  President,  however,  had 
coupled  a demand  for  the  complete  abandonment  of  im- 
pressment with  his  insistence  upon  an  apology  for  this 
insult  to  the  sovereignty  of  the  United  States.  As  Pick- 
ering believed  that  Great  Britain  had  a right  to  the  ser- 
vices of  her  own  seamen  wherever  they  might  be  found, 
he  asserted  that  the  administration’s  attitude  was  inde- 
fensible, that  it  was  “a  mere  stalking-horse , behind  which 
they  direct  their  impolite  and  malicious  attacks  on 
Britain”  in  order  to  “increase  Mr.  Jefferson’s  ill-acquired 
and  unmerited  popularity.”8 

Before  this  affair  had  been  satisfactorily  settled,  Jeffer- 
son hastily  recommended  an  embargo  to  Congress,  and 
both  houses  passed  the  bill  by  overwhelming  majorities.9 
Pickering  immediately  concluded  that  the  measure  had 
been  designed  by  the  President  under  Napoleon’s  dictation 
as  a means  of  extending  the  principles  of  the  Continental 
System  to  America.  It  was  his  belief  that  Bonaparte  had 
informed  Jefferson,  through  the  American  minister  at 
Paris,  that  he  would  no  longer  tolerate  neutrality,  and 
that  the  administration  had  chosen  the  Embargo  as  a 
means  of  conforming  to  the  Emperor’s  wishes.10  Although 
the  law  was  operative  against  all  nations  trading  with  the 
United  States,  the  Massachusetts  Senator,  conscious  of 
the  fact  that  the  greater  part  of  American  commerce  was 
with  Great  Britain  and  her  colonies,  believed  that  it  was 
aimed  primarily  at  that  nation.  Admitting  that  it  would

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affect  the  French  and  Spanish  colonies,  he  declared  that 
that  would  not  cause  Napoleon  to  shed  “a  single  tear”  if 
only  Great  Britain  would  be  “materially  reduced”  by  it. 
Hence,  he  concluded: 

“I  have  considered  the  embargo  as  only  a new  mode  (in 
conformity  with  the  Emperor?s  wishes  or  demands)  of  shut- 
ting the  ports  of  the  TJ.  States  against  the  manufactures  and 
products  of  the  British  dominions  immediately,  or,  by  aggra- 
vating mutual  hostile  feelings,  in  good  time,  to  produce  a 
war.”11 

Later,  when  it  became  necessary  to  defend  his  assertion 
that  French  influence  had  produced  the  Embargo,  Picker- 
ing sought  his  proof  in  the  circumstances  under  which  the 
law  had  been  passed.  The  President  had  summoned  both 
Houses  in  secret  session  to  consider  his  recommendation 
of  an  embargo.  With  his  message  he  had  submitted  four 
documents,  two  of  which  were  not  to  be  published  and 
were  to  be  returned  to  him.  In  one  of  them,  a letter 
from  Champagny,  the  French  minister  of  foreign  affairs, 
to  Armstrong,  the  American  minister  at  Paris,  occurred 
the  statement  that  the  Berlin  Decree  had  been  in  force 
for  several  months  without  accomplishing  the  expected 
results,  and  that  the  Emperor  had  declared  that  “its 
execution  must  be  more  complete  to  render  it  more  effec- 
tual.” This,  Pickering  construed  as  a thinly-veiled  order 
that  the  United  States  should  co-operate  with  France  in 
striking  a blow  at  British  commerce.  If  this  were  not  the 
case,  he  could  see  no  reason  for  the  secrecy  which  the  Pres- 
ident had  demanded.12  This  argument,  however,  was  only 
a rationalization  produced  to  support  his  charge  of  French 
influence,  for  it  did  not  appear  until  February,  1808,  when 
he  decided  to  make  a public  appeal  for  support  in  an  at--

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tack  on  the  administration.  Although  he  had  been  engaged 
for  weeks  in  denouncing  the  Embargo  to  his  friends,  this 
account  did  not  appear  in  any  of  his  private  letters.  That 
he  was  sincere  in  believing  that  Jefferson  had  accepted  the 
dictation  of  Napoleon  cannot  be  doubted,  but  that  belief 
was  the  result,  not  of  the  events  immediately  connected 
with  the  passage  of  the  Embargo,  but  of  his  own  deep- 
seated  prejudices  against  the  President  and  of  his  own 
intense  partiality  for  England. 

As  a matter  of  fact,  however,  Jefferson  had  proposed 
the  Embargo  because  at  that  moment  Great  Britain  was 
increasing  the  severity  of  her  measures  to  restrict  neutral 
trade.  An  Order  in  Council  of  November  11,  1807,  had 
declared  a blockade  of  the  European  coast  from  Copen- 
hagen to  Trieste.  It  is  certain  that  Jefferson  knew  this 
and  was  influenced  by  it,  but  as  he  had  not  been  officially 
informed,  he  could  not  make  use  of  it  in  his  recommen- 
dation to  Congress.13  In  all  probability  Pickering  knew 
of  it,  too,  for  on  December  18,  the  day  of  the  President’s 
message,  the  National  Intelligencer  had  announced  that 
official  news  of  the  order  was  expected.14  Furthermore, 
Timothy  Williams  had  written  to  him  on  December  12 
to  say  that  he  had  just  received  from  his  brother,  Samuel, 
in  London,  under  the  date  of  November  9,  a letter  in 
which  it  was  stated  that  the  British  were  about  to  issue 
such  an  order.15  Only  Pickering’s  hostility  to  Jefferson 
and  his  love  for  England  could  have  prevented  him  from 
seeing  that  the  British  Order  was  the  immediate  occasion 
for  the  President’s  message. 

Yet,  in  spite  of  all  his  condemnations  of  the  Embargo, 
Pickering  saw  in  it  a golden  opportunity  for  Federalism. 
On  the  day  that  the  House  of  Representatives  passed  the 
act,  he  wrote  to  his  nephew,  Timothy  Williams: 

“Our  affairs  are  hastening  to  a crisis.  Wickedness  and

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folly  are  united  to  bring  misery,  if  not  ruin,  upon  our  coun- 
try. I look  forward,  however,  to  at  least  a great  possible 
good  to  flow  from  much  evil.”16 

He  knew,  of  course,  that  the  Embargo  would  react  disas- 
trously upon  the  merchants  of  Hew  England  and  that,  if 
continued  long  enough,  it  would  produce  distress  among 
other  classes  of  the  population  as  well.  Out  of  this  dis- 
content created  by  Republican  measures,  he  and  his  friends 
might  direct  a Federalist  revival  that  would  restore  the 
northern  states  to  their  former  position  of  power  and, 
incidentally,  place  him  and  his  friends  in  high  office. 
Hence,  he  conceived  it  to  be  his  mission  to  arouse  the 
latent  forces  of  Federalism  and  to  undertake  any  project 
that  promised  defeat  to  the  Embargo  and  disaster  to 
Jefferson. 

His  judgment  of  the  effect  which  the  Embargo  would 
have  upon  Hew  England,  especially  upon  its  merchants, 
was  substantially  correct.  Within  a fortnight,  George 
Cabot  informed  him  that  the  “evils  of  the  Embargo”  had 
already  been  felt  and  that  “threats  of  violence”  were  cir- 
culating among  the  people.  It  was  his  opinion,  too,  that 
the  Embargo  would  “bring  greater  immediate  distress  than 
war.”17  To  Pickering,  that  must  have  been  indeed  en- 
couraging, for  it  was  out  of  such  distress  that  he  hoped 
to  build  his  Federalist  revival.  From  Hew  York,  Rufus 
King  wrote  words  of  similar  import,  declaring,  “ . . . the 
Embargo  has  already  produced  distressing  consequences, 
and  these  must  increase  daily.”18  From  Timothy  Wil- 
liams came  further  encouragement  which  strengthened 
the  Senator’s  belief  that  a Federalist  reaction  was  pos- 
sible. 

“Mr.  Jefferson,”  he  wrote,  “has  imposed  an  Embargo, — 
to  please  France  and  Beggar  us!  Let  it  remain  3 or  4 
months  as  I hope  it  will ; and  I am  mistaken  if  it  produce  not 
good  to  the  federal  party  and  friends  of  peace  if  they  conduct 
with  prudence  and  bring  down  on  Mr.  Jefferson  Curses  loud

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Writing  in  a similar  vein,  Benjamin  Goodhue  reported 
that  Federalists  looked  upon  the  Embargo  as  a “most 
ridiculous  and  wicked  measure”  and  declared  that  he  was 
“one  among  many  who  expect  much  good  from  it  by  bring- 
ing execration  on  the  heads  of  its  authors.”20 

Sentiments  of  this  nature  were  not  confined  to  the 
private  correspondence  of  Federalist  politicians  and  mer- 
chants, for  the  party  press  of  the  New  England  seaports 
took  up  the  hue  and  cry  against  the  administration.  The 
Salem  Gazette  proclaimed  that  the  purpose  of  the  Em- 
bargo was  “to  throw  the  whole  mercantile  class  into  the 
water,  to  make  sport  for  the  great  in  beholding  who  in 
the  struggle  for  life  will  sink  and  who  swim.”21  More 
hopeful  was  “Curtius,”  a writer  in  the  Columbian  Ceur 
tinel , who,  though  he  denounced  the  Embargo,  gave  his 
opinion  that  it  was  “the  instrument  chosen  by  heaven  to 
instruct  while  it  chastizes,”  and  predicted  that  it  would  be 
the  means  of  restoring  Federalism.22  So  common  was  this 
strong  talk  that  the  Republican  governor  of  Massachusetts, 
James  Sullivan,  warned  the  people  of  the  state  in  his 
address  to  the  legislature  at  its  J anuary  session  that  oppo- 
sition to  a law  must  never  be  carried  to  the  point  of 
sedition.23  Alarmed  by  the  Federalist  agitation,  he  feared 
that  there  was  a plot  on  foot  to  sever  New  England  from 
the  Union,  and  he  reported  to  the  President  that  there 
was  much  talk  of  a “division  between  the  southern  and 
northern  states.”  As  a remedy,  he  suggested  that  J efferson 
should  fill  the  federal  courts  in  New  England  with  judges 
loyal  to  the  administration.24 

Small  wonder,  then,  that  Pickering  was  encouraged  to 
continue  his  plans  for  a concerted  opposition  to  the  admin- 
istration and  its  Embargo.  By  January  19  he  was  writing 
to  King: 

“You  know  the  hostility  of  Jefferson  and  Virginians  and 
other  Southern  men  to  our  carrying  trade.  ...  If  Mr.  J

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can  prevent  the  clamours  of  the  farmers  and  soothe  the 
manufacturers  by  giving  them  monopolies,  will  he  be  per- 
suaded to  continue  the  embargo  to  the  destruction  of  the 
navigation  of  the  Northern  States?  and  will  the  latter  sit 
still  with  folded  arms  and  submit  to  ruin?  A union  of  senti- 
ment in  the  six  eastern  states  would  controul  the  folly  and 
insidious  Views  of  the  East  and  prescribe  a salutary  policy 
for  the  Union.”25 

The  suggestion  did  not  elicit  the  enthusiastic  support  of 
King,  who  passed  it  by  without  comment.  Nevertheless, 
Pickering  remained  convinced  that  it  was  his  duty  to  call 
upon  the  northern  Federalists  to  unite  to  defeat  Jefferson 
and  the  Embargo.  With  that  intention  in  mind,  he  pre- 
pared a public  letter  to  Governor  Sullivan  to  urge  that 
the  Massachusetts  legislature  take  the  first  step  toward 
the  formation  of  a northern  union.  As  if  in  justification 
of  his  course,  he  wrote  again  to  King,  saying: 

“We  must  have  a union  of  Northern  Interests , to  control 
the  predelictions  and  counteract  the  fears  of  Jefferson,  & 
overthrow  Virginian  domination.”26 

The  letter  to  Sullivan  was  an  inflammatory  document 
designed  as  a call  to  the  northern  Federalists  to  secure 
the  defeat  of  the  Embargo  through  direct  action  of  the 
state  governments.  In  it,  Pickering  set  forth  his  view 
of  the  policy  of  the  administration.  Paying  no  attention 
whatever  to  the  Order  in  Council  of  November  11  as  a 
cause  of  the  Embargo,  he  said  that  the  administration  had 
given  three  reasons  for  urging  the  passage  of  the  law: 
the  impressment  of  American  seamen;  England’s  prohibi- 
tion of  neutral  shipping  to  enemy  ports ; and  the  attack  on 
the  Chesapeake.  Declaring  that  these  reasons  were  merely 
“pretenses,”  he  asserted  that  only  the  perversity  of  the  ad- 
ministration had  prevented  the  satisfactory  settlement  of 
these  questions.  On  impressment,  he  insisted  that  Great 
Britain  was  willing  to  adopt  any  arrangement  that  could 
be  devised  to  secure  “the  seamen  who  are  her  own  sub- 
jects” and  at  the  same  time  exempt  American  sailors  from 
seizure.  He  justified  the  attempt  to  stop  neutral  trade

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with  France  on  the  ground  that  neutral  ships  became 
practically  the  allies  of  France  when  her  own  traders  were 
driven  from  the  ocean.  As  to  the  Chesapeake  incident, 
he  maintained  that  the  British  would  have  healed  the 
breach  “if  our  own  government  would  suffer  it  to  be 
healed.”  Contemptuously  brushing  aside  these  pretences, 
he  offered  his  own  theory  as  he  asked : 

“Has  the  French  Emperor  declared  that  he  will  have  no 
neutrals?  Has  he  required  that  our  ports,  like  those  of  his 
vassal  states  in  Europe,  be  shut  against  British  commerce ? 
Is  the  Embargo  a substitute,  a milder  form  of  compliance, 
with  that  harsh  demand,  which  if  exhibited  in  its  naked  and 
insulting  aspect,  the  American  people  might  yet  resent?  Are 
we  still  to  be  kept  profoundly  ignorant  of  the  declarations 
and  avowed  designs  of  the  French  Emperor,  although  these 
may  strike  at  our  liberty  and  independence?  And  in  the 
meantime  are  we,  by  a thousand  irritations,  by  cherishing 
prejudices,  and  by  exciting  fresh  resentments,  to  be  drawn 
gradually  into  a war  with  Great  Britain?  Why  amid  the 
extreme  anxiety  of  the  public  mind  is  it  still  kept  upon  the 
rack  of  fearful  expectation  by  the  President’s  portentous 
silence  respecting  the  French  despatches?  In  this  conceal- 
ment there  is  danger.  In  this  concealment  must  be  wrapt 
the  real  cause  of  the  embargo.  On  any  other  supposition  it 
is  inexplicable.,,27 

Having  thus  implied  that  the  administration  was  be- 
traying the  interests  of  the  nation,  he  pointed  to  the 
remedy. 

“I  declare  to  you,”  he  wrote,  “that  I have  no  confidence 
in  the  wisdom  or  correctness  of  our  publick  measures;  that 
our  country  is  in  imminent  danger;  that  it  is  essential  to 
the  public  safety,  that  the  blind  confidence  in  our  Rulers 
should  cease;  that  the  State  Legislature  should  know  the 
facts  and  reasons  on  which  important  general  laws  are 
founded:  and  especially  that  those  States  whose  farms  are 
on  the  ocean,  and  whose  harvests  are  gathered  in  every  sea,

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should  immediately  and  seriously  consider  how  to  preserve 
them.  — Nothing  but  the  sense  of  the  commercial  states, 
clearly  and  emphatically  expressed,  will  save  them  from 
ruin”28 

Here,  then,  was  an  appeal  from  the  national  Congress 
to  the  legislatures  of  the  commercial  states  to  take  such 
action  as  would  nullify  the  Embargo  or  force  the  admin- 
istration to  repeal  it.  Although  addressed  to  Governor 
Sullivan  and  the  Massachusetts  legislature,  the  letter  was 
obviously  intended  for  publication.  There  was  no  chance 
that  the  Republican  government  of  the  state  would  take 
any  action  in  response  to  the  Senator’s  suggestion,  for  it 
had  already  adopted  resolutions  approving  the  course  of  the 
national  administration.29  However,  the  state  election 
was  approaching,  and  it  was  planned  to  publish  this  ap- 
peal, if  refused  by  Sullivan  and  the  legislature,  as  a means 
of  arousing  the  voters  to  return  the  Federalists  to  power 
and  thus  begin  the  anti-Embargo  reaction  for  which  Pick- 
ering hoped.  How  far  he  wished  this  reaction  to  go  is 
impossible  to  say.  His  enemies,  some  of  whom  knew  of 
his  activities  in  1804,  believed  that  his  real  purpose  was 
to  secure  the  secession  of  New  England  and  the  formation 
of  a northern  confederacy  under  British  protection.30  If 
such  were  his  purpose,  it  was  guarded  well,  for  the  lan- 
guage of  his  letter  did  not  imply  secession,  although  it 
clearly  suggested  nullification.  Nor  did  he,  in  his  pri- 
vate correspondence,  intimate  that  he  was  aiming  at  the 
eventual  secession  of  the  northern  states.  As  he  was  not 
given  to  hiding  his  thoughts,  it  seems  likely,  then,  that 
his  only  purpose  at  the  moment  was  to  produce  a party 
revolution  in  Massachusetts  that  would  enable  that  state 
to  take  the  lead  in  a Federalist  revival.  Having  once 
accomplished  the  local  party  revolution,  he  might  take  any 
one  of  three  courses  to  restore  the  influence  of  his  party 
faction:  the  revival  of  the  national  Federalist  party  as  a 
real  political  force,  the  defeat  of  the  administration  by

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the  Federalist  minority  through  the  medium  of  the  nulli- 
fication of  the  Embargo  in  the  commercial  states,  or  the 
secession  of  New  England.  Which  of  these  courses  he 
would  choose  would  depend  in  large  part  on  the  state  of 
public  opinion  as  revealed  by  the  controversy  that  was 
sure  to  follow. 

Sullivan  naturally  refused  to  submit  the  Senator’s  letter 
to  the  legislature  and  returned  it  to  him  rather  abruptly.31 
As  this  was  what  Pickering  had  expected,  he  was  already 
prepared  to  appeal  directly  to  the  people  of  Massachusetts 
over  the  head  of  the  governor.  Immediately  after  post- 
ing his  letter  of  February  16  to  Sullivan,  he  had  sent 
another  copy  of  the  document  to  George  Cabot  with  the 
request  that  he  publish  it  if  it  met  his  approval  and  if 
it  were  not  given  to  the  legislature  within  a reasonable 
length  of  time.32  Cabot  fell  in  with  the  plan  immedi- 
ately. Believing  that  “This  excellent  address  is  well  cal- 
culated to  arouse  us  from  our  apathy,”  he  waited  until 
March  9 and  then  had  it  published  as  a pamphlet  of 
which  5,000  copies  were  distributed  among  the  voters  of 
the  state.33  Not  knowing  that  Cabot  had  already  ap- 
proved his  original  suggestion,  Pickering,  upon  receiving 
Sullivan’s  answer,  wrote  again  to  his  fellow-Federalist  for 
advice.  Admitting  that  there  might  be  some  doubts  as 
to  the  expediency  of  publication,  he  concluded  in  charac- 
teristic fashion : 

"...  may  not  the  consideration  that  the  governor  and 
his  friends  may  misrepresent  the  affair,  not  only  prejudicially 
to  me,  but  to  the  Federal  cause,  which  is  the  cause  of  our 
country,  demand  its  publication.”34 

When  he  learned  that  Cabot  had  already  taken  action, 
his  satisfaction  knew  no  limits  and  he  suggested  that  more 
editions  of  his  letter  be  struck  off  and  that  Sullivan’s  re- 
fusal and  his  own  reply  to  it  be  added  to  the  pamphlet.35 

The  effect  of  publication  upon  the  Federalists  was  just

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what  Pickering  and  Cabot  bad  hoped.  The  pamphlet  was 
reprinted  again  and  again,  as  local  politicians  sought  addi- 
tional copies  to  distribute  among  their  followers  and  as 
the  editors  of  the  party  papers  published  it  in  their 
columns.36  From  Federalist  editors,  the  letter  drew  the 
highest  praise,  as  they  urged  their  readers  to  study  it  with 
care.  Typical  of  their  extravagant  comment  was  the  plea 
of  the  Newbury  port  Herald: 

“Whether  Republicans  or  Federalists — read  this  letter — 
throw  aside  all  party  feelings  and  party  animosity — read  it 
as  independent  Americans — as  men  anxious  to  preserve  the 
invaluable  constitution  which  the  great  Washington  has  left 
you,  and  as  men  watchful  to  hold  and  cherish  the  rights  and 
liberties  to  which  you  are  entitled  as  the  most  important 
section  of  the  Union.”37 

At  the  same  time,  Federalist  gatherings  in  various  parts 
of  the  state  adopted  laudatory  resolutions  which  stamped 
Pickering’s  plea  with  the  unmistakable  marks  of  party 
approval  and  urged  that  the  Federalists  rise  to  protest 
against  the  Embargo  and  that,  as  a practical  means  to 
the  defeat  of  that  unpopular  measure,  they  elect  Christo- 
pher Gore  as  governor  in  place  of  the  Republican  Sul- 
livan.38 

The  Republicans  responded  immediately  with  a counter- 
attack. Sullivan  had  given  due  publicity  to  his  refusal  to 
entertain  Pickering’s  proposal  and  this  had  been  hailed 
by  his  party  as  a sign  of  firmness  and  vigor.39  A few  days 
later,  when  he  saw  the  tremendous  popularity  which  Pick- 
ering’s pamphlet  was  winning,  he  undertook  to  state  his 
side  of  the  case  more  fully  in  a public  letter  which  con- 
demned the  Senators  proposal  as  “a  seditious,  disorgan- 
izing production”  and  justified  his  own  refusal  to  com- 
municate it  to  the  General  Court  on  the  ground  that  it 
“would  transfer  all  the  debates  of  the  national  legislature 
from  Washington  to  Boston.”

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“Each  state  having  the  same  claim,”  he  said,  “the  national 
government  must  cease  to  exist.  ...  If  there  ever  was  an 
attempt  in  its  nature  and  consequence  tending  to  sedition 
and  rebellion,  this  is  one.”40 

The  argument  of  this  letter  shortly  became  the  basis 
of  the  Republican  appeal  to  re-elect  Governor  Sullivan  as 
the  most  practical  way  of  demonstrating  that  Massachu- 
setts was  still  behind  the  Jefferson  administration  and  not 
ready  to  follow  Pickering’s  lead  in  projects  of  nullifica- 
tion. Republican  assemblies,  responsive  to  the  Governor’s 
plea,  adopted  resolutions  declaring  Pickering’s  appeal 
“degrading  to  the  country,  and  of  an  incendiary  nature,”41 
and  condemning  it  as  a “scandalous  and  disorganizing 
libel  on  the  government  of  the  United  States”  which  would 
degrade  “the  character  of  a Senator  to  that  of  a scavenger 
of  party  violence.”42  Sullivan’s  letter,  on  the  other  hand, 
was  praised  as  speaking  “the  sentiments  of  the  American 
people”  and  meriting  “the  warmest  approbation.”43 

While  Federalists  and  Republicans  were  still  belabor- 
ing each  other  in  this  manner,  J ohn  Quincy  Adams  entered 
the  controversy  with  a public  announcement  which  marked 
his  final  desertion  of  the  Federalist  cause  and  placed  him 
definitely  on  the  side  of  the  administration.  Always  'per- 
sona non  grata  with  the  high  Federalists,  he  had  been 
distrusted  and  disliked  more  than  ever  by  Uew  Englanders 
of  the  “Junto”  persuasion  since  he  had  voted  for  the 
Embargo  and  had  urged  its  passage  on  the  ground  that 
the  President  had  “possessed  such  further  information  as 
authorized  his  recomending  the  measure.”44  Conscious

Although  the  extreme  Federalists  had  tried  to  win  him 
over  to  the  anti-Embargo  program,  he  had  refused  to  join 
them  as  he  felt  that  the  opposition  measures  proposed  by 
them  were  likely  to  lead  to  the  dissolution  of  the  Union.45 
This  opinion  seemed  to  be  confirmed  by  Pickering’s  letter, 
which  he  saw  as  a dangerous  document  “with  the  avowed 
purpose  of  stimulating  the  power  of  the  separate  states 
to  a resistance  of  force  against  the  national  government.”46 
If  Pickering’s  appeal  were  successful,  it  would  mean,  too, 
that  the  legislature  which  accepted  its  principles  would 
be  bound  to  repudiate  Adams  when  he  came  up  for  re- 
election  later  in  the  year.  As  a matter  of  fact,  he  was 
convinced  that  that  was  precisely  one  of  the  objects  at 
which  his  colleague  aimed  in  his  effort  to  restore  Massa- 
chusetts and  the  other  northern  states  to  Federalist  con- 
trol.47 Thus,  considerations  of  both  principle  and  policy 
urged  him  to  act  in  defence  of  the  Union  and  of  his  own 
political  career. 

Instead  of  answering  Pickering  directly,  Adams  at- 
tempted to  accomplish  his  purpose  by  addressing  a public 
letter  to  Harrison  Gray  Otis,  the  leader  of  the  Federalists 
in  the  Massachusetts  legislature.  This  letter  was  at  once 
a condemnation  of  the  principle  of  Pickering’s  appeal  and 
a refutation  of  his  opinions  of  the  causes  of  the  Embargo. 
Admitting  that  a state  legislature  had  an  undoubted  right 
to  express  its  opinions  on  matters  of  national  policy,  he 
argued  that  it  should  do  so  only  after  a careful  consider- 
ed Braintree  had  been  put  in  a hole  and  a deep  one  too  twenty 
years  ago”  (King,  Life  and  Correspondence  of  Rufus  King,  V, 
67-69,  Gardiner  to  King,  Jan.  26,  1808).

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ation  of  all  sides  of  a question,  and  not  on  the  basis  of 
a partisan  appeal.  Otherwise,  he  could  see  no  result  but 
the  destruction  of  the  Union.  Having  disposed  in  this 
manner  of  the  propriety  of  a Senator’s  appeal  to  his  legis- 
lature, he  went  on  to  point  out  the  falsity  of  the  position 
Pickering  had  assumed  in  regard  to  the  Embargo.  He 
swept  aside  the  allegation  that  Jefferson  was  under  the 
influence  of  Napoleon,  as  he  insisted  that  the  aggressions 
of  Great  Eritain  had  led  the  President  to  recommend  the 
Embargo.  It  was  the  purpose  of  the  British,  he  said,  to 
reduce  the  United  States  to  the  position  of  a colony,  a 
project  in  which  he  believed  Pickering  only  too  ready  to 
assist.  He  could  see  no  force  whatever  in  his  colleague’s 
claim  that  Jefferson’s  reasons  for  urging  the  restrictive 
system  upon  Congress  were  only  pretences,  for  he  felt  that 
the  American  grievances  against  England  were  very  real 
and  that  the  immediate  cause  of  the  Embargo  was  the 
Order  in  Council  of  November  11,  even  though  it  had  not 
been  mentioned  in  the  executive  message  to  Congress.48 

Adams’  letter  was  as  complete  a refutation  of  Picker- 
ing’s appeal  as  any  Republican  could  have  asked;  indeed 
it  was  a far  more  effective  argument  than  Sullivan’s 
answer  had  been.  The  Republicans,  of  course,  were 
enormously  pleased  and  they  vied  with  each  other,  as 
their  rivals  said,  to  see  who  could  praise  Adams  and  abuse 
Pickering  the  more.49  But  able  as  the  letter  was,  it  came 
too  late  in  the  campaign  to  have  any  appreciable  effect  on 
the  election. 

Pickering’s  appeal  to  the  Massachusetts  electorate  was 
by  no  means  as  successful  as  the  Federalists  had  hoped, 
for  the  voters  returned  Governor  Sullivan  to  office  in  the 
election  held  in  the  first  week  of  April.  The  only  pos- 
sible causes  for  rejoicing  were  the  reduction  of  the  Repub- 
licans’ popular  majority  and  a Federalist  victory  in  secur- 
ing control  of  the  state  senate,  indications  that  better 
times  were  in  store  for  the  minority  party  and  that  the

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anti-administration  and  anti-Embargo  reaction  had  be- 
gun.50 That  this  was  the  case  was  conclusively  proved  in 
a few  weeks,  when  the  election  of  the  members  of  the 
lower  house  resulted  in  the  choice  of  a Federalist  majority 
of  thirty.51  By  the  time  of  the  May  election,  then,  it  was 
quite  apparent  that  the  effects  of  the  Embargo  were  more 
seriously  felt  in  Massachusetts  and  that  the  Federalist 
agitation  begun  by  Pickering  was  beginning  to  produce 
results. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  in  the  early  months  of 
the  Embargo,  that  measure  was  not  as  unpopular  as  the 
Federalists  wished  it  to  be.  Although  its  enemies  repre- 
sented it  as  producing  immediate  distress,  its  effects  were 
not  felt  by  all  classes  of  the  population  until  much  later. 
As  late  as  May,  a Canadian  observer  reported  that  Few 
England  felt  the  Embargo  less  severely  than  New  York, 
and  that  in  Salem,  where  protests  against  the  law  had 
been  extremely  vociferous,  there  were  no  bankruptcies, 
although  many  merchants  had  on  hand  large  stocks  of 
goods  which  they  could  not  sell.52  Although  there  was 
little  acute  distress  among  the  mass  of  the  people,  the 
merchant  classes,  who  were  socially  and  politically  influ- 
ential groups,  were  much  affected  by  the  loss  of  their 
profits  from  the  war-time  trade.  As  most  of  them  natu- 
rally shared  Pickering’s  political  prejudices,  they  were 
only  too  ready  to  follow  him  in  his  attempt  to  organize  dis- 
content and  distress  into  a party  revolution.  But  in  the 
early  spring  of  1808  there  was  not  enough  real  suffering 
to  make  the  Federalist  appeal  effective.  Although  the 
party  leaders  had  hoped  that  Pickering’s  letter  would 
arouse  the  people,  they  feared  that  public  opinion  at  the

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time  of  the  April  election  had  not  changed  enough  to 
defeat  the  Republicans,  and  in  this  they  were  correct.53 

The  enemies  of  Pickering  and  the  high  Federalists  were 
convinced  that  the  opposition  to  the  Embargo  was  inspired 
by  the  British  and  that  the  purpose  of  the  Federalists 
was  to  effect  the  secession  of  New  England  under  the 
protection  of  Great  Britain.54  Although  their  belief  was 
based  mainly  on  circumstantial  evidence  and  rumor,  it 
was  at  least  partially  correct,  for  Pickering  and  the 
“Junto”  were  certainly  working  in  conscious  co-operation 
with  the  British  government.  Sullivan,  who  suspected 
the  worst,  was  close  to  the  truth  when  he  wrote  to  Jef- 
ferson : 

“I  know  not  what  Lyman  your  consul  is  about  in  England ; 
Williams,  his  predecessor  the  Nephew  of  Pickering  is  very 
vigilant  there.  His  letters  give  assurance  to  the  merchants 
in  England  that  the  New  England  people  will  compel  a repeal 
of  the  Embargo  Act.  His  letters  to  his  friends  here  give 
them  assurance  that  great  britain  will  cordially  receive  the 
returning  northern  states,  and  leave  the  Southern  hemisphere 
to  provide  for  its  negroes,  or  to  (sic)  submit  to  the  french 
for  protection.  You  will  stand  astonished  that  any  consid- 
erable portion  of  Massachusetts  came  forward  in  maintenance 
of  such  a project.  But  the  old  tories  and  old  tory  families 
(sic)  are  resuscitated:  the  aristocracy  of  wealth,  even  though 
nominal  in  banks,  and  wrapt  in  the  base  corruption  of  specu- 
lation has  crowded  all  principle  from  our  community,  and 
our  people  are  essentially  changed.  There  are  open  and  pub- 
lic avowals  every  day,  in  the  assurance  offices,  that  great 
britain  is  our  only  protector,  that  we  are  unable  to  protect 
ourselves,  that  her  fleet  is  our  fleet,  her  navy  our  navy,  . . .”55 

From  the  very  beginning  of  the  controversy  with  the

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United  States  over  the  questions  of  neutral  trade  and 
impressment,  the  British  government  had  been  interested 
in  using  party  and  sectional  discontent  in  America  as  a 
means  of  defending  British  interests.  Its  intention  was 
to  encourage  the  hostility  of  the  anti-administration  forces 
to  Jefferson’s  measures  without  the  necessity  of  going  to 
war,  or,  in  the  case  of  war,  to  attempt  to  arouse  the  north- 
ern states  to  open  resistance  to  their  national  government. 
At  least  one  British  secret  agent  in  the  United  States  had 
suggested  such  policies  to  his  government,56  and  Canadian 
officials  who  were  acquainted  with  the  American  situa- 
tion represented  New  England  as  thoroughly  hostile  to 
Jefferson  and  sympathetic  with  England.57  In  England 
the  importance  of  the  disaffection  of  the  northern  states 
was  fully  appreciated58  and  the  government  was  prepared 
to  turn  it  to  advantage.59 

Nothing  could  have  been  better  suited  to  the  purposes 
of  the  British  government  in  1808  than  the  activities  of 
the  high  Federalists,  of  whom  Pickering  was  the  most 
conspicuous  figure  then  in  public  life.  When  the  British 
minister,  George  H.  Rose,  came  to  the  United  States  early 
in  the  year  to  negotiate  a settlement  of  the  Chesapeake 
affair,  he  was,  to  judge  from  his  behavior,  thoroughly 
prepared  to  deal  privately  with  Pickering  and  his  group. 
But  willing  as  Rose  undoubtedly  was  to  treat  with  them, 
they  were  far  more  willing,  and  even  anxious,  to  impress

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him  with  their  friendship  for  Great  Britain.  Believing 
that  there  was  little  chance  of  reconciling  Jefferson’s  pol- 
icy with  Rose’s  instructions,  they  were  convinced  that  his 
mission  would  fail  and  feared  that  war  with  England 
would  be  the  inevitable  result.60  To  these  Federalists 
there  could  be  no  greater  disaster  than  such  a war.61  To 
avert  that  event,  they  hoped  to  persuade  Rose  that  the 
purposes  of  Great  Britain  could  be  served  without  going 
to  war  if  she  would  simply  allow  Jefferson  to  go  ahead 
with  his  restrictive  system  until  it  should  provoke  a re- 
action significant  enough  to  drive  him  from  power  or 
force  him  to  modify  his  policy.  At  the  same  time,  they 
wished  to  convince  the  minister  that  they  would  do  all 
in  their  power  to  organize  that  reaction  as  the  effective 
expression  of  the  will  of  a popular  minority  willing  to  go 
to  any  lengths  to  defeat  the  administration. 

After  weeks  of  anxious  waiting,62  Pickering  hastened 
to  meet  Rose  as  soon  as  he  reached  Washington.  The 
senator  was  at  once  impressed  with  the  friendly  attitude 
of  the  envoy  and,  after  their  first  meeting,  he  reported 
to  King  and  Williams  that  he  had  already  “formed  a 
good  opinion  of  him.”  He  discovered,  to  his  pleasure, 
that  Rose  was  a close  friend  of  Canning  and  that  he 
possessed  “good  sense”  and  a “conciliatory  disposition.” 
“Our  conversation  was  marked  with  ease  and  candour, 
indeed  with  singular  openness  as  if  I had  been  an  old 
acquaintance,”  he  wrote.63 

With  this  auspicious  beginning,  Pickering  set  about  to 
prove  to  Rose  that  there  was  in  America  an  important

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party  favorable  to  British  interests,  and  that  it  would  be 
better  policy  for  Great  Britain  to  pursue  a course  of  pa- 
tience and  forbearance  than  to  assume  an  unyielding 
attitude  and  force  the  United  States  into  the  war  on  the 
side  of  France. 

“I  have  taken  the  freedom  to  express  earnestly  to  Mr.  Rose 
my  opinion  that  good  policy  required  on  [Great  Britain’s] 
part  much  patience  and  even  long  suffering,  while  we  were 
seriously  punishing  ourselves  by  the  embargo,” 

he  wrote  to  King.64  At  the  same  time  he  asked  Cabot 
and  King  for  their  opinions  and,  finding  that  they  agreed 
with  him,  he  added  their  pleas  to  his  own.65  As  evidence 
that  he  was  himself  active  in  the  cause,  he  presented 
Rose  with  a copy  of  his  correspondence  with  Governor 
Sullivan.66 

Pickering’s  representations  made  a strong  impression 
upon  Rose,  who  was  so  convinced  of  their  worth  that  he 
passed  them  along  to  Canning  with  favorable  comments 
of  his  own.67  Of  the  effect  which  their  conversations  had 
had  upon  the  minister,  Pickering  was  quite  conscious,  for 
he  told  King: 

“He  has  received  my  suggestions  with  great  good  will 
and  he  manifests  extreme  anxiety  for  the  amicable  adjust- 
ment of  our  differences.”68 

Having  succeeded  then  in  convincing  Rose  of  the  existence 
of  a British  party  in  America  and  having,  in  effect,  con- 
cluded a sort  of  unofficial  alliance  with  him,  the  senator 
provided  him  with  written  proof  of  the  policies  and  opin-

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ions  of  the  high  Federalists  in  the  form  of  two  of  his 
own  letters,  reinforced  by  the  letters  of  Cabot  and  King. 
At  the  same  time  he  suggested  that  they  continue  their 
negotiations  through  the  medium  of  his  nephew,  Samuel 
Williams  of  London.69  Thus  equipped  with  documen- 
tary evidence,  Rose  set  sail  for  England,  but  before  he 
left  he  took  the  pains  to  compliment  Pickering  for  his 
appeal  to  the  Massachusetts  legislature  and  to  urge  him 
“to  go  on  letting  in  daylight  and  bidding  the  people 
‘awake’.”  Hor  did  he  hesitate  to  tell  him  of  his  pleasure 
at  receiving  in  the  United  States  “the  good  will  of  one  of 
her  truest  patriots  and  most  distinguished  citizens,  to 
have  conciliated  whose  good  opinion  has  been  one  of  the 
most  consoling  circumstances  of  my  unavailing  expedi- 
tion.”70 Back  in  London  a few  weeks  later,  Rose  re- 
ported to  the  government  and  labored  to  convince  it  and 
the  British  public  that  in  America  there  existed  a strong 
party  favorable  to  their  interests.  As  a proof,  Rose,  or 
some  other,71  gave  Pickering’s  letter  to  Sullivan  to  the 
press  and  it  was  reprinted  for  the  benefit  of  English 
readers.  It  was  so  well  received  by  them  that  Rose  could 
write  to  his  American  friend : 

“Your  modesty  would  suffer  if  you  were  aware  of  the 
sensation  produced  in  this  country  by  the  publication  of  a 
letter  from  a senator  of  Massachusetts  to  his  constituents.”72 

But  Rose  was  not  the  only  representative  from  whom 
the  British  government  learned  of  the  work  of  the  Feder- 
alist leaders,  for  during  the  spring  of  1808  two  secret 
agents  from  Canada  endeavored  to  ascertain  the  strength 
and  real  purposes  of  the  anti-administration  party.  From 
Montreal  came  John  Henry,  an  unofficial  observer,  who

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had  once  lived  in  Boston  and  who  now  tried  to  make  him- 
self nseful  to  Sir  James  Craig,  the  governor-general  of 
Lower  Canada,  by  sending  him  reports  of  conditions  as 
he  found  them  in  New  England,  while  from  Halifax 
came  John  Howe,  a former  Boston  Loyalist,  sent  by  Sir 
George  Prevost  to  learn  what  he  could  of  the  political 
situation  in  the  United  States.  Although  neither  one 
established  any  direct  connection  with  Pickering,  both 
learned  from  general  observation  and  from  their  contacts 
with  Federalist  friends  much  the  same  information  that 
Pickering  had  given  to  Bose.  Both  men  read  Picker- 
ing’s letter  to  Sullivan  and,  believing  that  it  would  assist 
the  anti-Embargo  reaction,  sent  copies  of  it  to  their  supe- 
riors with  approving  comments.  Both  men  saw  that  the 
Federalists  were  growing  stronger  in  the  northern  states 
and  both  recommended  in  substance  what  Pickering  had 
urged  upon  Bose,  that  the  British  government  bide  its 
time  in  dealing  with  the  United  States  and  refuse  either 
to  make  any  concessions  or  to  go  to  war,  for,  in  their 
opinion,  the  growing  discontent  in  the  north  would  soon 
force  the  administration  to  abandon  its  policy.  Henry, 
indeed,  reported  that  there  was  talk  of  organized  resis- 
tance to  the  measures  of  the  national  government  and 
that  plans  were  already  being  laid  to  bring  about  the  seces- 
sion of  the  northern  states  in  case  Jefferson’s  obnoxious 
policies  should  be  carried  further  and  war  with  England 
should  result.  In  arriving  at  that  opinion  he  was  prob- 
ably deceived  by  the  strong  talk  of  many  Federalists  and 
in  all  likelihood  he  erroneously  took  the  Massachusetts 
Federalist  machine  to  be  a seditious  organization  of  com- 
mittees of  correspondence.  But  no  matter  how  much 
Henry  or  Howe  might  err  in  details,  their  general  obser- 
vations on  the  state  of  public  opinion  were  substantially 
correct  and  their  reports  tended  to  corroborate  what  Pick- 
ering had  told  to  Bose,  as  they  gave  the  impression  of  a 
pro-British  Federalist  party,  constantly  increasing  in 
strength  and  determination  to  adopt  the  most  extreme 
measures  against  its  opponents.73

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Although  the  Embargo  and  the  Federalists’  vigorous 
denunciation  of  it  did  not  create  an  immediate  reaction 
to  Jefferson  in  New  England,  there  were  many  signs  that 
a movement  was  beginning  there  and  that  it  was  gather- 
ing strength.

unconstitutional.  Although  this  resolution  was  introduced 
by  Laban  Wheaton,  an  obscure  representative  from  Nor- 
ton, it  was  supposed  to  have  been  written  by  Christopher 
Gore,  the  defeated  Federalist  candidate  for  governor,  who 
accepted  the  views  of  the  most  extreme  wing  of  his  party. 
The  Republicans,  led  by  Joseph  Story,  worked  hard  to 
defeat  it,  but  could  not  succeed  against  the  overwhelming 
Federalist  majority.75 

At  the  same  session  the  Federalist  majority  took  its 
vengeance  on  John  Quincy  Adams  for  his  “apostasy”  in 
supporting  Sullivan  and  the  Embargo.  Federalists  could 
not  believe  that  his  course  had  been  prompted  by  anything 
but  the  meanest  ambition,  the  hope  of  reward  from  the

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Republican  administration.76  For  daring  to  oppose  their 
leader,  the  Federalists  now  drove  Adams  from  the  party 
and  forced  him  to  resign  his  seat  in  the  Senate,  as  they 
elected  his  successor,  contrary  to  the  usual  custom,  nearly 
a year  before  his  term  expired.  To  take  his  place,  they 
immediately  chose  James  Lloyd,  a Boston  Federalist  in 
good  standing,  who  could  be  relied  upon  to  vote  with 
Pickering  on  all  questions.77  Adams,  of  course,  was  much 
embittered  by  this  event,  although  he  had  expected  to 
feel  the  full  weight  of  Federalist  disapproval.  Yet  he 
must  have  found  some  solace  in  his  appointment  as  min- 
ister to  Russia,  which  came  a few  months  later  from  the 
grateful  Republicans.78  To  Pickering,  however,  the  legis- 
lature’s rejection  of  Adams  was  highly  gratifying,  for 
it  marked  the  victorious  conclusion  of  another  chapter  in 
his  feud  with  the  Adams  family,  though  it  did  not  lessen 
his  hatred  for  either  the  father  or  the  son.79  Furthermore,

'When  it  was  rumored  that  the 
Adamses  would  expose  his  intrigues  as  Secretary  of  State  and 
charge  him  with  having  suppressed  certain  despatches,  he  was 
thrown  into  a rage  and  wrote  to  Timothy  Williams  (Pickering 
MSS.,  Feb.  4,  1809),  “If  the  A — s dare  to  offer  that  pretence 
publicly,  I shall  not  spare  the  Old  Man.  Hitherto  I have  said 
as  little  as  possible  for  the  sake  of  his  federal  friends  & the 
federal  cause  of  which  he  was  once  the  official  head.”

this  victory  and  the  passage  of  Wheaton’s  anti-Embargo 
resolution  placed  the  unmistakable  mark  of  the  legisla- 
ture’s approval  upon  the  principles  and  program  he  had 
set  forth  in  the  letter  to  Sullivan. 

Among  the  Federalists  Pickering  became  a hero.  Upon 
his  return  from  Washington  at  the  close  of  the  session 
of  Congress,  he  was  hailed  as  the  leader  of  the  party  and 
the  defender  of  its  principles.  In  Salem  the  members  of 
the  party  planned  to  honor  him  publicly  and  they  invited 
several  Boston  Federalists  to  join  with  them.  Conse- 
quently, on  May  24,  he  was  entertained  as  the  guest  of 
honor  at  a great  celebration.  On  the  morning  of  that 
day  a cavalcade  of  one  hundred  young  men,  the  pride 
of  local  Federalism,  met  him  at  the  Wenham  line  as  he 
came  from  his  home  to  Salem.  From  that  point  the  tri- 
umphal procession  passed  through  Beverly,  across  Uortli- 
field  Bridge,  where  the  ships  in  Beverly  harbor  saluted 
him,  and  into  Salem  to  Concert  Hall,  where  the  banquet 
was  held.  There,  with  Benjamin  Goodhue  as  the  presid- 
ing officer  and  Josiah  Quincy  as  the  principal  speaker, 
the  Federalists  held  a fitting  celebration,  with  toasts  that 
damned  Jefferson  and  the  Embargo  as  they  praised  Pick- 
ering and  the  commercial  interests  of  which  he  was  the 
great  defender.  Yet  not  all  of  Salem  rejoiced  at  Timo- 
thy’s homecoming,  for  the  Republicans  were  still  numer- 
ous and  noisy,  and  they  took  the  occasion  to  express  their 
disapproval  of  the  Senator  and  his  conduct  by  hanging 
him  in  effigy  and  publicly  burning  copies  of  the  letter 
to  Sullivan,  while  on  the  Marblehead  side  of  the  harbor 
the  Republicans  of  that  town  hanged  an  effigy  sardonically 
labelled  “The  Hero  of  Lexington”  and  holding  the  “Letter 
to  Sullivan”  in  its  right  hand.  Parson  Bentley  was  so 
angered  by  the  Federalist  celebration  that  he  left  the 
town  in  disgust  to  spend  the  day  at  Nahant,  in  marked 
contrast  to  most  of  his  fellow-clergymen,  who  were  con- 
spicuous figures  in  the  group  that  gathered  at  Concert 
Hall.  Bentley,  indeed,  described  the  whole  affair  as  “an 
insult  to  our  government,”  and  there  were  many  who 
agreed  with  him.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  the  Feder- 
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alist  opinion  that  the  Republican  demonstration  was  a 
“poor,  sneaking,  dirty,  malicious  transaction.”80 

While  there  were  these  evidences  of  Pickering’s  growing 
popularity  and  of  the  increasing  acceptance  of  his  prin- 
ciples, there  was  as  yet  no  conclusive  proof  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  people  were  ready  to  accept  his  suggestion 
of  radical  opposition,  even  though  it  might  be  approved 
by  most  of  the  outstanding  Federalist  leaders,  such  as 
Cabot  and  Gore.  On  the  contrary,  the  Republicans  re- 
mained strong  and  active.  Their  papers  never  lost  an 
opportunity  to  denounce  the  Federalists  and  vilify  Pick- 
ering,81 while  their  party  gatherings  on  holiday  occasions 
indulged  themselves  in  the  expression  of  extreme  opinions 
which  ranked  Pickering  with  Aaron  Burr.82  More  im- 
portant, however,  was  the  fact  that  Republicans  still  held 
the  executive  branch  of  the  state  government,  and  were 
thus  in  a position  to  block  or  delay  any  radical  Federalist 
action.  Both  Governor  Sullivan  and  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  Levi  Lincoln,  were  thoroughly  suspicious  of 
their  opponents’  purposes  and  were  consequently  watchful 
of  every  move.83  Sullivan  was  convinced  that  the  Feder- 
alists aimed  at  secession  and  he  feared  their  success  so 
much  that  he  urged  Jefferson  not  to  enforce  the  law  rigidly 
in  New  England.  Lincoln,  however,  believed  that  there

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was  more  smoke  than  fire  and  felt  that  the  Republicans 
could  handle  the  situation  by  conducting  a more  vigorous 
campaign  in  their  own  defense. 

Under  such  circumstances  it  was  clearly  inadvisable 
for  the  Federalists  to  take  any  steps  toward  the  nullifica- 
tion of  the  Embargo,  although,  to  judge  from  their  acts 
and  utterances,  that  was  their  evident  purpose,  if  all  other 
measures  failed.  Hence,  they  found  it  necessary  to  de- 
vote themselves  to  whipping-up  the  anti-Embargo  senti- 
ment and  to  laying  plans  for  the  national  election  in  the 
fall.  Hoping  to  insure  the  choice  of  Federalist  electors  in 
Massachusetts,  they  planned  to  have  the  electors  chosen 
by  the  legislature,  where  the  Federalist  majority  was  cer- 
tain. Realizing,  however,  that  Sullivan  would  try  to 
block  this  move,  they  decided  to  postpone  action  from  the 
June  session  until  November,  and  even  then  it  was  neces- 
sary to  adopt  that  method  by  a legislative  order  rather 
than  by  a resolution  which  would  require  the  executive 
signature.  Although  the  Republicans  condemned  this  pro- 
ceeding as  unconstitutional,  the  Federalist  majority  had 
its  way.84  At  the  same  time  the  Massachusetts  Federal- 
ists joined  with  their  fellow  partisans  from  other  states 
to  decide  upon  one  presidential  candidate  who  could  be 
supported  by  all.  At  an  informal  meeting  in  New  York 
in  August,  a handful  of  Federalist  leaders,  representative 
not  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  party,  but  only  of  its  inner 
circles,  decided  to  unite  their  followers  in  support  of 
C.  C.  Pinckney  and  Rufus  King.85  This  step  seemed  wise 
to  Pickering  and  he  commended  it,  but  took  care  to  point 
out  that  the  party  might  not  be  strong  enough  to  elect  its 
candidates,  and  that  in  that  case  it  ought  to  unite  with 
the  anti- Jeffersonian  wing  of  the  Republicans  to  give  its 
votes  to  “a  northern  Democrat,  of  practical  talents,  of

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energy  of  character,  & a friend  to  commerce.”86  In  view 
of  the  frequent  statement  that  Pickering  was  a secessionist 
in  1808,  this  advice  assumes  some  importance,  for  it  places 
him  as  one  whose  real  interest  was  the  practical  one  of 
restoring  the  lost  influence  of  Federalism  within  the 
Union.  It  was  apparently  his  hope  to  defeat  Jefferson’s 
Embargo  by  combining  with  the  moderate  Republicans 
who  were  friendly  to  the  commercial  interests,  if  that 
seemed  to  be  the  most  practical  method. 

But  even  while  placing  such  emphasis  on  the  coming 
election,  Pickering  and  his  friends  did  not  neglect  other 
modes  of  action,  and  they  kept  before  their  section  and 
the  nation  at  large  the  threat  of  nullification.  Following 
the  example  of  the  Boston  town-meeting  of  August  9, 
towns  throughout  Massachusetts  adopted  petitions  to  the 
President,  praying  that  the  Embargo  be  entirely  or  par- 
tially suspended.  Four  months  earlier,  these  towns  had 
petitioned  Congress  for  relief,  but  they  now  turned  to  the 
President,  as  Congress  had  invested  him  with  discretion- 
ary power  to  suspend  or  modify  the  law.87  In  this  form 
of  protest,  too,  Pickering  was  active,  for  he  led  his  town 
of  Wenham  in  the  adoption  of  a petition  which  empha- 
sized the  depression  of  agriculture  as  a result  of  the 
Embargo.88  Yet  even  this  kind  of  protest  was  far  from 
being  unanimously  supported,  for  many  communities,  in- 
cluding Salem  and  Marblehead,  refused  to  take  such 
action  and,  instead,  some  of  them  voted  resolutions  approv- 
ing the  policy  of  the  administration.89  In  Salem  the  Fed- 
eralists tried  for  two  months  to  secure  a town-meeting 
which  would  vote  an  anti-Embargo  resolution,  but  when 
a meeting  was  finally  called  in  October,  the  prestige  of 
William  Gray  and  the  eloquence  of  Joseph  Story  defeated 
the  project.90  Gray  incidentally  had  become  a Republi- 
can and  a supporter  of  the  Embargo  only  a few  weeks

so  Salem  Gazette,  Oct.  28,  1808 ; Bentley,  Diary,  III,  391-92. 
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earlier,  and  as  lie  was  the  richest  merchant  of  the  town, 
his  conversion  was  reckoned  a great  gain  to  Republic- 
anism.91 The  Federalists,  of  course,  denounced  him  for 
his  “apostasy,”  and  ranked  him  with  John  Quincy  Adams. 
Pickering,  through  his  son,  John,  and  Stephen  Higgin- 
son,  Jr.,  worked  hard  to  discredit  him  by  charging  that 
his  shift  of  opinion  was  dictated  by  pecuniary  motives, 
but  their  attack  was  not  convincing.92 

Jefferson,  of  course,  was  unmoved  by  these  petitions 
and,  failing  in  this  type  of  attack,  the  Federalists  turned 
to  more  radical  measures.  The  opinion  stated  in  Whea- 
ton’s resolution  that  the  Embargo  was  unconstitutional 
was  a common  one  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  have  the 
law  set  aside  on  that  ground.  When  tried  in  September 
before  Judge  John  Davis  at  a session  of  the  Federal  Dis- 
trict Court  in  Salem,  the  attempt  failed,  hut  the  argu- 
ments of  the  counsel  gave  strength  and  publicity  to  the 
Federalist  cause.93  Unfortunately  for  the  extremists, 
there  seemed  to  he  no  way  of  bringing  such  a case  before 
the  state  courts,  where  Theophilus  Parsons  and  his  fellow 
judges  would  have  been  quite  willing  to  test  their  strength 
against  the  national  government.94  During  this  same 
period  much  talk  of  the  secession  of  New  England  arose. 
It  soon  became  prominent  in  the  Federalist  press  and  was 
heard  in  the  pulpits  of  the  orthodox  clergy,  who  hated 
anything  tinged  with  Jeffersonianism.95  When  the  Re- 
publicans began  to  protest  against  the  proposals  of  seces- 
sion, the  editor  of  the  Federalist  Salem  Gazette  replied 
by  asking:

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“What  charms  can  a union  have  for  New  England,  if  all 
her  commerce  by  land  and  water,  and  all  the  sources  of  her 
prosperity  and  greatness,  must  be  sacrificed?  She  wishes 
to  preserve  the  Union,  she  wishes  also  to  preserve  her  own 
rights.”96 

But  in  spite  of  such  public  declarations,  secession  was 
not  then  the  aim  of  the  little  group  of  leaders  who  formu- 
lated the  policies  of  Federalism.  In  fact,  George  Cabot 
believed  that  these  announcements  would  do  more  harm 
than  good,  for  they  would  prevent  many  moderate  men 
from  voting  Federalist  in  November  and  would  provide 
the  Republicans  with  some  proof  for  their  charges  that 
their  opponents  were  seditious.  With  that  in  mind,  he 
suggested  to  Pickering  that  it  would  be  wise  to  sponsor 
the  adoption  of  “some  very  decided  resolution  on  the 
importance  of  maintaining  the  Union  inviolable  under 
every  trial.”97  A similar  idea  must  have  been  in  the 
minds  of  many  prominent  Federalists  that  fall,  for  the 
county  conventions  of  the  party  carefully  avoided  any 
recommendation  of  disunion,  although  they  condemned 
the  Embargo  more  vigorously  than  ever.  In  the  Essex 
County  Convention  at  Topsfield,  in  which  Pickering  was 
influential,  although  not  officially  a member,  a resolution 
was  adopted  which  clearly  outlined  the  program  of  Massa- 
chusetts Federalism  in  case  the  national  election  should 
not  result  favorably  and  in  case  the  Republican  adminis- 
tration shoidd  consistently  refuse  to  modify  its  policy.  In 
a word,  it  was  nullification,  and  declared: 

“We  firmly  rely  for  relief  on  the  wisdom  and  patriotism 
of  our  STATE  GOVERNMENT,  whom  the  people  have 
placed  as  sentinels  to  guard  our  rights  and  privileges,  from 
whatever  quarter  they  may  be  invaded.  We  trust  that  they 
will  take  care  that  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  be 
maintained  in  its  spirit  as  well  as  in  its  letter.”98 

Though  the  authorship  of  this  resolution  cannot  be  defi- 
nitely ascribed  to  Pickering,  his  influence  is  unmistak-

able,  for  it  closely  resembles  his  position  in  the  letter  to 
Sullivan  and  his  attitude  during  the  events  of  the  subse- 
quent winter. 

Soon  it  became  clear  that  this  was  the  program  of  the 
Massachusetts  Federalists,  for  the  November  election  did 
not  produce  a national  Federalist  reaction,  although  it  did 
completely  “federalize”  New  England  and  thus  insure 
the  party  of  support  in  that  section.  In  the  Essex  South 
District,  the  Federalists  won  a notable  victory  that,  as 
Samuel  Putnam  told  his  chief,  “ought  to  give  great  joy 
to  Federalists  in  every  part  of  the  Union,”99  for  a Feder- 
alist carried  the  district  for  the  first  time  since  Jacob 
Crowninshield  had  defeated  Pickering  in  1802.  There 
Benjamin  Pickman,  Jr.,  triumphed  over  Daniel  Kilham, 
a little  known  Republican,  in  spite  of  all  the  efforts  of  the 
Crowninshields  and  Joseph  Story  to  defend  the  adminis- 
tration.100 In  New  England  this  victory  was  especially 
significant,  for  Pickman  was  a close  friend  and  political 
ally  of  Pickering,  while  the  vote  might  be  correctly  inter- 
preted as  an  endorsement  of  the  Topsfield  Resolution. 

In  the  meantime  Pickering  had  started  for  Washington, 
where  he  would  be  ready  to  open  a new  attack  on  the 
administration  and  the  Embargo.  Altogether  his  position 
was  much  improved  over  that  of  the  previous  spring,  when 
he  had  been  nearly  helpless.  His  new  colleague,  Lloyd, 
was  sure  to  support  him ; the  election  results  were  encour- 
aging; and  the  growth  of  the  opposition  in  New  England, 
he  felt,  had  “excited  great  uneasiness  in  the  breasts  of  the 
administration.”101  Under  the  circumstances,  it  seemed 
wise  to  press  for  the  immediate  repeal  of  the  Embargo. 
Consequently  his  friend,  Hillhouse  of  Connecticut,  pre- 
sented a resolution  to  appoint  a committee  to  prepare  a 
bill  for  repeal,  while  Lloyd  demanded  an  investigation 
of  the  exceptions  to  the  enforcement  of  the  law  allowed 
to  friends  of  the  administration.102  Their  purpose  was 
shortly  encouraged  by  a resolution  of  the  Massachusetts

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legislature  instructing  its  Senators  to  work  for  immediate 
repeal.103  Fittingly  enough,  in  view  of  his  earlier  appeal 
to  the  legislature,  Pickering  now  presented  the  resolution 
to  the  Senate  and  succeeded  in  having  it  read  into  the 
record,  in  spite  of  an  opposition  which  declared  that  a 
legislature  had  no  right  to  instruct  its  Senators.104 

When  Hillhouse's  resolution  for  repeal  came  np  for 
discussion,  Pickering  was  foremost  in  debate.  His  argu- 
ments were  mainly  the  ones  that  he  had  used  before.  In 
the  course  of  a long  and  rambling  speech,  he  elaborated, 
perhaps  unintentionally,  on  what  had  come  to  be  the  two 
major  articles  of  his  political  creed:  a prejudice  in  favor 
of  Great  Britain  as  against  France  and  an  unswerving 
devotion  to  the  interests  of  maritime  commerce.  He  re- 
peated his  contention  that  the  Embargo  was  the  result  of 
French  influence  and  not  of  British  aggressions.  In  sup- 
port of  this  claim  he  offered  again  the  account  of  the 
passage  of  the  Embargo  that  had  appeared  in  his  letter 
to  Sullivan  and  he  flatly  denied  that  the  Order  in  Council 
of  Xovember  11  could  be  considered  a cause.  Further- 
more, he  insisted  that  Great  Britain  had  by  no  means 
violated  American  rights  so  clearly  and  indisputably  as 
to  justify  either  embargo  or  war.  He  pointed  out  that 
the  restrictive  system  was  irreparably  ruining  American 
foreign  commerce  and  asserted  that  if  the  law  were  not 
in  force  the  nation’s  foreign  trade  would  at  that  moment 
be  enjoying  a prosperity  unequalled  in  times  of  peace, 
in  spite  of  all  the  British  and  French  raids  on  neutral 
shipping.  To  prove  his  assertions  he  quoted  the  opinions 
of  eminent  Massachusetts  merchants  and  the  statistics  fur- 
nished by  the  maritime  insurance  houses.  He  realized, 
he  said,  that  his  attack  on  the  Embargo  laid  him  open 
to  the  charge  that  he  was  a Tory  and  a recipient  of  British 
gold,  and  he  answered  his  critics  by  accusing  them  of 
demagoguery  and  deliberate  falsification  to  support  them- 
selves and  their  policies.  Referring  to  the  talk  of  secession 
in  Xew  England  and  to  Republican  criticism  of  it,  he 
defended  his  native  section  by  comparing  the  oppression

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of  the  commercial  states  under  the  Embargo  to  that  of 
the  pre-Revolutionary  era,  which,  as  he  commented  rather 
significantly,  was  universally  considered  a just  and  suffi- 
cient cause  of  revolution.  Finally,  he  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  Embargo  had  not  fulfilled  its  purpose, 
as  both  belligerent  nations  still  clung  to  their  original 
policies.  Hence,  he  concluded  that  the  law  ought  to  be 
repealed  immediately  and  he  utterly  repudiated  Jefferson’s 
position  that  it  could  not  be  repealed  without  loss  of  honor 
until  Great  Britain  modified  her  orders  in  council,  for  he 
could  see  no  connection  between  the  two  measures  when, 
as  he  believed,  the  Order  of  November  11  had  not  been 
a cause  of  the  Embargo.105 

But  the  Senate  was  unimpressed.  Although  Lloyd  and 
Hillhouse  joined  Pickering  in  the  argument  for  repeal, 
they  found  few  supporters.  Apparently  most  of  the  Sen- 
ators agreed  with  Giles  of  Virginia,  an  administration 
spokesman,  who  denounced  Pickering  and  declared: 

“The  gentleman  seems  to  be  still  harping  on  the  miser- 
able tale  of  French  influence,  . . . Sir,  insinuations  of  this 
nature  are  degrading  to  the  national  character;  and  I always 
feel  a condescension  in  being  compelled  to  make  a reply.  . . . 

“I  will  not  accuse  this  gentleman  of  acting  under  British 
influence;  I feel  too  much  respect  for  the  American  char- 
acter to  do  so.  I hope  and  trust  he  is  not.  I am  willing 
to  admit  that  his  views  are  American.  But,  sir,  this  consid- 
eration will  not  deter  me  from  expressing  my  wonder  and 
astonishment  at  the  extraordinary  views  the  gentleman  takes 
of  American  interests;  first  in  the  unremitting  labor  he  has 
taken  to  put  his  own  government  in  the  wrong  upon  every 
point  of  discussion  between  it  and  the  British  Government; 
and  in  his  strange  misrepresentation  or  total  disregard  of 
facts ; of  outrages,  sir,  upon  our  dearest  rights,  by  the  British 
Government,  outrages  which  ought  to  rouse  every  American 
feeling  into  action.  Secondly,  in  the  comparative  view  he 
has  taken  of  the  hostile  acts  of  France  and  Great  Britain. 
Sir,  he  has  used  every  effort  to  magnify,  if  possible,  French 
aggressions;  whilst  he  has  faintly  admitted  British  aggres- 
sions, and  even  palliated  or  excused  them.”106

the  resolution  for  repeal.107  Not  a single  Republican  was 
won  over  by  Pickering  and  Hillhouse. 

Instead  of  yielding  any  part  of  the  restrictive  system, 
the  Republicans  now  undertook  to  make  its  operation  more 
effective  by  passing  a new  and  stringent  enforcing  act.108 
Pickering,  of  course,  opposed  the  measure  most  vocifer- 
ously and  took  the  occasion  to  give  his  political  views  a 
further  airing.  He  proposed  indirectly  that  the  best  thing 
for  the  United  States  to  do  would  be  to  repeal  the  Em- 
bargo, come  to  terms  with  England,  and  join  her  in 
attacking  France  as  the  common  enemy  of  civilization.109 
But  again  he  received  the  support  of  only  a small  Feder- 
alist minority.110 

The  failure  of  these  frontal  attacks  on  the  administra- 
tion gave  evidence  of  Jefferson’s  determination  to  keep 
the  Embargo  if  possible  and  convinced  Pickering  that  the 
time  had  come  for  more  radical  action.  He  believed  that 
the  Embargo  was  being  maintained  “only  to  save  the  repu- 
tation of  its  authors,111  and  that  the  President  “would 
rather  the  United  States  should  sink  than  change  the  'pres- 
ent system  of  measures ”112  For  a time  he  considered 
writing  an  extended  review  of  Jefferson’s  administration 
for  the  purpose  of  exposing  what  he  believed  to  be  its 
wicked  policies,113  but  he  soon  abandoned  this  plan.114 
Even  while  he  was  planning  this  attack  and  gathering 
information  for  it,  other  lines  of  action  were  proving 
more  profitable.  All  New  England  was  swinging  over  to

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his  side  and  by  January  it  was  apparent  that  the  Massa- 
chusetts legislature,  angered  by  the  Senate’s  treatment 
of  its  resolution  and  encouraged  by  the  rise  of  popular 
discontent,  would  during  its  winter  session  take  some 
action  in  line  with  what  Pickering  had  been  suggesting 
for  months.  Now  he  could  see  that  more  was  to  be  gained 
from  directing  the  resistance  of  Massachusetts  than  from 
following  any  other  plan  of  attack. 

New  England  was  now  seething  with  discontent.  As 
winter  set  in,  the  economic  distress  of  large  numbers 
became  acute,  as  even  that  devoted  partisan  of  Jefferson, 
the  Reverend  William  Bentley,  had  to  admit  as  he  recorded 
the  activities  of  charity  in  Salem.115  Although  the  sea- 
ports were  the  chief  sufferers,  the  rural  districts  were  also 
affected.  As  this  distress  grew,  Jefferson’s  policies  be- 
came more  distasteful  than  ever  and  talk  of  armed  resis- 
tance, and  even  of  secession,  became  common.  So  loud 
was  this  rumble  of  discontent  that  in  December  John 
Howe,  the  Canadian  observer,  wrote  to  a friend: 

“If  the  present  oppressive  system  of  Embargo  or  non- 
intercourse is  persisted  in,  and  our  Government  should  not 
think  it  good  policy  to  help  them  out  of  their  present  embar- 
rassed situation,  it  is  highly  probable  that  a separation  of 
these  States  will  be  the  consequence.  — That  indignation 
against  the  measures  of  their  Government,  which  I noticed 
when  I passed  through  New  England,  in  the  Summer,  has 
now  arisen  to  a much  greater  height,  and  as  I passed  through 
now  on  my  way  to  Washington,  I became  fully  satisfied  that 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Southern  States  [of  New  England] 
will  not  much  longer  suffer  themselves  to  be  excluded  from 
the  ocean.”116 

Of  this  temper  of  the  people  Pickering  was  duly  in- 
formed by  his  many  correspondents.117 

Such  news  served  to  strengthen  his  convictions,  and

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when  Christopher  Gore  wrote  on  December  20  to  ask  what 
course  the  legislature  should  pursue  at  its  winter  session, 
and  to  suggest  that  it  should  step  cautiously  unless  several 
other  states  should  show  some  willingness  to  co-operate 
with  Massachusetts  in  concerting  measures  of  opposi- 
tion,118 Pickering,  although  seeming  to  agree  on  the  neces- 
sity for  the  united  action  of  all  the  New  England  states, 
recommended  nullification. 

“Pray  look  into  the  Constitution/’  he  wrote,  “particularly 
to  the  tenth  article  of  the  amendments.  How  are  powers 
reserved  to  the  States  respectively,  or  to  the  people,  to  be 
maintained,  but  by  the  respective  states  judging  for  them- 
selves & putting  their  negative  on  the  usurpations  of  the 
general  government/'119 

But  whatever  hesitation  he  may  have  had  vanished  in 
the  course  of  the  next  few  weeks,  as  town  meetings  all 
over  Massachusetts  besought  the  legislature  to  act  in  their 
defense.  Their  resolutions  summarized  the  grievances 
of  the  discontented  groups  and  declared,  “No  resource 
remains  to  us  but  in  the  protection  of  our  State  Legisla- 
ture.”120 At  last  the  reaction  for  which  Pickering  had 
hoped  had  come  and  affairs  had  come  to  such  a pass  that 
it  was  necessary  for  the  legislature  to  take  some  action. 
Just  what  that  action  should  be  was  the  question  that 
bothered  the  Federalist  leaders  of  Massachusetts.  Pick- 
ering, however,  did  not  share  the  doubts  of  most  of  his 
associates.  In  Washington  he  had  observed  that,  in  spite 
of  much  discussion  of  a change  in  the  administration 
policy,  Jefferson  was  still  determined  to  maintain  the 
Embargo,  or  at  least  to  postpone  the  date  of  repeal  until 
he  was  out  of  office.  Hence,  Pickering  concluded  that  the

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time  had  come  to  strike,  and  strike  hard,  in  order  that  the 
President  might  be  forced  to  yield  at  once. 

While  in  this  state  of  mind,  he  wrote  to  Timothy  Wil- 
liams on  February  4: 

“Upon  this  aspect  of  things,  it  behooves  our  state  legisla- 
ture to  advance  with  a firm  step,  in  defense  of  the  rights  of 
our  citizens  and  of  the  Constitution.  The  least  relaxation 
or  wavering  in  the  Councils  of  N.  England  would  give  them 
fresh  courage,  & hazard  the  most  disastrous  consequences.”121 

In  even  more  forceful  terms  he  replied  to  one  request  for 
advice,122  that  he  hoped  that  the  counsel  of  timid  men 
would  not  prevail  in  Massachusetts. 

“Defeat  the  accursed  measure  now,”  he  demanded,  “and 
you  not  only  restore  commerce,  agriculture,  and  all  sorts  of 
business  to  activity,  but  save  the  country  from  a British  war. 
The  power  of  the  present  miserable  rulers  will  then  be  anni- 
hilated. It  is  only  for  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  or 
even  Massachusetts  alone,  to  will  the  defeat  of  the  Embargo 
Acts  and  they  will  become  a dead  letter.  But  if  there  be 
wavering  and  timidity — our  worst  enemies — the  devoted  ad- 
herents of  France  will  rise  with  renewed  and  increased  force 
and  assuredly  plunge  this  country  into  a war  with  Great 
Britain.”123 

But  few  other  Federalist  leaders  were  willing  to  take 
such  a bold  and  emphatic  stand  in  favor  of  nullification 
as  Pickering,  although  they  were  equally  desirous  of  driv- 
ing Jefferson  from  his  adherence  to  the  Embargo.  Some 
of  them  felt  that  the  Union  was  in  danger  and  they  did 
not  care  to  precipitate  disunion  by  a hasty  step  toward 
nullification.  A few,  indeed,  endeavored  to  impress  Pick- 
ering with  their  fears.124  To  at  least  one  of  them  Picker-

Apparently  he  felt  that  the 
issue  would  never  he  pushed  that  far.  In  fact,  an  exami-

But  the  advices  of  the  moderate  men  prevailed,  for  the 
Massachusetts  legislature  stopped  short  of  actual  nullifi- 
cation. In  what  the  Federalists  were  pleased  to  style  “The 
Patriotick  Proceedings,”  the  legislature  justified  the  ap- 
peals of  the  town  meetings,  condemned  the  Embargo,  gave 
its  opinion  that  the  law  was  unconstitutional,  drew  up 
a remonstrance  to  Congress,  published  an  address  to  the 
people  of  the  state,  and  called  upon  the  other  commercial 
states  to  join  Massachusetts  in  proposing  constitutional 
amendments  to  safeguard  their  interests.  But  it  was 
notable  that  while  the  legislature  went  so  far,  it  did  not 
declare  the  law  null  and  void  and  it  did  ask  the  people 
to  refrain  from  forcible  resistance.  Its  only  positive 
action  was  to  issue  a call  for  a convention  of  the  commer- 
cial states  to  decide  what  measures  were  necessary  to  pro- 
tect their  interests.126

Its  success  in  winning  the  support 
of  thousands  and  its  frequent  discussion  and  threat  of 
secession  had  alarmed  many  northern  Republicans  like 
Joseph  Story,  until  these  men  were  convinced  that  the 
only  safety  for  the  nation  and  their  party  lay  in  a modifi- 
cation of  the  administration  policy.127  Even  Jefferson 
admitted  that  the  northern  opposition  was  a major  cause 
of  his  defeat.  He,  too,  feared  that  disunion  was  approach- 
ing and  that  the  real  object  of  the  Massachusetts  Feder- 
alists was  “to  take  advantage  of  the  first  war  with  Eng- 
land to  separate  the  N.  E.  states  from  the  union.”128 
Bitter  at  his  failure  to  ruin  the  “Essex  Junto,”  an  object 
dear  to  his  heart,  he  complained  of  the  defection  of  the 
northern  members  of  his  party  and  blamed  them  for  the 
surrender  to  Federalism,129  but  at  the  same  time  he  recog- 
nized that  the  acts  of  the  Massachusetts  towns  and  the 
“Patriotick  Proceedings”  of  the  state  legislature  were  fun- 
damentally responsible  for  his  defeat.130 

For  the  defeat  of  the  Embargo  and  the  revival  of  New 
England  Federalism,  Pickering  was  probably  more  respon- 
sible than  any  other  one  man.  From  the  first  he  saw  the 
opportunity  which  was  presented  to  his  party.  He  de-

foundation  of  the  government  shaken  under  my  feet  by  the

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veloped  the  political  and  economic  argument  against  Jef- 
ferson’s pacific  policy  and  indicated  the  method  by  which 
the  commercial  states  might  defeat  it.  His  appeal  to  his 
constituents  accelerated  the  Federalist  reaction  of  1808 
and  his  voice  was  prominent  in  the  party  councils  that 
carried  that  reaction  to  at  least  a partial  victory.  Although 
his  program  was  not  completely  accepted,  in  all  likelihood 
a union  of  the  commercial  states  would  have  nullified  the 
Embargo  if  the  repeal  of  the  law  had  not  intervened.  In 
assuming  the  leadership  of  the  opposition  to  Jefferson,  he 
entered  into  questionable  relations  with  England  which 
helped  to  persuade  that  nation  not  to  push  matters  with 
the  United  States  and  to  let  events  take  their  course.  He 
aided  in  producing  a belief  in  England  that,  in  case  of 
war,  Hew  England  would  abandon  the  United  States,  and 
he  assisted  materially  in  the  erection  of  a British  party 
in  America  that  seemed  to  be  the  living  proof  of  the  rep- 
resentations he  had  made  to  George  H.  Rose.  At  the 
head  of  this  party  he  forced  the  surrender  of  the  Embargo 
and  restored  Hew  England  to  the  guidance  of  Federalism.

About  1840,  the  Common  lands  had  been  finally  di- 
vided among  those  who  had  rights  in  them ; by  whom  they 
were  generally  sold.

The  estate  “Kernwood”  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Francis 
Peabody,  father  of  Mr.  Endicott  Peabody,  who  inher- 
ited it. 

Pap's  203,  Paragraph  2: 

The  deed  dated  1856  should  be  1866  (printer’s  mis- 
take) to  Mr.  F.  Gordon  Dexter,  was  from  Isaac  and  Abi- 
gail Prince.  There  is  a later  deed  recorded  in  1868  from 
Franklin  Haven  for  land  and  buildings  for  which  Mr. 
Dexter  paid  $1,250  • this  house  was  built  by  the  Larcoms. 
There  are  also  deeds  from  the  Obears,  Larcoms  and  Has- 
kells to  Mr.  Dexter,  within  the  next  four  or  five  years. 
Page  204,  Paragraph  1 : 

The  paragraph  referring  to  the  transfer  of  property 
from  Charles  W.  Woodberry  to  Hon.  Robert  S.  Rantoul 
is  an  error;  this  land  was  in  Beverly  proper. 

The  property  east  of  Mr.  Haven  was  bought  from 
Joseph  Woodbury,  by  David  A.  Neal.  On  the  death  of 
David  A.  Neal,  his  wife  Harriet  C.  Neal  inherited  this 
estate,  and  upon  her  death  the  three  heirs  were  Margaret 
M.  Neal,  Harriet  C.  Rantoul,  wife  of  Hon.  Robert  S. 
Rantoul,  and  Theodore  A.  Neal.  By  later  deeds  this 
estate  became  the  property  of  Mrs.  Robert  S.  Rantoul 
(Harriet  C.  (Neal)  Rantoul).

Charles  S.  Woodberry  to  Robert  S.  Rantoul  was  in 
Beverly  proper.  The  Rantoul  land  at  the  Farms  was 
bought  by  David  A.  Neal  in  1845  and  inherited  by  the 
Rantouls  from  Mrs.  Neal,  whose  daughter,  Harriet  C. 
Neal,  was  Mrs.  Robert  S.  Rantoul. 
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The  American  Notebooks  by  Nathaniel  Hawthorne, 
based  upon  the  original  manuscripts  in  the  Pierpont 
Morgan  Library  and  edited  by  Randall  Stewart,  assistant 
professor  of  English,  Yale  University.  1932.  xcvi  + 
350  pp.,  octavo,  cloth.  Yale  University  Press.  Price, 
$5.00. 

Lovers  of  Hawthorne  and  students  of  his  writings  will 
welcome  this  new  edition  of  the  “ American  Note  Books.” 
It  has  been  well  known  for  years  that  Mrs.  Hawthorne  was 
a ruthless  editor  when,  in  1868,  after  her  husband's  death, 
she  published  “Passages,”  but  it  has  remained  for  Dr. 
Stewart  to  show  how  vigorously  she  had  wielded  the  blue 
pencil  in  attempting  to  cover  up  what  she  evidently  regarded 
as  the  commonplace  in  her  husband's  makeup.  In  revising 
Hawthorne's  writings  according  to  the  prudery  of  the  eigh- 
teen sixties,  she  portrayed  a Hawthorne  vastly  different  from 
the  man  his  friends  had  known.  Dr.  Stewart  has  now  re- 
printed the  “Notebooks,”  verbatim  et  literatim , and  Haw- 
thorne appears  the  very  human  man  with  a “fondness  for 
low  company  and  quite  ordinary  people,  with  an  ineradicable 
streak  of  rusticity  in  his  nature,  with  a fondness  for  realism, 
and  with  a frequently  cynical  or  pessimistic  outlook  on  life.” 

The  details  of  Mrs.  Hawthorne's  revisions  are  amusing 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  present  day.  However,  in  extenu- 
ation of  her  practice  of  deleting  comments  of  a critical 
nature  which  he  had  made  upon  some  of  his  friends  and 
acquaintances,  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  many  of  the  char- 
acters were  still  living  when  the  volume  was  published.  Dr. 
Stewart  has  given  us  a real  picture  of  the  Great  Romancer. 

The  chapters  on  character  types  and  recurrent  themes  in 
Hawthorne's  fiction  are  studies  made  from  an  intimate  ac- 
quaintance with  all  of  the  great  author's  writings,  and  the 
voluminous  notes  arranged  at  the  end  of  the  volume  are  a 
veritable  mine  of  information.  Much  of  the  material  in  the 
“American  Notebooks”  relates  to  Hawthorne's  life  before  he 
left  Salem  for  permanent  residence  elsewhere. 
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Franklin  Pierce.  Young  Hickory  of  the  Granite 
Hills.  By  Roy  Franklin  Nichols.  1931.  615  pp, 

octavo,  cloth.  Philadelphia : University  of  Pennsylvania 
Press.  Price,  $5.00. 

In  this  biography  of  the  fourteenth  President  of  the  United 
States,  Dr.  Nichols  has  succeeded  to  a superlative  degree  in 
explaining  Pierce  not  only  as  himself  but  as  a type.  This 
is  the  first  definitive  biography  of  Pierce  and  the  author  has 
contributed  much  not  only  to  the  hitherto  neglected  and  per- 
haps misunderstood  character  of  his  subject  but  to  the  his- 
tory of  the  times  in  which  he  lived.  Dr.  Nichols  answers 
the  query  as  to  why  Pierce’s  own  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as 
well  as  the  people  of  the  country  at  large,  refused  to  honor 
him.  He  writes : “The  answer  is  found  in  the  bitterness  of 
that  troubled  period  of  the  nation’s  history,  when  a large 
group  of  people  in  its  northern  states,  conscientiously  and 
patriotically  laboring  for  what  they  considered  to  be  the  best 
means  of  preserving  the  Union,  so  lost  caste  in  the  community 
that  their  names  became  bywords  of  reproach  for  more  than 
a generation.”  Pierce’s  failure  to  sense  the  full  portent  of 
the  changes  that  were  developing  in  America — the  rapid 
changes  from  agricultural  to  urban  interest — are  fully 
brought  out.  The  difficult  days  of  the  anti-slavery  agitation 
and  the  growth  of  special  economic  interests  are  vividly  por- 
trayed, together  with  many  striking  personalities  that  con- 
tributed to  the  picture. 

Of  much  interest  in  this  connection  are  the  references  to 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne,  life-long  friend  of  Franklin  Pierce, 
and  a beneficiary  of  his  political  favors.  Dr.  Nichols  had 
access  to  valuable  Pierce  correspondence,  and  quotations  from 
many  letters,  never  hitherto  published,  assist  greatly  in  pre-. 
senting  a correct  picture  of  mid-nineteenth  century  political 
and  social  life.  Not  the  least  charm  of  the  book  is  the 
atmosphere  it  conveys  of  New  Hampshire  country  life  and 
Washington  society  before  the  Civil  War.  It  is  an  authori- 
tative volume  as  might  be  expected  from  Dr.  Nichols,  who 
is  professor  of  history  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Colonial  Architecture  of  Cape  Cod,  Nantucket  and 
Martha’s  Vineyard.  By  Alfred  Easton  Poor.  1932, 
quarto,  cloth,  135  plates.  New  York,  William  Helburn, 
Inc.  Price,  $8.40. 

In  preparing  this  volume  the  purpose  of  the  author  was 
“First,  to  make  a record  of  the  houses  of  our  ancestors  before

time  and  ‘modernization’  take  too  great  a toll  from  existing 
examples.  Second,  to  show  the  beauty  that  these  houses 
achieve.  ...”  The  architecture  of  these  three  localities  is 
distinctly  different  from  that  of  other  parts  of  New  England, 
a difference  well  shown  in  the  135  full-page  plates  from  photo- 
graphs taken  by  Mr.  Poor.  Sea-faring  men  desire  their 
houses  compact  and  ship-shape,  and  here  and  there  one  sees 
a bowed  roof  ; and  panelled  rooms  are  common,  reminding 
them  of  long  days  at  sea. 

There  is  no  text,  but  the  author  has  listed  separately  the 
plates  for  one-storey,  two  storey,  and  three  storey  houses,  and 
the  name  of  the  town  is  always  given.  There  are  illustra- 
tions of  barns  and  out-buildings,  windmills,  fences,  doorways, 
windows;  twenty-four  interiors  and  eighteen  measured  draw- 
ings. The  last  plate  is  of  unusual  interest — Cape  Cod  typi- 
cal floor  patterns  and  splatters.  The  book  is  a quarto  and 
is  attractively  bound. 

Early  American  Pressed  Class.  By  Euth  Webb  Lee. 
1931.  622  p.,  octavo,  cloth,  illus.  Published  by  the 

author,  Pittsford,  New  York. 

Euth  Webb  Lee,  after  years  of  study,  has  given  to  collectors 
of  glass  an  authoritative  hook  on  Early  American  Pressed 
Class,  covering  the  entire  field  of  pressed  glass  manufacture 
in  the  United  States  from  the  late  1820’s  to  1880.  She  stud- 
ied many  of  the  early  trade  catalogues  of  the  Pittsburgh 
glassmakers.  Nearly  2,000  pieces  are  illustrated  and  the  pat- 
terns are  classified,  so  that  every  lover  of  glass  can  study  his 
favorite  patterns— daisy,  hobnail,  sawtooth  or  New  England 
pineapple,  thumbprint,  etc.  There  is  one  rare  piece  illus- 
trated— a Currier  and  Ives  platter  of  a railroad  train,  the 
famous  Engine  No.  350  of  the  Union  Pacific  Eailroad,  1869. 
An  adequate  index  completes  a most  valuable  book  for  all 
glass  collectors  to  own. 

Eoger  Williams.  New  England  Firebrand.  By  James 
Ernst.  1932.  538  pp.,  octavo,  cloth,  illus.  New  York; 
The  Macmillan  Company.  Price,  $4.00. 

Unable  to  find  an  adequate  study  of  the  revolutionary  life 
of  Eoger  Williams,  Dr.  Ernst  set  about  to  provide  one,  and  in 
his  researches,  which  have  covered  this  country  and  England, 
has  produced  a volume  highly  documented  and  convincingly 
written.  Naturally  he  pays  his  respects  to  the  narrowness  of 
the  New  England  clergy  who,  not  understanding  what  man- 
ner of  man  Williams  was,  banished  him,  only  to  found  a 
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more  liberal  colony  in  the  wilds  of  Rhode  Island.  From  the 
New  England  point  of  view,  Williams,  as  Cotton  Mather 
expressed  it,  was  “the  first  rebel  against  the  divine  church 
order  established  in  the  wilderness.”  This  attitude  has  been 
superseded  in  the  present  volume  with  the  more  modern 
realization  that  Williams  was  far  ahead  of  his  contempo- 
raries in  civil  and  religious  interpretation.  His  personal 
charm,  a forgiving  spirit,  and  self-assurance,  were  qualities 
which  made  him  a leader  throughout  his  life.  Dr.  Ernst 
has  performed  a service  in  checking  former  opinions  against 
contemporary  records  and  through  such  re-examination  has 
presented  a book  that  is  well  balanced  and  authoritative. 

The  opening  chapters  relating  to  the  ancestry  of  Roger 
Williams  are  reminders  of  the  discoveries  along  these  lines 
years  ago  by  the  distinguished  Salem  antiquarian,  Henry  F. 
Waters,  Esq.,  who  in  his  years  of  research  in  England  was 
the  first  to  determine  the  correct  lines  of  descent.  Dr.  Ernst 
has  added  an  English  atmosphere  which  is  pleasing.  The 
book  is  a strong  presentation  of  Williams’s  civil  experiment 
in  new-born  liberty  in  the  American  wilderness,  which  prin- 
ciples and  institutions,  Dr.  Ernst  declares,  have  spread  over 
the  entire  American  nation.  This  volume  will  be  read  with 
interest  by  those  who  have  been  familiar  with  previous  biog- 
raphies, as  this  is  the  most  comprehensive  of  all. 

Romantic  Rebel.  The  Story  of  Nathaniel  Hawthorne. 

By  Hildegarde  Hawthorne.  1932.  231  pp,  octavo,  cloth. 

The  Century  Company.  Price,  $2.50. 

The  granddaughter  of  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  has  added 
another  volume  to  the  already  long  list  of  biographies  of 
this  distinguished  native  of  old  Salem.  A foreword  by 
Albert  Bigelow  Paine  describes  the  thrill  he  experienced  when 
as  a youth  he  fell  under  the  spell  of  “The  Scarlet  Letter,” 
and  “The  House  of  the  Seven  Cables.”  He  continues:  “It 
was  as  much  as  twenty  years  later  that  I met  Nathaniel 
Hawthorne’s  granddaughters.  It  was  incredible,  of  course, 
but  there  they  were.  Those  ‘Hawthorne  girls !’  Imagine ! 
To  me  they  were  a part  of  a far  country,  a fairy  land  where 
there  would  be  an  ‘old  manse’  and  a haunted  room — blood 
relations  to  Hester  Prynne — one  with  old  Salem  and  a van- 
ished day.  I could  not  get  used  to  it.” 

Miss  Hawthorne  has  not  attempted  a critical  estimate  of 
her  grandfather.  She  has  acknowledged  his  peculiarities  and 
his  preference  for  solitude.  Unlike  some  previous  biogra- 
phers she  has  not  over-emphasized  his  dislike  for  Salem, 
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neither  has  she  attributed  it  entirely  to  the  dullness  of  his 
native  town.  She  opens  the  first  chapter  with  a happy  de- 
scription of  Salem  on  the  day  of  Hawthorne’s  birth,  July  4, 
1804,  the  populace  in  holiday  attire,  the  town  all  agog  with 
parades  of  Federalists  and  Republicans,  in  separate  parts  of 
the  town,  ending  with  dinners  in  separate  halls,  with  evening 
illuminations  along  the  water  front  until  the  festivities  closed 
with  the  watchman  calling  the  midnight  hour.  All  lights 
were  out.  But  one  still  burned  in  an  upper  chamber  of  a 
hip-roofed  house  in  Union  Street ! 

The  story  is  told  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  family,  with 
Hawthorne’s  loved  ones  about  him.  It  is  a portrayal  of 
intimate  family  life  that  could  be  given  only  by  a member 
of  the  inner  circle.  She  is  quite  vigorous  in  her  denuncia- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Charles  W.  Upham,  the  alleged  instigator 
of  the  political  intrigue  that  deprived  Hawthorne  of  his 
position  in  the  Salem  Custom  House,  and  her  explanation 
of  how  it  happened  is  interesting.  Altogether  a book  which 
will  appeal  to  lovers  of  Hawthorne  everywhere. 

Old  Houses  in  the  South  County  of  Rhode  Island.  Part 
I.  With  Notes  by  Mrs.  William  B.  Weeden  and  Intro- 
duction by  William  Davis  Miller.  Compiled  by  the  Na- 
tional Society  of  the  Colonial  Dames  in  Rhode  Island 
and  Providence  Plantations.  1932.  68  pp.,  quarto,  cloth, 
illus.  Providence,  Printed  for  the  Society.  Price,  cloth, 
$3.00;  paper,  $2.25. 

This  book  is  a valuable  contribution  to  the  architectural 
history  and  domestic  life  of  the  Colonial  and  early  Federal 
periods  and  serves  as  an  introduction  to  the  less  known  of 
the  southern  portion  of  Rhode  Island.  It  contains  93  illustra- 
tions of  the  exterior  and  interior  of  typical  houses  of  that 
locality,  together  with  two  maps  (one  drawn  by  Norman  M. 
Isham)  showing  the  exact  location  of  houses  mentioned  in 
the  text,  as  well  as  sites  of  former  important  houses  and  land- 
marks. The  edition  is  limited  and  is  handsomely  printed,  a 
product  of  the  Merrymount  Press. 

Pewter  Down  tile  Ages.  From  Mediaeval  Times  to  the 
Present  Day,  with  Notes  on  Evolution.  With  pamphlet 
of  English  makers’  marks.  By  Howard  Herchel  Cot- 
terell.  1932.  237  pp.,  large  octavo,  cloth,  illus.  Boston 
and  New  York:  Houghton  Mifflin  Company.  Price 
$7.00. 

The  value  of  this  new  volume  on  pewter  is  in  the  author’s

research  work  in  the  Continental  type,  which  dates  much  far- 
ther back  than  the  English  pieces.  Heretofore  the  American 
and  English  collectors  have  not  been  greatly  interested  in  the 
more  ornate  Continental  pewter.  The  Netherlands,  like  Great 
Britain,  “resolutely  set  her  face  against  the  decoration  of 
her  Pewter-wares.”  Dutch  pewter  can  be  studied  in  old  pic- 
tures, and  the  early  Dutch  masters  can  be  depended  upon  to 
paint  each  flagon  with  great  care.  A chapter  is  devoted  to 
the  evolution  of  pewter,  another  to  early  mediaeval  pieces,  and 
so  on  down  to  the  nineteenth  century.  There  is  a glossary, 
a folding  pocket  map  of  English  makers’  marks,  and  159  very 
fine  illustrations,  including  some  of  the  paintings  in  which 
pewter  pieces  are  shown.  The  book  is  attractively  bound  in 
blue  cloth.  Mr.  Cotterell  has  written  several  valuable  books 
on  English  pewter  and  collectors  are  now  still  more  in  his 
debt. 

The  Stukely  Westcott  Family,  1592-1932.  By  Roscoe 
Leighton  Whitman.  1932.  xiv  -f-  435  pp.,  octavo,  cloth, 
illus.  Published  by  the  Author  at  Oneonta,  New  York. 
Price,  $10.00. 

This  is  a new  history  and  genealogy  of  a family  which  had 
its  beginnings  in  Salem,  Massachusetts,  and  whose  descend- 
ants are  to  be  found  in  many  of  the  Eastern  states.  Stukely 
Westcott  went  from  Salem  to  become  one  of  the  original  pro- 
prietors of  the  Providence  Plantations  in  1638,  and  was  later, 
1643,  of  Warwick,  R.  I.  Especial  attention  is  given  to  the 
Westcotts  of  Cheshire,  Massachusetts,  and  of  Milford,  Ostego 
County,  New  York,  together  with  some  of  the  allied  families. 
The  family  coat  of  arms  is  reproduced  in  colors,  and  there 
are  several  illustrations,  including  useful  maps  of  the  localities 
where  the  families  have  been  prominent.  The  English  ances- 
try is  also  traced  to  Devon  and  Somerset.  The  volume  con- 
tains more  than  the  usual  amount  of  interesting  biographical 
material.  There  is  a full  index  of  Christian  names  of  the 
Westcott  family,  but  genealogists  will  regret  that  there  is  no 
adequate  index  of  names  other  than  Westcott. 

William  Henry  Knight.  California  Pioneer.  By  Bertha 
Knight  Power.  1932.  252  pp.,  octavo,  cloth,  illus.  Pri- 
vately printed,  and  not  for  sale. 

This  is  a biography  of  one  of  the  pioneers  of  California  who 
became  prominently  identified  with  San  Francisco  from  the 
covered  wagon  days  to  about  1880,  when  he  went  to  Cincin- 
nati. Mr.  Knight  was  descended  from  the  Knights  of  New- 
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bury  and  the  Jewetts  of  Rowley,  as  well  as  from  other  Massa- 
chusetts families.  He  was  born  in  Harmony,  N.  Y.,  in  1835. 
At  first  a school  teacher,  he  went  to  California  in  1859,  and 
being  associated  with  publishers  he  was  brought  into  contact 
with  Bret  Harte,  Starr  King,  Mark  Twain,  and  other  well- 
known  men,  including  James  Lick,  the  founder  of  the  obser- 
vatory which  bears  his  name,  the  erection  of  which  was  sug 
gested  by  Knight.  He  compiled,  in  1867,  a map  of  the  Pacific 
States,  which  was  published.  The  social,  literary  and  scien- 
tific work  with  which  he  was  connected,  as  well  as  his  business 
enterprises,  both  in  San  Francisco  and  Cincinnati,  are  enter- 
tainingly told  by  his  daughter,  whose  death  took  place  just 
before  the  volume  was  published.  It  has  been  brought  out 
as  a memorial  to  her  by  her  brother. 

Early  Settlers  of  Rowley,  Massachusetts.  Compiled  by 
George  Brainard  Blodgette,  A.M.  Revised,  edited  and 
published  by  Amos  Everett  Jewett.  1933.  472  pp., 

octavo,  cloth,  illus.,  with  index.  Price,  $25.00. 

This  volume  is  a genealogical  record  of  the  families  which 
settled  in  Rowley  before  1700,  with  several  generations  of 
their  descendants.  Mr.  Blodgette  began  this  work  as  early 
as  1870,  and  for  a period  of  nearly  fifty  years,  until  his  death 
in  1918,  was  constantly  adding  to  it.  His  accuracy  in  matters 
genealogical  was  well-known  and  Mr.  Jewett,  in  enlarging 
upon  his  work,  has  brought  together  a volume  which  will  be 
indispensible  to  all  whose  ancestry  is  traced  to  that  particular 
part  of  Essex  County.  The  illustrations,  fifty-eight  in  num- 
ber, are  for  the  most  part  reproductions  of  old  houses  of 
Rowley.  The  make-up  of  the  book,  the  printing  and  binding, 
are  all  of  the  best  workmanship,  from  the  office  of  Newcomb 
and  Gauss  Company  of  Salem.  Strongly  recommended  to  all 
genealogical  libraries. 
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MARBLEHEAD  TOWN  RECORDS. 


Annotated  by  William  Hammond  Bowden. 


It  is  not  without  significance  that  the  first  page  of  the 
records  of  the  town  should  deal  with  the  problems  of 
the  land  of  the  township,  for  those  problems  constantly 
recurred  throughout  the  history  of  seventeenth  century 
Marblehead  — indeed,  the  controversy  re-echoed  faintly 
two  hundred  years  later  when  in  18761  an  attempt  was 
made  to  prevent  the  building  of  Abbot  Hall  on  the  ground 
that  the  town  did  not  and  never  had  owned  the  proposed 
site.  The  Common,  it  was  argued,  belonged  to  that 
vague  and  elusive  body,  the  Commoners  of  Marblehead. 

To  understand  the  early  records  is  impossible  without 
a clear  grasp  of  the  origin  and  rights  of  the  various  classes 
of  farmers,  commoners  and  non-commoner  inhabitants. 
Their  origin  is  one  and  the  same  with  the  origin  of  the 
town. 

On  May  6,  1635  the  General  Court2  consented  that 
Marblehead  be  a Plantation,  Salem  and  John  Humphrey, 
Esq.,  selling  land  to  the  inhabitants  as  needed.  A Planta- 
tion made  the  little  collection  of  houses  and  fishing  stages 
around  Little  Harbor  into  a sort  of  corporation  for  busi- 
ness purposes,  though  still  politically  dependent  on 
Salem.  The  Plantation  may  well  have  resulted  from 
some  business  reorganization  of  the  fishery  resulting  from 
the  departure  of  Isaac  Allerton.  On  Nov.  2,  1636, 3 
Salem  ordered  for  the  furthering  of  the  fishing  trade  that

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no  land  be  sold  at  Marblehead  save  as  is  usually  given 
by  the  Town  to  fishermen.  This  appears  to  be  directly 
contrary  to  the  order  of  the  General  Court,  but  it  may 
easily  have  been  inspired  by  the  leaders  at  Marblehead 
who  would  not  be  anxious  to  see  their  crews  turn  from 
fishing  to  farming.  At  any  rate,  it  appears  to  have  had 
little  effect,  for  in  16414  the  people  at  Marblehead  were 
permitted  to  lay  out  their  own  land  under  the  supervision 
of  one  Salem  selectman.  On  Dec.  12,  1648, 5 Salem 
allowed  Marblehead  to  be  a town  by  itself  and  on 
May  21,  1649, 6 the  General  Court  confirmed  the  action 
of  Salem.  The  limits  of  the  town  were  the  utmost  extent 
of  Mr.  Humphrey’s  farm. 

Col.  John  Humphrey  had  been  granted  his  land  on 
May  2,  1636,  by  Salem,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  Planta- 
tion at  Marblehead  to  purchase.  It  appears  from  testi- 
mony in  later  cases7  that  when  the  town  was  being 
formed,  certain  men,  leaders  in  the  old  Plantation,  raised 
the  money  to  buy  out  John  Humphrey.  It  was  probably 
paid  in  instalments  beginning  in  1648  and  ending  in 
1655  when  the  deed  was  passed.  The  shares  in  the  farm 
were  represented  by  ten-acre  lots  which  were  probably 
not  so  much  actual  individual  plots  of  land  (though  in 
course  of  time  they  tended  to  become  so)  as  tokens  of 
proportionate  participation  in  the  purchase. 

The  result  of  these  transactions  was  the  appearance  of 
the  three  classes  of  farmers,  commoners,  and  non-com- 
moners. The  farmers  were  the  purchasers  of  Mr.  John 
Humphrey’s  farm;  they  included  probably  some  new  men 
as  well  as  the  chief  figures  in  the  old  Plantation.  The 
commoners  (who  might  also  be  farmers)  were  the  early 
settlers,  the  men  who  had  formed  the  Plantation  and 
paid  for  the  minister;  on  the  formation  of  the  town  all 
the  unoccupied  land  granted  by  Salem  devolved  upon 
them.  The  non-commoners  who  must  at  first  have  been

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a small  class,  included  poor  or  late  comers,  who  had  not 
put  money  into  the  farm  or  had  never  had  any  share  in  the 
commons.  In  the  course  of  time  the  farmers  and  com- 
moners became  to  all  intents  and  purposes  the  same. 
Also,  as  more  new  settlers  arrived,  their  proportionate 
importance  declined ; hence,  probably  the  adoption  of 
the  rule  in  16 62 8 that  only  commoners  could  be  Towns- 
men. Perhaps  this  rule  was  not  permanently  enforced, 
for  in  16789  the  committee  of  commoners  for  the  stint 
of  cattle  had  to  petition  the  Court  to  compel  the  select- 
men to  issue  warrants. 

That  the  commoners  regarded  the  commons  and  the 
revenue  from  it  as  theirs  and  not  to  be  appropriated  for 
town  purposes  is  shown  in  the  petition  of  the  non-com- 
moners on  March  24,  1674  ;10  in  this  view  the  Court  su&- 
tained  them  and  until  the  end  of  the  seventeenth  century 
they  continued  as  a powerful  and  independent  element  in 
the  town’s  life.11 

The  following  pages  contain  all  of  the  records  as  found 
in  Volume  I,  in  the  custody  of  the  Town  Clerk  of 
Marblehead.  This  volume  is  preserved  by  the  so-called 
“Emery  process,”  — each  leaf  having  been  placed  between 
pieces  of  transparent  silk,  thereby  keeping  the  records 
intact.  Previous  to  this  work  of  preservation,  some  of 
the  pages  had  become  torn  and  the  writing  indistinct. 
Volume  I is,  for  the  most  part,  a record  of  Town  Meetings 
and  Selectmen’s  Meetings.  Volume  II,  which  will  follow 
later,  contains  records  of  the  proprietors  of  the  common 
lands  and  early  land  grants.  Both  books  cover  substan- 
tially the  same  period.

This  life  of  the  Mormon  prophet,  written  by  a member  of 
the  Chnrch  of  the  Latter  Day  Saints,  gives  the  best  picture 
of  that  spectacular,  strange  and  fascinating  personality,  that 
has  been  published.  Although  tinged  with  rather  a roseate 
hue  in  his  fervor  for  the  cause,  the  amazing  story  as  told  by 
Mr.  Evans  makes  a good  case  for  the  founder  of  the  great 
Mormon  church.  Smith  was  a native  of  New  York  state, 
but  his  forbears  for  more  than  two  hundred  years  were  of 
our  own  Essex  County  in  Massachusetts — the  Smiths,  Cur- 
tises, Goulds  and  others  of  Topsfield  and  Boxford.  The 
author  divides  the  book  into  three  parts — the  early  life  of 
Smith,  his  religious  philosophy,  and  Smith's  own  account 
of  himself  and  his  work.  It  is  not  always  easy  to  reconcile 
the  statements  made  by  the  author,  as  when  he  claims  his 
subject  to  have  been  “born  in  the  lowest  ranks  of  poverty, 
without  book-learning,"  with  no  taste  for  reading,  and  yet 
quotes  many  passages  in  Smith's  speeches  and  writings 
showing  more  than  ordinary  attainments  before  his  death  at 
the  age  of  thirty-nine.  Perhaps  he  was  inspired,  or  was  a 
genius,  perhaps  he  absorbed  knowledge  from  some  of  his 
disciples  who  were  men  of  ability.  It  is  also  difficult  to 
understand  why  the  Mormons  of  the  early  days  were  driven 
from  town  to  town,  and  why  their  lot  was  such  a hard  one 
if  they  were  as  far  above  reproach  as  the  author  states.  Mr. 
Evans  goes  quite  minutely  into  the  persecutions  of  the 
prophet  and  his  people  by  the  settlers  of  the  frontier,  and 
leads  us  to  inquire  what  the  provocation  was  for  such  vil- 
lainous conduct.  There  is  little  doubt  that  plural  marriage, 
as  advocated  at  that  time,  was  the  cause  of  the  vehement 
opposition  to  the  sect. 

With  all  due  allowance  for  his  enthusiasm  for  the  tenets 
of  his  faith,  Mr.  Evans  has  written  a fascinating  story  of 
a remarkable  man.  He  has  had  access  to  the  tremendous 
collection  of  documents  belonging  to  the  Mormon  church, 
and  whether  or  not  one  follows  the  religious  philosophy  of 
the  prophet,  or  whether  or  not  one  believes  in  the  prophet's 
discovery  of  the  Brass  Plates  of  the  Nephites,  as  told  in  the 
“Book  of  Mormon,"  this  biography  is  well  worth  reading. 
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It  is  an  enlightening  revelation  of  a nineteenth  century  move- 
ment which  has  spread  to  all  corners  of  the  world,  with  mil- 
lions of  adherents.

The  author,  who  is  a resident  of  Swampscott,  has  been 
interested  in  the  genealogy  of  the  Eoosevelt  family  for  more 
than  thirty  years,  and  when  it  seemed  probable  that  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt  would  become  President,  Mr.  Johnson  began  a 
systematic  arrangement  of  his  data,  with  the  result  that  he 
has  produced  a most  interesting  record,  particularly  of  the 
New  England  ancestry  of  this  distinguished  family.  Besides 
the  Dutch,  German,  Swedish  and  Huguenot  ancestors  who 
came  to  New  Netherland,  the  various  family  ramifications 
connect  with  Plymouth,  Boston,  Ipswich,  Salem,  Connecticut 
and  Rhode  Island.  By  means  of  charts  which  supplement 
the  text,  the  lines  are  easily  traced.  Among  New  England 
names  are  Stoughton,  Howland,  Southworth,  Cole,  Burt, 
Cheever,  Bill,  Huntington,  Perkins,  Clark,  Lothrop,  Lyman, 
Dane,  and  Peter  Palfrey  of  Salem,  with  many  other  Colonial 
names  of  note.  Recommended  to  genealogical  libraries.

The  author  has  crowded  into  this  volume  an  almost  un- 
believable amount  of  valuable  information  on  the  manners 
and  customs  of  the  ancestors  of  all  Americans  of  English 
descent.  The  reign  of  the  Plantagenets  was  a period  rich 
in  color  and  comedy,  incident  and  romance,  and  Miss  Stuart 
has  woven  into  her  story  so  much  of  humor  that  the  centuries- 
old  affairs  become  a fascinating  human-interest  picture.  As 
a book  of  ready  reference  it  contains  a description  of  the  rise 
and  practice  of  heraldry  of  much  assistance  to  the  amateur, 
and  of  the  knights  and  their  squires,  the  craftsmen  and 
merchants,  poets  and  players,  pilgrims,  nuns  and  friars, 
singers  of  songs  and  tellers  of  tales,  and  the  condition  of 
womankind  during  this  period. 

Low  Genealogy.  The  Descendants  of  Seth  Low  and  Mary 
Porter.  By  Abbot  Low  Moffat.  1932.  74  pp.,  with 

index,  mimeograph  copy,  stiff  paper  cover,  several  charts, 
index.  Price,  $3.00.  Address:  Abbot  Low  Moffat,  136 
East  79th  Street,  New  York  City. 
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This  genealogy  of  the  Low  family  of  Salem  and  New 
York,  well  known  as  eminent  shipping  merchants  in  the  last 
century,  has  been  prepared  by  a descendant,  whose  purpose 
has  been  to  collect  all  available  data,  the  nucleus  of  a more 
extended  work,  giving  biographical  matter  and  thus  trans- 
lating names  into  living  characters.  The  Essex  County  an- 
cestry is  very  thoroughly  brought  out,  including  old  families 
of  Essex,  Ipswich,  Topsfield,  Salem  and  Danvers.  A wel- 
come record  of  this  distinguished  family.  Recommended  to 
genealogical  libraries. 

Andrew  Jackson.  The  Border  Captain.  By  Marquis 
James.  1933.  461  pp.,  octavo,  cloth,  illus.  Indian- 

apolis: The  Bobbs-Merrill  Company.  Price,  $3.50. 

This  volume  is  a life  of  Jackson  before  he  became  the 
seventh  President  of  the  United  States,  from  the  time  of  his 
youth  and  law-student  days  in  North  Carolina  until  as  a 
border  captain  he  won  the  applause  of  thousands  as  a na- 
tional military  hero.  The  book  is  full  of  action,  as  might 
be  expected  in  a life  of  such  a born  leader  who  was  “the 
most  roaring,  rollicking,  game-cocking,  horse-racing,  card- 
playing,  mischievous  fellow  that  ever  lived  in  Salisbury.” 
Here  is  the  tale  of  a dynamic  personality, — Attorney- General 
of  Tennessee  at  twenty-one,  with  his  tumultuous  courtship 
and  marriage  to  Rachel  Donelson  Robards,  with  all  the  gossip 
that  kept  his  hand  on  his  pistol  for  thirty  years;  the  most 
popular  Judge  the  state  had  ever  had,  enforcing  his  own 
decisions  with  firearms;  a colleague  with  Burr,  but  not  in 
the  conspiracy;  the  Dickinson  duel,  and  the  war  with  Eng- 
land, whose  inveterate  enemy  he  was;  “Old  Hickory's”  fruit- 
less march  to  Natchez;  the  Creek  War  and  New  Orleans  with 
its  victory;  and  last,  the  seizure  and  governorship  of  Florida. 
He  was  indeed  a Celtic  chieftain,  who  was  at  once  one  of  the 
most  beloved  and  most  hated  of  all  Americans  of  his  time. 
Yoluminous  documentary  notes,  a bibliography  and  an  index 
complete  the  biography  of  this  extraordinary  son  of  the  “Gar- 
den of  the  Waxhaws.” 

Lighthouses  and  Lightships  of  the  United  States. 
By  George  R.  Putnam.  Revised  edition.  1933.  324 

pp.,  octavo,  cloth,  illus.  Boston : Houghton  Mifflin  Com- 
pany. Price,  $3.50. 

This  new  edition  of  the  author's  previous  work,  published 
in  1917,  contains  additional  material  which  has  been  called 
forth  because  of  the  notable  advance  that  has  been  made  in 
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the  application  of  radio  for  signalling  and  for  communica- 
tion. Mr.  Putnam,  who  is  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Lighthouses,  can  speak  with  authority  on  this  most  interest- 
ing subject.  Beginning  with  the  building  of  Boston  Light 
just  two  centuries  ago,  he  deals  historically  and  descriptively 
with  the  lights  in  various  parts  of  the  country  and  the  accom- 
panying interesting  engineering  achievements.  He  explains 
how  the  lights  are  operated  and  contributes  many  thrilling 
narratives  of  adventure  in  which  lighthouse-keepers  have  been 
involved.  Chapters  on  lights  of  the  Colonial  and  early  Fed- 
eral period  in  Hew  England  are  of  especial  interest. 

Inscriptions  from  Gravestones  from  the  Old  Burying 
Ground,  Norwich  Town,  Connecticut.  With  Ad- 
dress by  George  S.  Porter.  1933.  168  pp.,  quarto,  cloth. 
Norwich:  The  Bulletin  Press.  Price,  $5.00. 

The  Society  of  the  Founders  of  Norwich,  Connecticut,  are 
the  sponsors  of  this  valuable  record,  which  is  handsomely 
printed  and  contains  verbatim  copies  of  inscriptions,  to  which 
is  added  a full  name  index.  There  are  over  1400  copies  of 
inscriptions,  and  an  index  of  1733  names  of  burials  from 
1706  to  1850,  comprising  some  of  Connecticut's  most  dis- 
tinguished statesmen,  legislators,  lawyers  and  judges,  as  well 
as  many  whose  graves  have  been  marked  by  patriotic  socie- 
ties. Such  names  as  Leffingwell,  Huntington,  Tracy,  Water- 
man and  others  appear.  Strongly  recommended  to  genea- 
logical libraries. 

Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  Revolution  from  Bland- 
ford,  Massachusetts.  Compiled  by  Sumner  Gilbert 
Wood.  1933.  52  pp.,  octavo,  cloth.  Price,  $1.75. 

Mr.  Wood  has  given  us  another  volume  on  the  town  of 
Blandford  and  to  him  the  descendants  of  the  old  families 
there  should  be  everlastingly  grateful.  A most  painstaking 
record  of  the  Revolutionary  soldiers  has  been  compiled,  not 
only  from  the  17  volumes  published  by  the  Commonwealth, 
but  from  many  private  sources  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 
The  labor  involved  in  making  such  a list  even  from  the  vol- 
umes already  published  is  apparent  to  anyone  familiar  with 
the  variants  in  spelling  and  also  the  lack  of  mention  of  places 
of  residence  of  so  many  of  the  soldiers  there  recorded.  A 
name  and  geographical  index  is  appended.  Mr.  Wood  has 
set  an  example  for  other  towns  to  follow.  Strongly  recom- 
mended to  genealogical  libraries. 
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Lord  Jeffery  Amherst,  A Soldier  of  the  King.  By 
J.  C.  Long.  1933.  373  pp.,  octavo,  cloth,  illus.  New 
York:  The  Macmillan  Company.  Price,  $4.00. 

Mr.  Long,  as  a graduate  of  Amherst  College  and  a research 
worker,  naturally  felt  an  urge  to  dig  into  the  seventeen 
chests  in  the  cellar  of  a country  house  in  Kent,  England, 
which  contained  the  correspondence  of  Jeffery,  Lord  Amherst, 
and  which  had  remained  unknown  to  history  for  nearly  140 
years.  This  biography  is  largely  based  on  letters  written 
between  1750  and  1800.  He  was  in  the  service  of  King 
George  II  for  many  years.  Mr.  Long  gives  a vivid  picture  of 
this  soldier’s  life,  which  covered  most  of  the  18th  Century, 
with  service  in  various  countries,  at  one  time  in  charge  of 
Hessian  troops  which  were  later  transported  to  the  English 
colonies  in  America.  Made  a Major-General  by  William 
Pitt  in  1758,  he  became  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  forces 
besieging  Louisburg.  Other  scenes  of  his  campaigns  in 
America  were  Boston,  where  his  troops  were  camped  on  the 
Common,  Ticonderoga,  Quebec,  Montreal  and  New  York.  At 
the  last  named  place  he  was  appointed  Commander-in-chief 
of  all  the  British  forces  in  North  America.  His  subsequent 
career,  after  his  return  to  England  in  1763,  included  a peer- 
age for  his  great  services,  and  with  the  fall  of  Pitt  and  the 
rise  of  Lord  North  he  came  into  favor  once  more.  His 
knowledge  of  American  affairs  was  of  much  assistance  to 
the  British  during  the  American  Revolution,  but  he  refused 
to  serve  with  the  British  troops  during  the  war.  He  re- 
ceived many  letters  from  officers  who  kept  him  posted  on 
affairs  in  America.  Israel  Putnam,  who  had  served  under 
him  at  Ticonderoga  in  the  earlier  war,  was  mentioned  in  a 
letter  written  in  1774,  in  which  the  writer  tells  of  the  serious- 
ness of  the  English  situation.  He  wrote : "All  the  Provinces 
are  sending  presents  to  the  people  at  Boston,  ship  loads  of 
rice  from  Carolina,  tobacco  from  Virginia,  flour  and  money 
from  Philadelphia.  Lately  General  Putnam  from  Connec- 
ticut drove  flocks  of  sheep  . . . and  told  the  people  openly 
that  he  would  bring  to  their  aid  14,000  men.”  The  Battle 
of  Lexington  was  described  by  letter  from  General  Gage  to 
Lord  Amherst  as  "a  little  action  near  Boston  on  April  19.” 
This  volume  will  prove  of  intense  interest  to  both  English 
and  American  students  of  eighteenth  century  history.  It  is 
an  admirable  biography  of  a character  considerably  neglected 
by  historians. 
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Sibley  : Autobiography  and  Letters.  Edited  by  Theodore 
C.  Blegen.  1932.  75  pp.,  octavo,  cloth.  Minneapolis: 

The  Voyageur  Press.  Price,  $2.00. 

This  is  the  first  volume  brought  out  by  a private  press, 
whose  sponsors  have  undertaken  to  publish  monographs  re- 
lating to  Minnesota.  Much  of  the  material  that  forms  the 
background  of  Minnesota  history  is  reposing  in  the  archives 
of  the  Minnesota  Historical  Society  and  similar  organizations. 
Fur  trader,  Congressman,  Governor,  Henry  Hastings  Sibley 
is  called  the  most  prominent  figure  in  that  state  from  1834 
to  1891.  His  correspondence,  account  books  and  other  pa- 
pers are  important  in  a study  of  the  early  life  of  the  western 
country.  The  Sibleys  were  originally  from  old  Salem.  A 
worthy  contribution,  but  an  index  should  have  been  provided. 

Ballads  and  Sea  Songs  of  Newfoundland.  Collected  and 
edited  by  Elisabeth  Bristol  Greenleaf;  Music  recorded 
in  the  Field  by  Grace  Yarrow  Mansfield.  1933.  94  pp., 
octavo,  cloth,  illus.  Cambridge : Harvard  University 
Press.  Price,  $5.00. 

It  is  a most  valuable  work  that  has  been  undertaken — to 
preserve  the  old-time  or  folk  songs  of  a community  before 
it  is  too  late.  The  same  course  should  be  pursued  in  other 
sections  of  North  America.  President  MacCracken  and  the 
Trustees  of  Yassar  College  financed  the  expedition,  and  the 
result  of  the  work  is  a volume  of  remarkable  interest  and 
of  tremendous  value.  These  author  school-teachers  went 
from  house  to  house,  one  recording  the  words  of  the  old  songs 
as  the  natives  sang  them,  and  the  other  writing  the  score. 
Dr.  MacCracken  writes:  “Western  culture  is  not  fully  con- 
scious of  its  heritage  from  the  Old  World,  nor  does  it  prop- 
erly value  the  treasure  trove  in  its  own  soil.  . . . Much 
remains  to  be  done  before  our  acknowledged  debt  to  the  Old 
World  is  properly  balanced  by  our  own  contributions.” 
Nearly  200  songs  are  given,  a large  proportion  accompanied 
by  the  music,  and  an  index  of  first  lines  is  appended.  It  is 
a handsome  volume  and  a great  contribution  to  the  knowledge 
of  folk-songs. 

General  Gage’s  Informers.  New  Material  Upon  Lexington 
and  Concord;  Benjamin  Thompson  as  Loyalist  and  the 
Treachery  of  Benjamin  Church,  Jr.  By  Allen  French. 
1932.  207  pp.,  octavo,  cloth,  illus.  Ann  Arbor:  Uni- 

versity of  Michigan  Press.  Price,  $2.50. 

Mr.  French,  who  has  written  informative  monographs  on 
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the  affair  at  Concord  and  Lexington,  again  has  made  ns 
indebted  to  him  for  new  material  on  the  subject.  Through 
the  Gage  manuscripts,  which  were  purchased  by  Mr.  Clem- 
ents in  1930  for  the  William  L.  Clements  Library  at  Ann 
Arbor,  Mr.  French  has  been  able  to  secure  facts  which  sup- 
plement his  work  on  those  papers  when  they  reposed  in  the 
Public  Record  Office  in  London.  In  fact,  two  scrap  books 
of  papers  not  seen  at  that  time  have  provided  Mr.  French 
with  authentic  proof  of  Churches  duplicity  and  a surprising 
self-betrayal  of  Thompson.  The  latter,  before  he  became 
Count  Rumford,  has  a Salem  interest.  As  a young  man  he 
was  employed  by  the  merchant,  John  Appleton,  and  in  his 
leisure  hours  absorbed  much  scientific  knowledge  from  the 
members  of  the  Philosophical  Library  of  the  time.  There 
will  be  no  necessity  of  looking  further  for  proof  of  Church’s 
position. 

The  Hussey-Cumberland  Mission  and  American  Inde- 
pendence. An  Essay  in  the  Diplomacy  of  the  American 
Revolution.  By  Samuel  Flagg  Bemis.  1931.  195  pp., 
octavo,  cloth.  Princeton:  Princeton  University  Press. 
Price,  $3.50. 

Dr.  Bemis,  a former  Worcester  resident  and  now  Professor 
of  History  in  the  George  Washington  University,  has  done 
much  highly  valuable  research  work  on  various  phases  of 
American  history.  He  brings  out  in  this  volume  new  source 
material  on  certain  factors  of  European  diplomacy  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  years  ago,  and  of  their  implications,  through 
the  connection  of  the  Franco-American  alliance,  for  Amer- 
ican independence.  From  documents  in  Spain,  London  and 
at  the  Clements  Library  in  Ann  Arbor,  many  of  which  Dr. 
Bemis  was  able  to  have  photo-copied  while  he  was  Director 
of  the  European  Section  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  he  has 
produced  a study  enlightening  to  the  student  of  the  foun- 
dations of  American  foreign  policy.  The  mission  of  Hussey 
and  Cumberland  to  Spain  in  1780  to  further  England’s  hope 
of  detaching  that  nation  from  her  alliance  with  France,  re- 
sulted in  colorful  negotiations  which  soon  involved  practi- 
cally all  of  the  great  nations  of  Europe. 

Henry  Adams.  By  James  Truslow  Adams.  1933.  246 

pp.,  octavo,  cloth,  illus.  Hew  York:  Albert  and  Charles 
Boni,  Inc.  Price,  $2.50. 

How,  less  than  fifteen  years  after  the  death  of  the  author 
of  “The  Education,”  Henry  Adams  stands  out  as  one  of  the 
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amazing  intellects  of  our  time  and  a great  figure  in  American 
literature.  It  is  fitting  that  James  Truslow  Adams,  who  has 
already  given  us  much  valuable  data  on  this  famous  family, 
which  he  is  particular  to  state  is  in  no  way  connected  with 
his  own,  should  write  the  first  biography  of  Henry  Adams. 
An  ancestral  heritage  that  included  two  presidents,  three 
ministers  to  England,  two  ministers  to  negotiate  peace  with 
England,  any  number  of  Congressional  and  Senatorial  terms, 
three  reputations  in  letters  and  scholarship,  any  amount  of 
foreign  residence  and  education,  no  financial  worry,  with 
social  recognition  on  two  continents,  pronounced  good  and 
bad  inherited  traits — this  was  a heritage  which,  the  author 
says,  Henry  Adams  on  his  death  bed  was  convinced  had 
caused  his  life  to  be  a failure.  The  author  again  has  pro- 
duced a fascinating  story  of  a remarkable  career. 

China’s  Foreign  Relations,  1917-1931.  By  Robert  T. 
Pollard,  Ph.I).  1933.  416  pp.,  octavo,  cloth.  Hew 

York:  The  Macmillan  Company.  Price,  $3.50. 

This  volume  represents  the  first  attempt  to  deal  impar- 
tially and  in  detail  with  a highly  significant  period  of  China’s 
diplomatic  history.  The  well  known  work  of  Dr.  Hosea 
Ballou  Morse  on  the  International  Relations  of  the  Chinese 
Empire  divided  the  history  of  China’s  modern  contact  with 
the  Western  world  into  three  periods.  The  Period  of  Con- 
flict lasted  until  1860;  the  Period  of  Submission  extended 
to  1894,  and  was  succeeded  by  the  Period  of  Subjection.  The 
fourth  period,  which  Dr.  Pollard  terms  the  Period  of  Recov- 
ery, began  in  1917,  and  of  this  and  the  subsequent  years  he 
treats.  This  study  traces  the  treaty  movement  from  1917, 
when  the  first  of  the  major  treaties  with  Japan  was  abro- 
gated, until  1931,  when  many  of  the  Chinese  objectives  had 
been  gained.  It  is  a useful  book  for  an  understanding  of 
the  recent  Sino- Japanese  conflict  over  Manchuria.  The 
author  is  Assistant  Professor  of  Oriental  Studies,  University 
of  Washington. 

Foreign  Investments  in  China.  By  C.  F.  Remer.  1933. 
708  pp.,  octavo,  cloth.  Hew  York : The  Macmillan  Com- 
pany. Price,  $5.00. 

This  volume,  which  was  sponsored  by  the  Social  Science 
Research  Council  of  Hew  York  and  Dr.  Remer’s  own  Uni- 
versity of  Washington,  where  he  is  Professor  of  Economics, 
presents  the  result  of  a gigantic  task  in  the  study  of  the 
investments  in  China  of  individual  countries.  The  facts 
concerning  business  investments,  together  with  a new  study 
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of  remittances  to  China  from  overseas  Chinese  and  a critical 
study  of  the  valuation  of  China’s  exports,  enabled  estimates 
to  be  made  of  China’s  balances  of  international  payments 
since  1900,  and  for  individual  years  since  1928.  The  prob- 
lem of  the  country’s  economic  relations  with  the  outside 
world  is  represented  as  centering  in  capital  investments.  The 
economic  situation  in  so  many  countries  was  involved  in 
this  study  that  the  author  is  justified  in  the  statement  that 
“the  fact  that  the  work  could  be  done  at  all,  in  looking  back 
over  the  four  j^ears,  seems  something  of  a triumph.”  Dr. 
Remer  approaches  the  problem  in  a different  way  and  with 
far  more  accurate  results  than  has  been  done  previously. 
Investigation  involved  work  in  Japan,  China,  Russia,  Ger- 
many, France,  England  and  the  United  States,  and  confer- 
ences with  business  men,  bankers,  especially  in  Hong  Kong, 
and  political  leaders.  In  this  volume  the  various  countries 
are  treated  separately;  the  book  is  well  documented  and  there 
is  an  adequate  index. 

The  Life  and  Writings  of  Hugh  Henry  Brackenridge. 
By  Claude  Milton  Newlin.  1932.  Princeton:  Prince- 
ton University  Press.  328  pp.,  octavo,  cloth.  Price, 
$5.00 

The  author  has  presented,  in  this  volume,  the  biography 
of  “our  first  back-country  writer.”  His  writings  give  us 
glimpses  of  colonial  Pennsylvania,  of  Princeton  College,  of 
the  Revolution,  of  frontier  society,  and  of  the  Whiskey  Insur- 
rection. He  was  an  organizer  of  Jeffersonian  democracy, 
and  in  describing  Brackenridge’s  career  new  sidelights 
on  American  history  have  been  shown.  Mr.  Newlin  has 
been  able  to  use  sources  that  have  been  only  slightly 
exploited  and  in  many  cases  not  previously  used  at  all. 
A friend  of  Freneau  and  a poet  in  collaboration  with  that 
friend  of  freedom,  a graduate  of  Princeton,  editor  and 
owner  of  the  United  States  Magazine  and  later  of  the 
Pittsburg  Gazette,  this  eighteenth  century  Scot  became  a 
man  to  be  reckoned  with  as  an  ardent  exponent  of  Jeffer- 
sonian democracy,  although  he  was  sometimes  in  conflict  with 
the  radicals  of  his  party.  He  became  a circuit  judge  and 
published  “Law  Miscellanies.”  His  published  works,  of  which 
the  author  gives  a chronological  list,  show  an  ambition  but 
not  sufficient  talent  to  produce  the  great  works  of  which  he 
dreamed.  Neither  did  the  frontier  after  the  Revolution  pro- 
vide a social  background  suitable  to  the  encouragement  of 
literary  production. 
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Quaker  Militant.  John  Greenleaf  Whittier.  By 

Albert  Mordell.  1933.  354  pp.,  octavo,  cloth,  illus. 
Boston:  Houghton,  Mifflin  Company.  Price,  $3.50. 

This  life  of  Whittier  has  especial  interest  for  members  of 
the  Essex  Institute,  as  the  author  made  considerable  use  of 
the  valuable  Whittier  material  in  the  Library  of  the  Institute. 
Parts  of  the  book  give  evidence  of  thorough  research,  espe- 
cially the  chapters  about  Whittier’s  work  as  newspaper  editor 
and  contributor  and  those  about  his  Abolition  activities. 
These  chapters,  furthermore,  are  good  reading — a vigorous 
account  of  strenuous  years. 

When  Mr.  Mordell  turns  to  more  intimate  matters  in  the 
poet’s  life,  particularly  his  religion  and  his  “philandering” 
celibacy,  he  is  led  astray  by  his  interest  in  Whittier  as  a dem- 
onstration of  Freudian  theories.  One  need  not  accept  Whit- 
tier’s religious  faith  to  believe  that  it  gives  evidence  of  being 
a hard-won  victory  rather  than  an  escape  from  reality.  As 
for  the  “psychic  impotence”  which  caused  him  to  repel  the 
advances  of  women  whom  he  had  attracted,  such  statements 
need  more  proof  than  Mr.  Mordell  gives;  and  there  are  suffic- 
ient obvious  errors  in  fact  and  interpretation  to  justify  our 
distrust  of  this  much-advertised  part  of  the  book.  One  is 
tempted  to  quote  one  word  which  may  be  seen  in  Whittier’s 
handwriting  on  the  margin  of  a newspaper  clipping  in  an 
old  scrap-book  at  the  Whittier  home  in  Amesbury,  the  clip- 
ping containing  a sentimental  account  of  a supposed  love 
affair  of  the  poet’s  youth.  Whittier’s  marginal  note  is — 
“Nonsense.”  R.  H.  W. 

Selected  Letters  of  George  Edward  Woodberry.  With 
an  Introduction  by  Walter  De  La  Mare.  1933.  282  pp., 
octavo,  illus.  Boston : Houghton  Mifflin  Company. 
Price,  $3.50. 

This  distinguished  son  of  Essex  County,  as  a poet,  as  a 
critic,  and  as  a teacher  of  literature  will  occupy  a permanent 
niche  in  the  history  of  American  letters.  Wrote  James  Rus- 
sell Lowell  to  Thomas  Wentworth  Higginson  in  1875:  “There 
is  a young  man  in  the  present  junior  class,  Geo.  E.  Wood- 
berry  by  name,  who  has,  as  I think,  remarkable  literary 
talent.  I have  seen  no  themes  at  all  equal  to  his  in  the 
four  or  five  years  I have  been  on  the  Examining  Committee.” 
Woodberry’s  active  life  justified  this  confidence  in  his  ability. 
The  present  selection  of  his  correspondence,  with  the  intro- 
duction by  Walter  de  la  Mare,  constitutes  as  complete  and 
effective  a biography  as  is  possible  to  obtain.  The  letters 
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have  been  admirably  chosen,  showing  his  philosophy  of  life 
as  nothing  else  could.  His  heart  and  roots  were  in  Hew 
England;  with  true  artistic  temperament  he  deplored  the 
mercenary  tendency  of  the  times;  he  needed  money  himself, 
although  fate  never  was  very  generous.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 


A year  ago  at  your  Annual  Meeting  I had  the  great 
pleasure  of  meeting  you,  hut  I did  not  take  over  my  duties 
until  the  first  of  August,  so  that  this  report,  while  cover- 
ing your  fiscal  year,  covers  nine  months  of  my  own  work. 
In  that  time  I have  found  great  interest  and  pleasure  in 
becoming  somewhat  familiar  with  the  Institute’s  mani- 
fold activities.  Nowhere,  so  far  as  I know,  is  there  as 
complete  a collection  of  the  various  attributes  of  life  in 
New  England  in  Colonial  times  and  the  early  life  of  the 
United  States  after  the  Revolution.  How  our  ancestors 
lived  is  in  their  houses,  their  clothes,  utensils  and  tools; 
what  they  thought  is  in  their  letters  and  books;  and  how 
they  prospered  is  in  their  business  papers.  All  these  are 
here  and  the  collections  are  so  rich  that  only  part  can  be 
shown,  and  forgotten  articles  are  still  coming  to  light. 
The  great  object  is  to  coordinate  this  collection  so  that  it 
may  go  on  as  a continuous  project,  always  remembering 
that  in  a few  years  today  is  going  to  be  yesterday.  How 
this  may  be  done,  I think  must  be  left  to  some  future 
time.  In  the  meantime,  I would  like  to  give  you  a report 
of  progress. 

Our  membership  this  year  is  as  follows:  active  551, 
contributing  80,  sustaining  106,  life  97,  and  correspond- 
ing 1;  total  membership,  835.  This  is  a reduction  of 
29  from  last  year  which,  considering  the  times,  I believe 
is  a very  good  record — in  addition,  4 members  have  been 
elected  who  have  not  yet  qualified,  so  that  with  the  nine 
who  have  just  been  elected  tonight,  the  loss  is  nearly 
made  up.  I hope  all  who  hear  or  read  this  report  will 
constitute  themselves  a membership  committee.  You 
have  already  seen  in  the  call  for  this  meeting  the  experi- 
ment which  the  Directors  are  trying — that  of  sending  the 
Historical  Collections  to  all  members.  This  is  a very 
real  argument  to  become  an  active  member  at  $3.00  a 
year,  and  an  increase  in  membership  will  help  to  make  the 
experiment  a success. 
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There  will  be  some  change  in  the  makeup  of  the  Col- 
lections. Formerly  each  number  had  several  monographs 
and  also  some  pages  from  a town  record  or  other  con- 
tinued project  which  was  not  complete  in  itself.  This 
necessitated  looking  through  several  volumes  to  find  one 
small  fact.  Through  the  generosity  of  one  of  our  mem- 
bers we  have  commenced  to  copy  the  town  records  of 
Marblehead  and  instead  of  putting  a little  in  a number 
of  issues,  in  October  there  will  appear  a double  number 
(there  will  be  no  July  issue)  containing  the  Marblehead 
records  from  their  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  17th  cen- 
tury. Later  numbers  will  contain  other  matter  of  a dif- 
ferent type.  We  do  not  expect  to  print  any  extra  num- 
bers of  the  Collections — so  in  order  to  get  these  records 
it  will  be  necessary  to  join  the  Society. 

You  will  also  notice  that  we  have  a page  of  advertising 
and  a department  of  book  reviews. 

The  attendance  in  the  Museum  for  the  year  has  been 
13,823,  as  against  17,378  last  year.  This  decrease,  too, 
was  to  be  expected  on  account  of  the  difficult  times. 

Judge  White’s  idea  of  holding  the  Lectures  in  various 
wards  of  the  city  was  a great  success.  You  will  hear  of 
it  from  him. 

For  years  the  Institute  has  been  very  active  in  pub- 
lishing the  Vital  Records  of  Massachusetts  towns.  As 
all  the  Essex  County  vital  records  had  been  published 
and  the  expense  of  copying  those  of  other  towns  was,  to 
say  the  least,  not  profitable,  that  activity  has  been  aban- 
doned. We  still  have  the  records  of  several  towns  ready 
to  publish,  if  the  State  appropriates  any  funds  therefor. 
Until  it  does,  some  of  our  funds  are  tied  up. 

The  House  Committee,  under  the  efficient  chairman, 
has  continued  to  give  the  best  of  care  to  the  property. 
The  Main  Hall  and  some  other  rooms  were  repainted  and 
a new  skylight  put  up  over  the  Museum  hall.  Some  of 
you  may  remember  the  old  cellar,  dark  and  dirty  and 
crowded  to  the  extent  that  things  were  lost — part  of  it 
has  been  cleaned,  painted  and  rearranged,  making  a very 
serviceable  newspaper  room,  and  by  next  year  I hope  the 
rest  of  the  cellar  and  the  attic  can  be  open  for  inspection 
without  fear  of  severe  criticism. 
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We  have  been  notified  of  two  legacies  this  year:  $5,000 
from  Mrs.  William  C.  West,  who  died  August  15,  1932, 
and  $10,000  from  David  Pingree,  who  died  October  2, 
1932.  In  addition  Mrs.  West  left  us  her  clocks,  candel- 
abra, glass-ware,  and  some  silver  plate  and  pictures. 

We  have  from  time  to  time  received  other  gifts  which 
are  duly  acknowledged  elsewhere.  Mr.  William  Crown- 
inshield  Endicott  gave  us  an  interesting  marble  tablet — 
commemorating  the  services  of  Governor  Simon  Brad- 
street.  This  is  now  on  the  wall  of  the  entrance  hall. 
He  was  also  instrumental  in  securing  for  us  through  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  63  pieces  of  furniture  from  the 
collection  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Hitchcock  Tyler.  These 
are  on  deposit  permanently  and  consist  of  highboys,  beds, 
chairs,  mirrors  and  a large  collection  of  toy  furniture,  all 
of  which  will  he  of  much  use.  Mr.  Endicott  also  gave 
us  two  copies  of  the  beautiful  medal  he  had  struck  to 
commemorate  Governor  Endecott’s  tercentenary. 

Mr.  Langdon  Warner  deposited  a handsome  satin  gown 
worn  by  Mrs.  Roger  Sherman,  the  wife  of  the  signer,  who 
was  Rebecca  Prescott  of  Danvers.  Miss  Eleanor  Stevens 
of  Milton  gave  us  a coat  similar  to  the  one  worn  by  Sir 
William  Pepperrell  in  the  picture  hanging  in  the  Mu- 
seum. To  Mr.  Stephen  Willard  Phillips  we  are  indebted 
for  money  to  buy  about  300  Whittier  letters,  which  makes 
our  collection  of  this  author  the  best  in  the  country.  Mrs. 
William  B.  Dodge,  of  Oberlin,  Ohio,  sent  us  Gail  Hamil- 
ton’s watch,  and  Mr.  Chauncey  B.  Stillman  of  Hew 
York  sent  us  a Stiegel  wine  glass  from  the  Whitwell  sale, 
which  belonged  to  Humphrey  Devereux. 

General  Francis  Henry  Appleton,  your  President  from 
1904-1916,  gave  us  his  portrait  painted  by  Miss  Mary 
Brewster  Hazelton.  It  is  a fine  portrait  and  now  hangs 
in  the  Secretary’s  room.  When  Mr.  Endicott  adds  his, 
our  collection  of  portraits  of  former  Presidents  will  be 
complete. 

We  had  two  exhibitions  this  year  and  at  the  outset  I 
wish  to  state  our  indebtedness  to  the  Misses  Rantoul  for 
their  enthusiasm  and  ability  in  arranging  them.  The  first 
was  of  costumes,  largely  from  our  store  not  generally 
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shown,  and  attracted  much  attention.  The  second  was 
of  dolls  and  toys,  to  which  the  children  came  in  large 
numbers.  This  summer  there  will  be  an  exhibition  of 
Rogers  groups,  about  which  several  articles  have  appeared 
lately  and  of  which  the  Institute  has  the  largest  known 
collection,  numbering  62. 

The  Institute  has  a large  collection  of  coins — particu- 
larly strong  in  United  States  coinage  and  that  of  the  Far 
East.  The  former  was  given  by  the  late  Francis  H.  Lee 
and  is  very  full  in  early  United  States  pieces.  The 
latter  was  given  by  the  late  Mr.  John  Robinson  and  with 
it  came  a very  valuable  numismatic  library.  Unfortu- 
nately this  has  never  been  kept  up  since  Mr.  Robinson’s 
death  and  some  of  the  publications  are  sadly  in  arrears. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  time  this  collection  may  be 
endowed,  as  it  is  too  valuable  and  useful  to  be  neglected. 
This  collection  has  been  moved  from  the  fireproof  wing 
to  the  museum  and  Mr.  Willis  H.  Ropes  has  given  valu- 
able assistance  in  putting  it  in  order. 

The  details  of  the  Library  and  manuscripts  you  will 
hear  about  from  Miss  Tapley.  May  I say  that  your 
Secretary  would  be  quite  at  a loss  without  her  valuable 
and  cheerful  assistance  and  ability.  It  is  impossible  to 
estimate  the  value  of  the  manuscripts.  In  most  libraries 
these  are  catalogued  by  name  which  to  the  modern  research 
student  is  a name  and  not  much  more.  We  are  working 
on  a catalogue  which  will  indicate  what  is  in  each  collec- 
tion, where  the  owner  traded  and  in  what  commodities. 
I know  of  no  such  catalogue  of  manuscripts  except  one 
made  of  those  belonging  to  the  Harvard  School  of  Busi- 
ness Administration.  It  will  be  of  very  great  assistance 
to  anyone  who  wishes  to  use  our  collection. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  owners  of  the  house  of 
the  late  David  Pingree  the  Institute  has  come  into  pos- 
session of  it.  It  was  built  in  1804  and  designed  by 
Samuel  Mclntire.  You  can  all  see  it  tomorrow  after- 
noon. Mr.  Stephen  Willard  Phillips  has  very  generously 
painted  and  papered  the  hall,  two  parlors  and  dining 
room  on  the  ground  floor  and  renovated  the  front  bed- 
room. Mr.  Richard  Wheatland  also  gave  us  all  the  car- 
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pets.  Into  these  rooms  has  been  put  furniture  from  the 
collection  suitable  for  such  a house.  There  will  be  n6 
attempt  to  make  period  rooms  such  as  one  sees  in  museums, 
but  rather  a house  such  as  the  former  owners  would  have 
lived  in  from  1804-1820.  It  will  take  time  and  more 
money  than  the  Institute  has  at  present  to  complete  the 
place — but  perhaps  that  is  just  as  well.  In  time  the 
proper  fireplaces  and  balustrades  will  be  installed  and 
people  can  see  the  surroundings  of  a successful  Salem 
merchant  when  her  commerce  was  on  the  seven  seas. 
Since  writing  the  above,  Mrs.  William  Crown  inshield 
Endicott  has  enabled  us  to  replace  one  fireplace. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness 
to  all  the  members  of  the  staff  who  have  shown  enthusiasm 
and  willingness  to  collaborate  in  the  development  of  the 
Institute.

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The  past  year  has  been  a season  of  setting  our  Library 
house  in  order,  and,  without  going  into  wearisome  detail, 
we  may  promise  that  when  the  work  is  completed,  a better 
arrangement  of  books  in  the  various  departments  will 
result.  At  present  the  Library  is  spread  over  two  build- 
ings, which,  economically,  is  a waste  of  time  and  an 
inconvenience  for  the  Library  staff.  It  should  be  better 
coordinated  for  the  more  advantageous  carrying  on  of 
the  work  of  the  Institute,  and  we  expect  in  the  months 
to  come  something  to  that  end  may  be  accomplished. 

Several  rare  and  valuable  manuscripts  and  books  have 
been  acquired  this  year.  We  have  been  fortunate  enough 
to  have  secured  a broadside,  which  is  believed  to  be 
unique — the  Price  Act  for  Beverly,  printed  in  1779  by 
Ezekiel  Russell,  in  Danvers.  Such  items,  of  course,  are 
expensive,  but  if  we  are  to  build  up  a Library  with  worth- 
while Essex  County  rarities,  we  must  buy  when  oppor- 
tunity offers.  Another  item  which  has  come  into  our 
possession  by  purchase  is  the  original  diary  of  Lt.  John 
Preston,  1744-1760.  This  diary  has  been  owned  in  one 
branch  of  the  Preston  family  until  the  present  year. 

Some  gifts  received  have  been  Civil  War  letters  from 
Misses  Clara  and  Amy  Curtis;  manuscripts  from  the 
estate  of  Hon.  Robert  S.  Rantoul;  records  and  manu- 
scripts of  the  Hawthorne  Association,  the  Civic  League 
and  the  Salem  Club  from  Mr.  J.  Foster  Smith;  letters 
written  by  Daniel  Putnam,  son  of  Gen.  Israel  Putnam, 
to  Hon.  Samuel  Putnam,  1817-1818,  presented  by  Miss 
Katharine  Peabody  Loring;  and  an  original  deed  of  the 
Chickering  or  Nurse  farm  in  Danvers,  dated  1658,  signed 
by  John  Endecott,  Governor,  conveying  the  farm  to  John 
Endecott,  his  son.  Several  original  witchcraft  records 
have  been  added  by  gift.  In  this  connection  we  are 
reminded  of  certain  spurious  so-called  death  warrants  of 
accused  persons  during  the  witchcraft  delusion,  which 
have  been  circulated  throughout  the  Middle  West  during

the  past  year,  more  than  a dozen  of  which  have  been  sent 
to  our  Library  for  information  as  to  their  genuineness. 
That  they  were  forgeries  was  very  apparent.  It  is  to 
be  regretted  that  so  many  persons  have  been  imposed  upon 
and  have  exchanged  cash  for  such  worthless  papers. 

Log  books  have  come  to  us  as  usual,  thereby  adding  to 
our  large  and  unique  collection.  We  also  have  become  the 
depository  of  the  Gloucester  Custom  House  Records,  so 
that  at  the  present  time  we  have  under  our  roof  the 
records  of  all  the  Essex  County  ports — Salem,  Beverly, 
Marblehead,  Newburyport  and  Gloucester.  We  are  still 
receiving  from  England  copies  of  the  entrance  and  clear- 
ance of  shipping  of  Massachusetts  ports,  giving  names 
of  vessels,  where  built,  owners,  masters  and  cargoes.  These 
comprise  all  that  have  been  found  in  the  Public  Record 
Office  in  London  between  1686  and  1763,  and  are  invalu- 
able for  a study  of  that  period. 

We  have  acquired  from  Beverly  by  purchase  the  Lovett 
shipping  papers,  which  cover  the  late  eighteenth  and  the 
early  nineteenth  centuries.  These,  together  with  the  let- 
ters and  papers  of  Governor  Nathaniel  P.  Banks,  Civil 
War  General,  and  those  of  Loammi  Baldwin,  engineer 
and  pomologist  of  Woburn,  which  have  been  secured 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Corning,  constitute  a valuable 
addition  to  our  manuscript  department.  We  have  been 
doing  considerable  work  on  manuscripts,  our  assistants 
having  been  engaged  in  arranging  important  business  and 
family  papers  and  filing  them  in  dust-proof  boxes,  which 
will  make  them  more  easily  available. 

The  work  of  compiling  a list  of  all  the  account  books 
and  manuscripts  in  the  possession  of  the  Institute  has 
been  started,  and  when  completed  will  be  published  for 
the  use  of  scholars  and  research  workers.  The  account 
books  have  been  properly  labelled,  bringing  out  the  vari- 
ous trades,  professions  and  businesses.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  we  have  one  of  the  most  important  collections  in 
New  England.  While  it  is  by  no  means  the  largest,  there 
is  probably  no  library  that  contains  so  many  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  century  volumes  of  such  material.  Espe- 
cially is  this  true  of  early  shipping  papers. 
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We  have  made  much  progress  in  arranging  our  news- 
papers in  proper  order.  The  sections  in  the  basement 
devoted  to  this  department  have  been  thoroughly  reno- 
vated, and  any  one  who  remembers  the  dark  and  dusty 
corridors  would  hardly  recognize  the  place  today,  with 
its  fresh  white  paint,  to  say  nothing  of  the  curtains  of 
Pequot  sheeting  which  conceal  the  shelves  from  ceiling 
to  floor.  The  Essex  County  newspaper  room  also  has  a 
whitened  ceiling  and  a new  concrete  floor,  transforming  it 
completely.  A tremendous  accumulation  of  newspapers 
in  the  attic  of  the  Museum  building  has  been  sorted  and 
the  duplicates  separated,  and  we  have  taken  advantage 
of  reduced  cost  of  binding  to  have  many  newspapers  re- 
bound. 

Further  additions  to  our  Whittier  collection  of  auto- 
graph letters  have  been  made  by  gift  and  purchase.  One 
letter,  written  to  Miss  Lydia  L.  Dodge  of  Salem  in  1830, 
is  an  unusual  example  of  Whittier  in  a facetious  mood. 
We  have  received  during  the  past  year  about  two  hun- 
dred original  Whittier  letters,  a large  proportion  having 
been  written  to  Mrs.  Abby  J.  Woodman,  and  about  150 
written  to  Whittier  by  Sarah  Orne  Jewett,  Paul  Hayne, 
William  Claflin,  Lucy  Larcom,  Gail  Hamilton,  Edna 
Dean  Proctor  and  others.  The  practice  of  gathering  at 
the  Essex  Institute  so  many  letters  and  manuscripts  re- 
lating to  the  Quaker  poet  has  been  commended  by  schol- 
ars, and  as  a result  this  institution  takes  first  place 
among  the  libraries  of  the  country  in  material  available 
for  the  study  of  Whittier’s  life.  We  are  indebted  still 
further  to  Mr.  Stephen  Willard  Phillips  for  making  pos- 
sible this  acquisition.  Another  purchase  was  made  early 
in  the  year  of  more  than  200  photostats  of  original  Whit- 
tier letters  from  various  libraries  in  the  United  States, 
which  had  been  collected  by  a Philadelphia  scholar  in 
connection  with  work  on  a recently  published  book.  Con- 
tributions to  this  fund  have  been  received  from  Miss 
Brooks,  Mr.  Roland  Woodwell,  Judge  White  and  Mr. 
Endicott.  Other  Essex  County  authors  have  received 
some  attention,  and  we  have  been  able  to  buy  at  very 
reasonable  prices  letters  of  Gail  Hamilton,  Lucy  Larcom 
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and  Harriet  Prescott  Spofford,  which  already  have  been 
used  by  students  who  have  come  to  the  Institute  from  far- 
away communities. 

During  many  years  this  Library  has  built  up  collec- 
tions on  special  subjects,  aside  from  history  and  gene- 
alogy. First  is  our  well-known  China  Library;  a marine 
library  of  course  falls  in  naturally  with  our  great  ship- 
ping interest;  a collection  of  early  juveniles  ranks  well 
among  collections  of  that  sort;  a music  library  of  no 
mean  importance  and  proportions  has  been  accumulating 
through  the  years;  and  books  on  early  cookery  contain 
many  rare  volumes  relating  to  the  culinary  art.  We  are 
greatly  in  need  of  funds  to  enrich  these  collections  by 
the  purchase  of  additional  books. 

The  additions  to  the  Library  have  been  as  follows:

In  closing  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  state  that  it  has 
been  a great  pleasure  to  work  with  our  new  Secretary, 
whose  constructive  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Essex  Institute  is  so  widely  appreciated.  The  staff  also 
deserves  hearty  commendation  for  a year  of  energetic 
accomplishment.

REPORT  OF  THE  ACTING  TREASURER 


The  Essex  Institute,  in  common  with  other  institutions 
and  individuals  depending  chiefly  on  income  from  invest- 
ments, has  had  a difficult  task  to  keep  expenses . within 
its  income  during  the  past  year.  Dividends  and  interest 
from  savings  banks  have  decreased  over  $2,500.00  from 
income  received  from  these  sources  during  the  previous 
year.  However,  all  our  bond  coupons  were  paid.  Through 
the  close  cooperation  of  the  staff  of  the  Institute  with 
the  Board  of  Directors  expenses  were  held  as  low  as 
possible.  I am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  our  un- 
restricted income  exceeded  our  expenses  by  $3.23.  The 
generosity  of  certain  of  our  Directors  in  contributing 
$1,183.95  to  a special  salary  fund  helped  very  much  in 
achieving  this  result.  The  fact  that  our  annual  dues 
from  members  was  $68.00  more  this  year  than  last  year 
in  spite  of  the  difficult  times  is  also  very  gratifying.  Our 
unrestricted  income  from  investments  was  $15,793.27,  and 
our  total  unrestricted  income  was  $21,942.19.  Expenses 
were  $21,938.96. 

We  have  received  an  additional  bequest,  account  of 
Elizabeth  Wheatland,  of  $3,716.28. 

The  books  and  accounts  have  been  thoroughly  audited 
by  Harris  Knight,  Certified  Public  Accountant,  and  the 
financial  report  in  detail  will  follow.
